3 The methals adopted and the arrangements made to con- 
duet the oiierations lierc, were identical with those that obtained in 
other parti of India. And except for certain unimportant alteration, 
rl^dei^ necessary by to peculiar conditions of 

schedules, forms, eiioulars and tables, not to say to very Code itseU.

4. As soon as J took charge of my omcc. 1 began making to 
necessary preliminary arrangeinents. sucli as revnsmg to N ag 
Begisters of 1691, ensuriiig proiier house numbering, etc.; an us 

work took me three months to finish, 

5 So far as the territorial units tor tlie Census [.urposcs went, 
we treated the Urban and to Rural areas aUkes oniy the unit m the 
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furiner was called ttte Ward and that in the latter the TahK|, The only 
tracts dealt with as *‘Urljaii" were tlie Oh.'idarghaut and the Hyder¬ 
abad City Municijjiilities as alao the Oilies of Haiiamkonda, Qullwrgah 
and Anrangiibad. The rest of His Highness’ Territories was treated as 
Rural." The whole of the Boininions was divided into 7441 Charges; 
these again were suthdividecl into 6,203 Cireles, which in their turn 
■were split up into 57,152 Blocks. Eacli block, uliich was tiio unit of the 
Census administration, had, mi an average, iiouses and was placwt 
under an eiimnerator, whose duty It was to reconl, hi the several coUunns 
of the schedules, information touclung tJie people intiabitiiig his block. 
Next in rank, and above the block, came t he circle, which contained on 
an average 8'tt blocks. Each circle was under a suiiervisor; he 'was res¬ 
ponsible for, and it was he who also tested a large iwrtion of, the w^ork 
if the enumerators in hia cii'clc. Liist, and aljove the circle, came the 
charge. It was placed under a Superiiiteiidejit, and on him devolve^l 
the task of not only testing iiersonally the work of his subordinates, but 
also seeing that the ojwrations in Ins charge were properly contlucted. 
Each charge, which generally coincided with a recognized adniiidstra- 
live division, contuitted on an average M circles. In the majoi’it3* of 
cases, each Taluk in the rural tracts was divided into four charges and put 
iiuder either a Trihaildur, a Pehhk<tt\ a Record-keeper or a Gir-dovr r or 
Itevenue lna|>ectop, the TuJnttidor being re-SiJoiisiblD for the work of the 
u hole TaliKp These were called Charge Suj>ei'intenJents. 

6, The one feature that distingiTislied the conduct of the opera¬ 
tions in the Urban from that in the Rural areas was that, whereas in 
the City and the Chadarghaut Aluriicipalities, paid agency bad to be em¬ 
ployed on the enumeration work, in the rural areas the merate portion 
of the public willingly came forward and co-operated with the Govern- 
ineiit officials in the eiiu mention ami the super vision work. Ami this 
Hicy <{jd withniit exisscting any retnnneration therefor. Tlie Village 
Puftcurfs too, and the litej’ates among the Putcls, wore pressed into 
serviire; and they did their alloted portion of the work with no small 
crinlit to tliemaelves and prolit to tlovenmient. 


As was the case in tlie rest of India, and was also the 
piactiee at thts ■]U'ovious tens uses, the work of eivtimoration this time too 
was done in tvi^o stages. The first was known as tlie “ Preliminarv 
Enumeration," which gave us only a provisional record of the persons 
habituully residing in e«>ry house. Tlie second was known as the “Pinal 
Enumeration"; ami it was at this stage that the preianinary record 
was eoiopared with things as tlicy then presieuteti themsoivc?s, corrected 
where ueccssitry and brought up to date. 


a Ill the niml areas, the work of iha pre]jaration of the preU- 
minary record was taken in hand on tbo l lth January 1901, answering 
to 12th Isfandar 1319 Pasli; and except in the Districts of Elgamlal and 
Mahbnboagar, where it took a fortniglit mores R was brought to a close 
by tlic end of January.

In cities Bud towns, where the poiiiilation is gener^y of b 
shifting chsiacter, the wort wss commenced on the 6th and finished 
about tho 20th of February. So leetoning. it must 1» remember^, was 
made of such visitors as were not iikely to be present on the night ol 
the Census: but entries were made of such of the absent members o 
fanulics as were UkoW to be present in the house on the Census night. 
Tlie preliminary record was as correctly prepared as it coidd be. the

then fouiui necessary to be mader were tnade in red mk. 

10 On the 2nd of .Marcli, all the enumerators along with 
their supervisors, met at an appointed place and prepar^ what ate 
called Uie “riKt Totals", which tolil us the number of houseaooou- 
pied ami the number of males and females eacl. block 
These totols were then checked by two other enumerators and pas^ 
on to tlie Supervisors in charge ol circles. These men, after mkmg 
the totals for thmr respective eireles. passed them on to the Ohar^ 
Superintendents, who, in their turn, submitted the totals for them 
charges, tlirough the TaliaiWur, to their District Ollicers. At the hea - 
Quartors of the Districts, and under the supervision of the officers 
si^iallv deputed tor the Census work, all these tots h for charges were 
.added together, and. acconUng to inetructions previously given, were 
telegraph^ bv the District officers direct to tho Census CommlssioDer 
atllmhi. These Distriet totals were, at the same time, sent by wire 
to mv office for irLforniiitioQ* 

II The 7th of March was fixed as the last day for the trans¬ 
mission of diese totsls; and so far as this State was conoerued. aU the 

Wstriet officers exeapt those oi Warangal and 

their results by wire on or before the date piescribed. The totals for Wa- 
raiitsil and Oosmanaliad were wiretl on tho following day. e raf-^- 
Knhln Distriet, having sent up the results on the 4th Miireh, ‘^e 
first in the field. Nalgonda telegtaidieil them on tho nth, wtolc the City 
of Hvderabad, and the Districts of Lingsugur, Dirli. Sirpur-Tandur and 
Kaieiiur transmitted their lesults on tho 6th. The remaining Djstncts 
of Elgamlal, Gullwigab, Mahbubiiagar, Bidar. Indur, Parbliam. i an er 
and Aurangabad forwarded their figures on tho (th Jiareh. 

12. .Ascconling to the first totals, the population ot the Dominious 
U 1! and the utuiibcrof occupied houses 2,i75,84j * \shere^ the 

final’results obtained, after passingtlm *« 

bring the tact to light that tlie figures are 11,141.143 in the case of 
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|x>pul]itioa and 2^283,447 in that of houses. This meatis u deereasc of 
35,731 in the strength of the population ami an increase of 7,602 in the 
number of liouses. The dilfereace in the |iopu1iittoti i^presents only 
•32 per cent or 3 in every 1,000 persons. And this is very small indeed, 
considering that, in 1S91, the difference between the tirst totals and the 
Onal results for the whole of India was about ^ per cent or 5 in 1,U0U 
IJersons. 

13. The a nay Isis of the District results reveals a noticeablo dif¬ 
ference in the number of persons found in the Districts of Atraf-i^Balda 
Elgandal, Nalgotida, Warangal, Medak, Bidar, Birh and Gulbarj^h. In 
Gulbargah there is a decrease of 37,784 as against an increase of 56,854 
in Eldar. This is due to the incorrect inclusion, in the first totals, of 
the figures of a Jagtiir in the Bidar District in those for Gulbargah. 
And this mistake w-as rectified only at the time of abstraction. Simi¬ 
lar remarks apply also to the figures for Warangal and Nalgouda on the 
one hanrl, and Atraf-i-Balda and J\Icdak on the other. The increase in 
Birh is due to the oimssion of the figures for a Jaghir from the first 
totals. Speaking generally the difference between the first totals and 
the final results is due to the wrong use made of the Jaghir totals; and 
for this the Jaghirdars alone are responsible. 


14. I shall now proceed to explain, in order, the several me¬ 
thods adopted to obtain the materials for the construction of the Tables 
required by the Census Commissioner for India. First and foremost 
came abstraction, 'which consisted in abstracting the infornuition re¬ 
quired from the schedules on to alips of pai>er supplied to the abstrac¬ 
tors. Next came “sorting’', which conaisfed in arranging the slips in 
convenient groups ho as to readily afford us the inforooatdon reqiiiretl. 
Then came tabulation and compilation, which consisted in arranging and 
cfimpiling this information in the fortns prescribeil by the Census Coni- 
missioner for IniJia. Both the abstraction and the compilation work for 
the w’hole of the Dominions W’ere conducted in my office at Hyderabad, 
and under the supervision of myself and my Assistants. 

15. The one ttovel feature in connection a ith the Census of 1901 
was the substitution of the method of “ .Abstraction by slips for that 
of “ Abstraction by strokes or ticks," which had been in vogue ever 
since the Census eame to he taken in India. The slip-method was for 
the first time iniroiluced in tlie Bavarian Census of 1871 ; ami the cretlit 
of its adoption In India is solely duo to Mr. Rislcy. The tick-method 
^vas condemned by prominent statisticians as “ a clumsy, untrustworthy 
and antiquated method of procedure j” w hereas the sliivmethod is credit¬ 
ed with being a great improvomeut upon it. It guarantees accuracy of 
results and insures economy of time, labour and tnaney. 

of a modified form of the Bavarian 

method of abstraction is a novelty ; and the skid with which the original 


method wfts modiBed so ss to suit the peculiar wants of India, reliects 
the highest credit on the adaptive genius of its learned author, Under 
the Uavariau method, the colour of the slip denoted the sex of the 
person abstracted ; whereas under the modiQed method it was the shape 
of the slip that pointed out the sex. And this change has in no small 
measure contributed towards the expedition with which iuformatiou re* 
latibgto religion, sex and civil condition abstracted from the 

HCheduiea. At ttrst we were asked to set apait two slips for each per¬ 
son abstracted, though subsequently we were given the option of re¬ 
ducing the number to one. But we stuck to the original proposal and 
adopted two slips throughout the process of Abstraction. 


17. A free hand 
having been given to us 
in the selection of the co¬ 
lour and the shape of the 
slips to denote religion, 
sex and civil condition, 1 
chose the brown colour to 
denote Hinduism, the 
gi'cen Islam, the pink 
Christiaiuty, the blue Jai¬ 
nism, and the white other 
religions. And instead of 
cutting the slips int-o 
difierent shapes to denote 
the sex or the ciidl condi- 
tious, I made the mar¬ 
ginally noted diagrams, 
printed on the slips them¬ 
selves, do work for us. 

18- The use of the two slips had advantages all its own- One 
slip was set apart for the abstraction of partictilars relating to Age, 
Caste, Literacy, Knowledge of English and Infirmity (cols, 7, 8, 14, 15, 
and 16 respectively'), and the other for Occupation, Birthplace and 
Language (Ools. 0, 10,11, 12 and 13 respectively). These were termed 
A and B slips respectively. The A ^ps were cut out of coloured papers, 
each colour denoting a |)articular religion \ whereas the B slips, which 
contained no record of religion on them, were all made of brown paper 
with only a diagram printed on them to show the sex of the person 
abstracted. The one great advantage deiived from having two slips 
instead of one, was that one slip acted, as a check on the number of the 
other, thus ensuring the abstraction of the details every ent^* made 
in the schedules.

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10. r wanted utt the schedules to Ije Sii mj* ofHee by the I6th of 
March the latest; but, for reasons which tiecil not l^e detall»l here, it 
was the end of the second week of April Ijoforu I i‘(*ceived them f)‘om 
the Di'wani and the other flntjHns, 

20, The interval thus offer chI was, however, employed in 
organizing a large yet comiicteiU staff of employees. I i>egaii by ap* 
pointing in the last we(4 of March a small batch of men for abstract¬ 
ing, for the City of Hyderabad, iuronnatiou from schedules recorded 
in Urdu. And on the 1st of April, we took iuto service three more 
batches of men to work at schedules received from tlie Telugu, the Ma¬ 
rathi and the Catiarese Districts, The &rst totals enabled us to have a 
rough idea of the Dumber of persons inhabitiug the Onmiiiions; and 
the experience gtiined at the ex])erimeutal abstraction put in our posses- 
siou the knowledge of the amount of work a man could do in a clay of 7 
hours. Armed with these it was easy to arrive at the dcK^ision that the 
employment of 540 Abstractors and 105 Checkers woukl place us m a 
jiositioa to complete the work of Abstraction and Tabula t-ioti in a period 
of three montlis. And actually we were able to finish tJie work of Ab¬ 
straction and Tabulation by the 1st week of July, Tfre rate of work for 
a poster was fixed at 550 slips per tUem for the first and BBO for 
the second fortni^t of the 1 at mouth. During the second month, it 
was raised to 800 for A slips and 700 for B; these w'ere again raised 
to 1,000 and 000 res|jectively for the third month. And whatever might 
have been the case at the outset, ivith a few days' practice the men were 
able to turn out raucli more work than was fixed for them; so ranch so 
that in some cases men heaped up to their daUy credit no less an 
average than that represented by 1,800 A and 1,500 B slips. 
The work of abstraction was subjected to a thorough check by a superior 
class of men, called Checkers, whose rate of work rose from 5,000 in the 
lieglnulug to 10,000 slips jier pair per diern in the final stages of the work. 

21. The abstraction over, we took in band the work of sorting 
and tabulating the results; and in so doing we took the Taluq as our 
unit and not tJie Block as in the case of abstraction. We did so on ac¬ 
count of tlie instruction receiveil upon the subject from tlie Census 
Commissioner for India. Bald the Imperial Commissioner: 

“ It has been oasiimed up to thh point that the village will be tlie unit 
of tabulation ; whether this need be the case appears to depend on the adminis¬ 
trative requirementB of the various local Govermuents. If statiatics by Vj)luges 
ivere required only for Table VI (to which a column for the numW of hutises 
might perbajjabe added), then after that bad been tabulated, the stipa might he 
worked for larger units, sucli as Thana “or Tuhails.” 

The establiahment for tabulation was not so large as that for 
abstraction ; it was only 180 strong and it took 3i months to complete 
the work. ^ 


22, Last, though not least, came the work of compilatiou, 
which consisted in bringing together umlor different heads the results 
so far securedj and marshalling them in forms prescribed by the 
Government of Imlia. In their Resolution in the Home Department 
No. 137, dated 3rd August. IflOfl, that Government prescribed 18 Tables 
based upon both territorial and administrative requirement for purpos¬ 
es, Imperial and Provincial. H'he District is taken as the unit of compi¬ 
lation; but Cities find a place devoted all to themselves in both the 
cases. All the Imperial Tables are bound up in one %"olu«ve entitled the 
Volume Imperial. 

23. It is impossible to state, with any degree of exactness, 
what the total cost of tlie Census of 1901 will be, inaeniiich as the work 
is not yet come to an end. But a rough calculation, based upon the 
charges already incurrod aiul those which will hereafter be needed, 
shows that it will not exceed Rs, 2,40,404 as against Rs 4,21,4ff6 spent 
over the Census of 1891. It must, however, be observed here that 
the latter figure includes Rs. 32,680, the amount spent in 1891 by the 
Jophirdurs and Snuia»thn\iikB themselves on aceoimt of the Census enume¬ 
ration ; and sliould this sum Ije excluded, as it was not spent by the 
tlovernment Agency, the actual exiienditure will be reduced 
to Rs. 3,01,810. The expenditure for 1891 and 1901, which may 
l>e classified under the three main-heads, (A) Enumeration, (B) Ab- 
sfci'actiou, Tab\ilatiou and Compilation, and (C) Supervision, is detailed 

below: —

21. It w*ill thus Ije seer> that the expenditure in connection 
with the Census of 1901, is 1,45,412 Rupees less than what it was in the 
case of 1891 Census. The decrease under the heait of “ Abstraction 
HUil Compilation,*’ is one which invites more than or^naiy attention. 
Tlie Enumeration " charges of 1891, as pointed out in the preceding 
para, do not include in them the sum of Rs. 32,680 spent by Joghirdors 
and otiiers; or the difference under this head would be not Rs. 1,921, 
but Rs. 34,601. 
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2o. It now rematus for us to consider how the oxpendituro in¬ 
curred in connection with the several minor details under each main- 
head compares with that of 18$l. 

ih* u There is a net saving of lis, 1,921 under 

this head. The saving would have been more but for an iiici-ease of 
expenditure under House-Numbering." If tlie District and the Muni¬ 
cipal Establishments cost Rs. G,505 less than what they did in 1891, 
the House-Numbering charges and contingencies increased by Rs. 3,G82. 
showing only a reduction of Rs, 2,880 as shown under suh-ftead I. 
Under ^b-head If, there is a small increase of Rs. 959 on account of 
the enhanced cost of paper and printing. This smaU increase Ls due 
to the mtroduction of a larger variety of forjus, abstracts, etc., tiiis 
time, than was the case in 1801. 

^ Thus the net result of siil>hoads I and IT is a decrease in 
expenditure of Rs. 1,021, compared with the expenditure of 1801.

the cost of the maintenance of the Record establishment. This 'gives 
.1 toW net saving of Rs. 92 ,bS 7 as shown above. The cost of paper for 
abatration ah^, tabulation, working-Begistera ami oompHatiL^beeU 
has also come down from Ea. 38,341 to Ha. 20,000, showing a savinTof 
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Rs. 18,341. This large saving is due to the fact that the printing al the 
slips for ahstraction, the working-sbcets for tabulation and the re^ 
gisters for compilation was done at the Government Central Jail 
Press, wliieh involved no payment on the part of this offitje. Thus 
it is that we find we have saved Ra. 1,10,893 under this bead. 

28. C.—Sitpermfemicnce. The cost of Superlatendcnce for the 
Census of 1001 was only Rs. 71,000 as against Ra. 1,04,592 in 1891, 
showing a saving of Rs. 32,S93. The two minor heads under which 
expenditure was incurred are 

(1) the personal charges of the Superintendent, 

(2) the Establishment and office charges.

The deorcaHC in the personal chaiges of 5U]>erintendence 
\va.s due to tlie shorter period In which the work was brought to an 
end this time; whereas the fitll in the EstHibllshmeiit charges was due 
to the fact that the staff employed was smaller than the one entertained 
in 1801. On the whole the expenditure incurred on the Oensua of 1901 
is Rs. 2,46,404 as against Rs. 3,01,816 expended by Government alone in 
1891 or against Rs. 4,24,496, if we include Rs. 32,680 spent by Japfifr- 
dar8 and Saniasthaniks on Enumeration, lu other words, the expendi¬ 
ture in 1901 is less than 58 per cent of the amount expended in 1891. 
This gives Rs, 22-2-0 as the cost per 1,000 people ceuaused at the pre¬ 
sent census, though the cost was Ra. 33-15-d or 80-13-0 in 1891, accord¬ 
ing as we exclude from, or include in, the total expenditure, the amount 
spent by the Jagkirdars and the Samasthaniks. 

29. In conclusion, it may be pointed out that the aforesaid 
amounts have ail been quoted in Elalli Sicca Rupees; and taking Rs. 100 
(British Currency) as equivalent in value to H, 8, Bs. 125 (for this was 
• the rate of exchange that ruled in the market during the period 
in which the expenditure was inourr 0 <l), the total expenditure cornea, 
in British Currency, to Rs, 1,97,123-2-3 as against Rs. 3,13,452-12-9 
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in 189L. This means tliat Ibe cost for oenausing a jxjpulatioti of l.OOO 
iwraoiis was Rs. 17-J1-2 in 1901 and Ks, 27-2-8 in 1891; ami if vri* 
leave out of account the cost of the sup&i'mtendenoe and the print¬ 
ing of tlie reiKjrt, the cost of enumeration, abstraction and compilation 
alone comes to H, S. tts. H-12-1 or Us. 11-12-10 (British Currency;.

CHAPTER I. 

The DiSTUiBUTiorr of Population. 


SfctioK A.—Arcfrt. 

This Chaptei' is leased upon the materials (urnished by the 
Imperial Tables I, III, IV and V, pi'hited in the Second Volume of 
this Report. They show the distribution by sex and religion o je 
urban and the rui'al population of the State, 

■2. At the outset, we ahull disGuss the figures of tiie Imperial 
Table I. whicli tells us what the area of tlie territories la, w at 
number of towns, %dUages and occupi®! houses the State contains, an 
how many men and women inliablt the Dominions. 

3. The area of the Dominions, comprising, as it does, the

11. Tlie number of the “ OccnpitHl Houses’* in the Dominions 

as distinguished from the unoccupied ones, which are not shown In 
Table I, is 2,283,447. The Btatement No. IV detailu the districts in tlie 
order of the m>ud>er of iioums they contiun, and tiie percentage the 
houses in each distrier bear to the total mimUer returned. It wOJ be 
seen from this that Kigindal heads the Uab of districts with its 8*87 per 
wnt of tlie total number of fiotises, clnsely followed by Waratigal 
and Bid.ar with their percentages of 7'y3 and 7'1-1, respectively. 
Giilbargah with its per cent (Occupies a position betvreen the 

first and the last. Aiirangaljud, Slahbubiiagar, Lhigsugnr, Indur, 
Parbhani, Nulgonda, Oosmanabad, Birh, Nander, Hyderabad City, 
Raichur, Ati ai-i-Balda aud MedaJc bear the percentages of 0*45, 6'36, 
0*10, 5*92, 5*01, 5*.i7, 4*90, 4*9.i, 4*75,4*47, I'iO, 5*94 and 3*44, resjjectively. 
And Sirpur-Tandur occupies the la.st place with its 2*17 per cent of the 
number of houses. 

12. Statement No. V show's the number of occupied houses per 
square mile as well as the average numlDer of persons iJer house in eacli 
district. In these Domiiiiotis, the average n Limber of occupied, houses 
per square mile is 27 7, and t) Kit of [lersoms per house 1'9, The Hyder¬ 
abad City left out of account, tiiese avei*ages stand at 2tj'4 and 4*9 
respectively. From the stand point of the iiumlioi* of occupied house.s

Nizamis Dominions is 11,141,143; of which 5,673,629 or 50'02 jjer cent 
are males and 5,467,513 or 49*08 per cent females. Ttie males are in 
excess of the females by 1*84 per cent. 

13- Comparison of the District letth tJie Provincial popwlatton.— 
Statement No, VII shows the districts arranged in the order of the 
density of the population as also the proportion, whicli the ijopuktion 
of each district bears to the Provincial total. HUgandal witli its 9*39 per 
t^eui of the entire ixipulalton leads the van, Sirpur-Tandiir with its 2*45 
per cent brings up the rear, and Gulbargah with its 0*67 per cent occupies 
a position w*hifh is uiidway lietweeu the two. Of tb© remaining Districts 
Warangal and Bidar, with their 8 55 and O'SS per cent respsctively, take 
up a position which is ahoL'e the mean; Aurangabad, Mahbubnagar 
Nalgonda, Lingsugur, Parbhaui, Jndur, Oosmanabad, Haichur, Nander, 
Birh, Atnvfd“BaMa and Medak with their 0*43, 6*33, 6'28, 6*07, 5*i9, 5*69, 
4’80, 4-57, 4*52, 4' 1*2, 3*78, 3*29 per cent respectively, occupying a irasitioii 
which is helonr it. 

16. Densily of population per square mile.—Statement No. Till 
while giving the average number of persons per house, show's the density 
of the populiition per square mile, botii for the Districts individually 
and for the State as a whole. The Statement also tells us that the den¬ 
sity of the jjopulation per square mile for the whole State is 129*34 or 
131-72, according as vv© take into, or leave out of our calculation the 
population of the City of Hyderabad. The average number of persons 
per house for the State, both inclusive and exclusive of the iiopulation of 
the City, is 4'9. 

17. Taking the density per square mile for individual Districts, 
we find tl\at Bidar with its 183-81 i>er cent, occupies the place of honour 
and Sirpur-Tanclup with its 54*25 por cent, takes the last place on the list. 
ThedMIereuce between the figures of the first and the lost District, 129*56, 
exceeds even the Provincial density. Of the remaining 15 Districts, nine 
support a figure which falls above, and six below the average nural>ei* 
for the Dominions. The former include Medak (182*90), Gulbargah 
(181*51), Nalgonda (168*90), Nander (150 39), Elgandal (143*77), Raichur 
(141*29), Lingsiigur (138*51),Oosmanabad (133*42) and Indur (131*60); and 
the latter. Parbhani (120*84), A fcraf-i-Balda (124*72), Aurangubad (11G*88). 
Birh (110*37), Mahbubnagar (107'87) and WarangaJ (97'92). 'Che City of 
Hyderabad has a donsity of 17,243*69 persons per square milo and sup- 
ports an average of 4*4 persons per house. 

la, Tim Subaidiary Table I fully corroborates the remarks made 
above. Reviewed by Natural Didsions, it will be seen that the Eastern 
and Uie Southern Divisions showed a steady progress in the matter of tlie 


densitj'" of tlie impiilatioo. In tbe Eastern Diviaion, wliicU staiiils first 
in this respect, the density was 105'1 in. 1381, 127*1 in ISfll anil 133*it in 
1901, shewiiiij a net increasoof 23*7. The Sou them Division came next 
witli a net increase of 13‘7, the deusity havini; risen from IS'rO iu 1881 to 
14{>'9 in 1301 and io 148-7 in ISJOL In 1881 the density in the Northern 
Division was 125*0 ; and this increased to 13-V8 in 1801. During the last 
decade, it again came down to 133*1; though during the last twenty years, 
the net result wiia an increase of 6'.i. During the last twenty years, 
the density in the N'orth-West^'i'ii Division fell from 138*3 to 126*1, 
showing a decrease of ]2'7. And during the decade commencing from 
1881, the density of this Division rose to 17*6; though there was a fall, 
subsequently due to the effect of the last famine, Analysed by 
Districts, it will be seen that all the Districts in the Eastern Division ex¬ 
cept EtfjaHdai, allowed a decided tendency to increase in density, Xal- 
gonda increasing by 40*1, Atraf-i-Baida by 18*8 and Waranged by 23*8. In 
Elgandal also, the density increased from 125*6 in 1831 to 151*0 in 1801 ; 
it, however, fell in I'.^Ol to 143*3, Of the Districts of the N'orthern Divi¬ 
sion, Inliir, Jlalibiibaagar and Qirpur-Tandur eshibited a steady in* 
crease; Indur rising from 120*4 to 131*0, Mahbubuagar 81*2 to 107*11 and 
Sirpiir-Tandm* 42'7 to 54*2. On the centj ary, the density of Bidar and 

Mcdafc shoived a decrease, the former dropping from 187*1 to 183*8 and 
the latter from 103*3 to 182*9. All the Districts comprising the North- 
Western Division also showed a fall; Namier falling from 154*2 to 150*4, 
Parblmni from 158*0 to 126*8, Aurangabad from 1 L8*5 to 116*9 and Birh 
from 124*4 to 110*3. Famine, it goes without saying, is responsible for 
this state oE things. It should, however, be noted here that in 1891 the 
density in the aforesaid four Districts stood bo high as 1S9*2,158*3, 131*2 
and 144*1 respectively. During the last tw'o decades, there was an 
increase in density in all the Districts of the Southern Division, except 
Oosmanabad ; Oulbargah increasing from 153*0 to 181*6 and Liugsugur 
from 103*0 to 133*3. But Kalcliur remained stationary, while Oosmanabad 
fell from 130*8 to 133*4, though in 1891 the figure was 161*9. In the 
City of Hyderabad, the density increased steadily from 14,131*4 in 1881 to 
15,9 C3*6 in 1891 and to 17,248*7 in 1901. 

19, Comprtrtaou of the po put at ion retumed in WOl with that 
returned in 1S9J ,—In Stat^ement No, IN, a comparison is made of the 
population of the Dominion a as ascertained at the last Census with 
that as counted in 189!. A reference to it reveals the fact that the 
population has decreased by 395,893 (11,537,049 —11,141,142) or 3*43 per 
cent. 


Analysing the flgtiros for each District, we find that the iief 
result is a decrease in the population of 395,898 souls or 3*43 per cent. 
Tlio Districts of Atraf-i-Baida (including the City of Hyderabad), 
Nalgonda, Warangal, Medak, Mahbubuagar, Sirpur-Tandur, Gulbargab 
and Lingsugur showed an increase of 64,343, 75,162, 99,517, 1,987 
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31,076, 41,0(11, 93,487 and 5.7,700 persons respectively, yielilmg a total 
tiicrcHse of 462,434 or 4’I pei* cent; while the remamiiig Districts 
exhibited a decrease of SG3,782 souls or 7*5 l»r cent, the detaUs of the 
decrease being as follow :—

20. The significatioa which we Avero asked to put upcTa the 
Words, **town'’ and “ villnge ", ts best understood by a rofereiico to 
Article 29, Chapter I of the " Imperial Code of Census I’roeedure for 
1901." According to the Code

" (1) Every Municipality of whatever sizci 

'* (2) All CivQ Hues not included withiu Municipal ILmits, 

" (3) Every Cantonment, 

" i*!) Every other continuous collection of bouses permanently 
inhabited by not less than 5,000 persens which the Provincial Suiierin- 
tendents may decide to treat as a town for Census purjioscs,—all these 
are towns. And "where the terra village has been defined hv law, 
where the boundaries of village have been determined by survey,” 
there, says the Code, **tlie statutory dollnitron should be adopte*! 
or the survey village should be recoguhsed as the Census unit. Here 
then the task was easy enough, for villages were already found tiefined 
and demarcated for adnimistrative purposes. And even for Census 
purposes, all the existing revenue villages save those classified as tow^ns, 
were dealt with as such, just as was the case in other places. 

21. In the of the definitions given above, we find tljab 
we have in all 20,011 vilLvges and 73 towns. A list of these bv 
Districts is given in Statement No. X, printed with other statments at 
the end of this section; and a reference to this statement \vill show that

22. We find that in a District we have on an average 1,177 
villages and 4 towns. The largest number of villages, 1,825, is 
found in the Aurangabad District and the smallest, G31, in the Medak 
District. Next to Aurangabad ranks Elgandal with its 1,510 villages, 
followed by Parbhani, Warangal, Bidar and Mahbubuagar, with thoir 
1,495 1,488, 1,457 and 1,353 tillages, respectively. The only other Dis¬ 
trict, which contains 1,267 villages, a nmnber larger than the Proxducial 
average,is Lingsugiir, As for the remaining Districts they stand in t!m 
following order:— 

Nander (1*170), Indur (1,152), Qulbargah (1,102), Birh ( 1 , 000 ) 
Sirpur-Tandnr (083), Nalgonda (972), Raichur (893). Oosmanabad 
(860), Atraf-i-Balda (847) and Medak (631), 
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The largest number of towns found in any one District 
is 7; and this niimher is seen in the Districts of Elgandal, Indur, 
Bidar, Parbhaui and Gulbargalu The smallest number, which is 1, is 
found in the Districts of Sirpur-Tandur and Atraf-i-Balda. The Districts 
of Oosmunabad, Raichur and Lingsugur contain 6 tow*ns each; Auranga* 
bad contains 5 towns; Birh aud.Xander 4 each; Waran^l and Medak 
3 each; and Nalgotida and Mahbubnagar 2 each. 

23. Comi^red with the figures of 1^91, we find that there 
is no numerical change in the aiiniljer of towoi in the Districts 
of Atraf-i'Bidda, Mahbubnagar, Bidar, Sirpur-Tandur, Aurangabad and 
Haichur. All the remaining Districts underwent a ahange in the 
number of their viUages. . And if the five Districts of Elgandal, Birb, 
Nander, Pai’bhani and Oosmanabad lost one each, the other five 
Districts of Nalgonda, Warangal, Medak, Indiir and Lingsugiir gained 
one each. The District of Gallmrgah has two more towns to its credit 
in 1901 than what it had in 1891. 

24- These changes are due to the fact that certain places 
classified as “ towns" in 1891, were treated as " vfilages” in 1901, in con- 
quence of a fall in their population; while certain other places, classifi^ 
as “ villages, ” were treated as “ towns," because of a rise in their 
population. For instance, K bandar (7,709) in Nander, Chitapur (0,435) in 
Gulbargah, Paildappalli (5,995) in Elgandal, Wasi (5,370) in Oosmanabad, 
Walnr (5,236) in Parbhatii, Akeli (5,133) in Bidar, Matwada (5,112) in 
Warangaiand Jabpalli (5,002) in Raichur treated as “ towns " in 1891, 
lost their urban chai-acter in 1901, owing to a fad in their population. 
Similarly, Taudur, Seram and Shahabad in Gulbargah, Hassaiiparthi and. 
Yellandlapad in Warangal, Kallur tn Raichur, AlUkher in Bidar, Bhongir 
in Nalgonda, Sindhnur in Lingsugui', Balkoiida in Indur and Lingam- 
pett in Medak, whose population was less than 5,000 In lt91, earned 
for themselves the designation of " towns " in 1901. The net increase of 
two towns to the credit of the Gulbargah District was brougiit about 
by the elimination of one town, which lost its rural character in 1801 by 
a fall in its | 3 opulation, and the addition of three villages which entitled 
themselves to the appellation of “towns’* owing to a rise in tbcir 

(lopulatlon. 

25, As regards villages, Mahbubnagar alone retains the number 
it had m*/89l; all other Districts having undergone a change in this 
respect. Warangal, having lost 29 villages since 1891, heads the list 
of losses, follow vd immediately by Elgandal and Raichur, which were 
the poorer in 1901 by 27 and 20 villages, respectively. And if the 
Districts of Birh, Parbhani, Aurangabad, Lvngsugur, AtraU-Balda, 
Gulbargah and Medak have lost some villages, while those of Indur, 
9iri>ur-Tandup, Bidar, Nalgonda, Oosmanabad and Nander have gained 

some*

26. Taken by Natural Divisions, the Eastern, the Northern, the 
North-Western and the Southern Divisions contained 13, 20, 20 and 23 
towns, and 4,823, 5.576, 5,400 and 4,122 villages, respectively in 1901, as 
against 12, l8, 23and 23 towns, and 4,870, 5,480, 5,510 and 4,151 villages 
respectively, in 1891. The net result was an increase of one tou n in 
the Eastern, two towns in the Northern and two in the Southern 
Divisions, and a gain of 90 villages in the Northern and a loss of three 
towns and 20 villages in the North-Western Divisions, to say nothing of 
the loss of 47 villages in the E;istern and 29 in the Southern Divisions. 

27. We shall now consider what proportion of ** towns" 

and " villages " in each District, falls under each of the nine groups 
indicated in Imperial Table III- The first of fche-se groups deals with a 
population whose number is below 500, and the last with that whose 
number exceeds 100,000, the intermediate ones covering the periods, 
500-1,000, 1,000-2000, 2,000-5,000, 5000-10,000, 10,000-20,000, 20,000- 

50,000, and 50,0n0-100,000. An idea of these proportions may be had from 
Statement No. XI, in which the proportionate distribtttiouof 100 villages 
over the several groups is exhibited. Buppnsing the total number of 
villages in the State to be 100, we find that 99*01 of them are village 
with a population ranging from 1 to 4,939, leaving only "39 per cent of the 
number to represent “towns** with a population exceeding 5,000 souls. 
At the last Census nlwid the same proportions were observed, with 
this difference that towns were found to be 1 per cent Jess and villages 
1 per cent more than w-hat they were in 1891. Again, with regard to 
villages, 66*16 per cent are those whose population is less than 500, and 
21'62 per cent those having a population ranging from 500 to 099. In the 
“ 1,000-2,000” group there are 0*27, and in the 2,000—5,000 group only 
2*56, Of *39, which represents the proportioa of towns, *29 come under 
the group 5,000—10,000, *07 under the third group 20,300—30,000 and 
the remaining *01 under the last group of 100,000 and over. None, it 
should be noted, fall in the last group but one, whose population ranges 
between 60,000 and 100,000. The Districts of Aurangabad, Gulbargah 
and Raichur alone contain four towns which come under the third 
group, 20,000—50,000. 

28. The largest proportion of villages in the first two groups, 
and the third and the fourth groiips,is found in the Sirpur-Tandur, the 
Elgandal and the Nalgonda Districts, which contain 85*47 and 31*19 per 
cent, and 16*84 per cent and 4*72 per cent of the total number of villages, 
respectively. As for “ towns,” the Districts of Oosmanabad, Birh and 
Aurangabad show the high jiercentages of *G9, '20 and *11 under the 
first, the second and the third groups respectively. The City of Hy¬ 
derabad, situated in the .4frnf-i-Bahfn District, is the only “Town *’ in 
the Dominions, whose population exceeds the limit of 190,000 persons; 
and this one town represents only *01 per cent of the total number of 
villages and towns in the State. Taken by Divisions, the North-Western 
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Division shows the higiiest percentage, 76*64^ of villages under group I; 
the Eastern Division with its percentagjos of anti 1^'24 does the 

same under the second and the tliird groups, respectively. The largest 
proportion under the ioui-th group, 3*4" per cent, is found in the 
Southern Division. The Southern, the Northern and the North-eatern 

Divisions contain, in order, the largest proportions of to^v ns under the 

first, the second and the third groups. And the Eastern Division has 
the largest number under the last group. 


2fi, Having thus reviewed the proportions which the number of 
villages and toivns fiilUng under each group, bears to the total number 
first in each District, ttext in each Division and latrtii/in the State as a 
whole, we shall now endeavour to show the proportions which the 
population coming under each of these groups Ijears to the total popula¬ 
tion of the each of tlie aforesaid tiiree areas. Given that the total popi a- 
tiori is 100, its distribution under the different groups will be as is 
oshibited in Statement No. XII. A reference to this wU show that 
89-87 per cent inhalnt villages, coming under groups!, 2, 3 and 4; the 
reiaaiuiiig 10d3 per cent resiiling in “towns/’ Tiiese fig^es, w en 
compared with the 90 (1 per cent for villages and 9*4 per cent for towns 
of the Census of 1891, show an increase of 1*9 per cent m the urban, 
and a decrease of '19 per cent in the rural ^lopulation. 


Of the 89-87 per cent of persons living in villages, 27*59 per Cent 
liTO in thoan wIioBe poiniiation is beiow 5U0; 'iC-SO |.8r cent In those whose 
iiopulation is between 500 and lOfiO ; 22'73 per cent in those whose popu¬ 
lation ranges between 1000 and 2000; and 12-70 per cent in lliose whose 
.Kipniatiou is above 2000. bnt below 5000. Koiighly speaking, a fourtt of 
tl.e population may be said to inhabit villages failing under the first 
three groups, and only an eiglit imrt of it in those coming innlor the 

fourth. 

30. The proportion of the population inlvabiting the “ towns 
is. as above stated, 10-13 per cent; and this works out to a figure which 
represents about one-tenth of the entire population. Of this, the 
share of 4*03 per cent or nearly oiie-tweuty fifth goes to the credit of 
towns coming under the hist group, in whicli is included the Hydera¬ 
bad City whose population ia 448,4fi6. The nej^t largest, per cent 
or roughly one-thirtioth. forms the strength of towns which come 
under the'first group The remaiuder, nearly one-fortieth of the urban 
population, falls under the second and the third groups, with 1*57 and 
•98 per cent respectively, to their credit. 


31 Turning to the riii-al population by Districts, we find that 
airmir-Tamlnr. wiOi its 6I U per eent, heede the list of vUlages under 
the first group; while the Dietriets of Elgandol end Watangel. with 

their 32-90 and 33-99 percents roapectively, occupy the front rank among 

viilagea under tim eeeond and the third groups. Among the v-iUago., 


comijig under the fourth group, Gullsirgaii with its 1&-39 per cent, claims 
the place of honour. The brings up the rear in the case 

of villages fuliing under the first three groups ^ t:}irpar Tandur doing the 
same in the case of those coming under the fourth group. With regard 
to the urban populatiorif the Districts of Oosmunabad, Birh and Aurang¬ 
abad with their 8*74, 6*15 and 7*91 i>er cents res|)ectiveiy, occupy the 
foremost places among “ towns” coming under the first three groups * 
while enjoys the unique honour of posasessing a town 

coming under the last group with a population exceeding 1011,000, 

32, Taken by Divisions, wo see that all the four Dhislons 
claim the first place, each in one of tlie four classes into which the vil¬ 
lages are grouped. The Elastern Division stands first in the third group, 
the Northern in the second, the North-Western in the first, and the 
Southern in the fourth. The case is the same with towns or urban areas : 
the Southern Division occupies the place of lionour in the first group j the 
North-Western does the same in the second and the third j and the 
Eastern beads the list in the fourth. 

33. Having thus far reviewed the proportion which the num¬ 
ber of towns and villages in each class bears to the total number of 
towns an<] villages, as also the ratio which the population of each bears 
to the total jxjpulation, W'e shall next proceed to notice what the density 
of the population of a village is, /irst in each District and ite.vl in the whole 
State. Statement No. Xllf exhibits the a verage population x>er village (1) 
for each District, (2) for each Division and (3) for the Province as a whole. 
Tiie rural population of 10,014,194 is seen distributed over 20,011 vil¬ 
lages, giving 500 persons as the average for a village; but the density 
for towns and \illages taken together is 555. So far as the av'erages 
for Divisions go, we find that the Eastern Division tops the list with an 
average of 626 per village as against 582 in 1891. The Southern Divi¬ 
sion, with an average of 545 |>ersons per village as against 566 in 1891, 
comes next, followed by the Northern Division w'hich has an average of 
465 per vDlage as against 479 in 189L The North-Western Division, 
with an average of 390 per village as against 497 in 1891, comes at the 
bottom of the list, 

34, As for Districts taken individually, Nalgonda with a 
village density of 708 stands first, and Sirpiir-Tandur with 271, 
stands last. The density exceeds the Prov'incial average in the case of 
the eight of the remaining Districts, Elgandal (650), Warangal (621), 
Gulbargab (611), Oosmanabad (.568), Medak (549), Mahbubnagar (507),* 
Raichur(505) and Indur (504). In Lingsugur, the density just comes up 
to the Provincial average (500); while In Atraf-i^BaUta it is less than 
that by three. In Bidar (489), Birh (449), Nander (401), Parbhani 
(392) and Aurangabad (350), the density is below the average for the 
Dominions. 
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35. The average density for a village discuased, we shall nou* 
endeavonr to show what the average density is for eoph ffroup of %ilia- 
ges. These groups, seiiarately reviewed, usher the fact to our notice that, 
so far as density goes, the last group stauds hrst and the first last. The 
iiighesfc Provincial density utuler the village groups, 2764, is seen in 
group IV. Group Ill with its 1,358, comes next, followed by group 11 
with its 687. Group I stands last with 231. 'I'he same order obtains even 
among the nivisioiis. The highest Divisional mean under groups I and 
IV, (262 and 2857), is seen iu the Southern Division; and that under- 
groups II and m, (715 and 136S), is found in the Eastern Division. 


36. Taking Districts one by one and considering each Class 
separately, we dnd that the highest average under class I is seen m 
the OulbWah District, whose density is 2S3, and that the lowest m 
observable in Sii-pur-Tandur, where the average population of the village 
is 16G The density of Elgaiidal, Xalgonda, Medak. Bidar, Birh, Nander, 
Oosminabad, Raichur and Lingsugur, exceeds the Provincial mean; whde 
that of AfroH-Bahio, TTarangal, Indur, Aurangabad and Parbham falls 
below it. The density of Alahbubnagar is just as much as the Proi^cial 
average, which is 231 under group I, Warangal heads the list 
average village density of 713 ; and Sirpur Tandur. where it is only u09, 
comes last. The density of .4traf-t-BnWn, Elgsndal, Nalgmida, Indiir and 
Bidar exceeds 6S7, the Provincial average; while that of Aurangabad, 
Birh, Hander, Parbhani, Gulbargah, Oosmanadad, Raichur and Lin^u- 
<riir faUs below it. The average strength of the population per village 
in the Districts of Medak and Mahbubnagar, 688 and 701, approximat^ 
the Provincial mean. The Provincial average under group Ul is 1,358. 

^ The highest village density, 1,407, is found in the Atraf-i-Balda ; and the 
lowest in Raichur, where it is only 1,313. The average number of per^ 
sons per village iu the Districts of Elgaudal, Mahbubaagar, Aurangaljiid. 
Birh and Parbhaju exceeds the Provincial mean, the reverse being the 
case in the Districts of Indur. Bidar, Sirpur Taudur, Hander and Oosr^n- 
abad. The density of the districts o£ Nalgonda, Warangal, Medak, G 
bargah and Lingsugur approaches the Provincial average. Under ^oup 
IV the Provincial village density is 2,764. This is exceeded m the districts 
of Atraf-i-BaUa, Nalgonda, Birh, Parbhani, Oosmanabad, Ra>chur, 
Lincsu'mr and Medak, the last containing the highest average of .i,98o. 
In the Districts of Elgandal, Warangal, Ifidur, Mahbubnagar, Nander and 
riirpur-Tandur, the density falls below the Provincial mean, llm lowest, 
2,309, being in Sirpur-Tandur. The density of Bidar, Aurangabad and 
Gulbargah approaches the average for the Dominioiis, 


37 , The total urban population of 1,120,948 persons is ^tri- 
buted over 78 towns. This gives an average of 14,448 souls or 
cent per town. This is the case only when the iiojjulation of the City 
of evderabad is taken into account; otherwise the average density for 
a town will lie oiUy 8811-45. Compared with the density of 1891, which 
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ia 14,257 includitig the figures for the City of Hyderabad and 8,913 
occluding it, the present deitsity is in excess of the past by 191 or less 
than that by 101, acconling as the figures for the City of Hyderabad are 
either taken into or left out of account. Talcing the individual Districts, 
we find that next to the ,4fraf*f'-Boh£n. District, which contains the 
Hyderabad Oity, comes the Aurangabad District, the density ol whose 
population is 16,471. It is followed by the districts of liirh <10,821-50), 
Gulbargah (9,889), Mahbubnagar (9,803), Raichur {9,68.r50) and Waran- 
•ds (9,414), whose density exceeds the average density for the Dominions. 

The density of the foUowing Districts falls below tlie Provincial 
standard:— 

Nander (8593-75), Parbhani (8521*14), Oosmanabad (7790‘50), Indur 
(7686*57), Bidar (7655), Elgandal (7053*14), Liagsugur (6972-50), Medak

Considered by Divisions, the Eastern Division in which the, 
Atraf4-BaUla District is situated, heads the list with an average den¬ 
sity of 4l,36i*3t per town. The North-Western Division comes next 
with 10,983*20 per town, followed by the Southern Division with 8,636*56. 
The Northern Division comes last with an average density of 7,679'75 
per town. 

38. We shall now see what proportion of the entire urban popu¬ 
lation is contributed by each District and what proportion the urban 
population of each District bears to its total population. Statement No. 
XIV exhibits these proportions. It irill be seen from, this that the 
Atraf-i‘balda District, with the Oity of Hyderabad in its tiosom 
naturally heads the list with a contribution of 39*8 [ler cent, followed by 
the districts of Aurangabad, Gulbargah, ParbhaEii. Raichur, Indur and 
Bidar with their 7*3, 6'1, 6*3, 5*], 4'8 and 4'S per cetits, respectively. 

Ail these, save Indur, are either Cantonments or Oities as claash 
fied for Census purposes, or both. 

As for the remaining Districts, they stand in the following

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39, Even with regard to the proportion, which the urban 
population of each District bears to its total population, it ia interes¬ 
ting to note that several of our Districts follow the very order in which 
we find them ranged with regard to the proportion borne by their urban 
population to the population of the whole Dominions, The Atmf-i-Bnido 
District has the largest proportion of the urban propulation (51*6 per 
cent); the dLstricts of Aurangabad, Raichur, Gulbargah and Parbham 
coming next with U‘4,11'4, 0*3 and 9*3 per cent, respectively. These are 
followed by the Districts of Birh, Ooamanabad, Indur, Bidar, Nander and 
Lingsugur, where 8*8, 8*7, 8*5, 6*9, 6*8 and 6*3 per cent of the pop^tion 
respectively, are urban.

All but Yellandlapad, Kalyant, Jagtial, Lathur, Gadwal and Aland 
are either Mmucipahties, or Municipalities and Cantonments; while 
Hlugoli and Ambajogai are both Cantonments and Municipaiities. 

In spite of the havoc played by the kte famine in the District 
o arbhani, Hingoli has gained in population, a circumstance worthy of 
some noe®. Birh, Namier, Indur, Sarayenpett, Bidar, Kadrabad, Oosman. 
aMd (Dliarasra) and Hanamkondah arc Munidpal towns, being the Head 
Quarters of Districts and centres of commerce and trade. AH these 
except Birh, Kadrabad and Hanamkondah, have shown an increase in 
popnlation. the largest increase, 1,389, being in Indur. The largest laU 
>n numbers is seen in Birh, which Is doubtless due to the ravaging work of 
the last famine. The remaining six towns are neither Municipalities 
nor Cantonments. Of these, one Teliandlspad which is just rising into 
importance, because of its Coal Mines, which provide emplovinent to 
hundreds of men. Gadwal, the head-quarters of a Hindu Samme 
tbanam, shows a decrease in population of 4,477 souls. The nonn- 
lation of Kdyani has gone down by 1,835 , while that of Ja^tiai, lithu r 

and Aland has gone up by 1,643, 1,416 and 592, respectively 
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There are 57 towns in the first class in which the strength of 
the population ranges between 6,000 and 10,000.

The .Vfowment of the PopiiTatiort. 

In this Cliapter we propose to discuss the statistics relating to 
tlw? movement of the population, that is, the increase or the decrea^fc 
that has taken place in the population, since the Census of 1S91. 

2. in 1901, the population was 11,141,143 as against U,337,0i0 
in I SOI and 9,S45,ri04 in 1381. It was made up of 30-92 per cent of 
luules and 43^08 i>ei- cent of females, the former being in excess of the 
latter bjr 1*34 per cent. In liOl, the projwrtion of males to females 

Its 50-9 to 49'I, or, in other words, the males exceeded the females in 
iiiimltef by 1*8 per cent. In 1881 also, the male population exceeded the 
female poiriiLilion by I 62, as the proportion of males to females W'as as 
3iV81 to 49*19. Thus it is plain that, at the last three Censuses, the pro¬ 
portions ix'tween males and femiiles were almost identicaL 

3. Subsidiary Table I shows what the ** percentage of varia¬ 
tion.” was (t> in each district and (2) in the State as a whole, since the 
deceimium beginning with **1881,” And comparing this with Imperial 
Table II, which shows the actual variation, we find that, in spite of the 
fact that the population of the whole State has decreased, that of the 
iimlermentioried districts, which are arranged in the descending order 
of their percentage—magnitude, has increased during the last ten years; 
and the increase is to the extent noted below.

From the statement given above, it w'iJl be seen that the 
not iiicreaso is more than covered by tlie increase in the district bom 
jjopulatiaa of all the districts, except Mahbiibnagar, Birpnr-Tandur and 
Gulbargah, where each shows a further increase of nearly 5,000 peraons.

As already observed, e 
smallness of tlie number of females from Afghanistan cannot fail to

These ijicht.le iiLl tl^e 
diatricts of the State, notably Wamngai, whence 108,008 |>ersofis came 
m 1901 as agalcat 8,390 in 189! ; Xalgoada, whence 18,920 canie in i9i)l 
as against not a single sotil;m 1891; Indur, whence 7,59!) came in l&i>I 
as against 4,238 i„ i801. The slight increase in the districts of ludur, 
Mahbubnagar, Sirpur-Tandur and Oosnmnabail ealls fur no remarks 
As regards decrease, the largest, which is o7 per cent, is, as stated 
already, found in the Aurangabad Disl rkt.

The largest portion of 
tlie latter was from the Atrnf-t-J3nIda District, which contributed 5,734

Statement No. I shows that though, on the whole, the number 
or mternal mimigrauts increased from 693,712 to 7W.388; yet it decreased 
considcrahly in the Districts of ,11 rof-i-Bn Ida, Medak, Kdsr Birh, San¬ 
der, Parbhani, Gulbargah, Oosmanabud and Lingaugur.

The case with 
the immigrants from oilier larts of India was also the same. In 1891, 
these immigrants numbered 373,383 as against 312,314 in 1901, showine 
a fall of 81,069.

27. So ranch for immigration; and now to come to emigration. 
We find, fiom information received from the tlifferent Census centres, 
that 290,291 persons, con si sting of 1^0,242 males and IGO.'MO females, 
emigrated from His Highness the N'izam's Doraioious, as against 312,314, 
consisting of 157349 males and 154,465 females, who Immigrated into 
tliein. This means tliat in a population of 10,001) persons, the propor¬ 
tion of emigrants to imrnigrants is as 265*9 to 2S0*3, The net result, 
iherefore, is a gain of 16,023 persons or J4'4 |X!f cent, for every 10,000 
persons enumerated. There were, as already pointed out, 157,849 nmie 
and 151,465 female immigrants, or 50'5 and 49 5 per cent., rospeetiveJy, 
As for emigrants, they numbereil 136,242 males (45"9 per cent) anil 
160.049 females (54*1 per cent), the females exceeding the males by 8*2

Statement No. Ill shows the details of immigration and emigra¬ 
tion by Provinces and S bites, and Subsidiary Table III gives the pro¬ 
portion of emigi'ation \n a population of 10,000 porsons. Other Oengits 
eontres not having furnished us with particulars of emigiation by Dis- 
trict.s, I am only in position to state that 296,291 persons, or '266 out of 
every 1(>,000 i>eople emigrated from the State. 

28. Subsidiary Table III tells us tliat out of every 10,000 per¬ 
sons, 641*6 emigrated from the districts in which they were Ixirn; while 
Subsidiary Table li tells us that, on an average, 639‘9 iiersons immi¬ 
grated into each district of the State. From this it is plain that, on an 
a%'erage, the interna] emigration numerically exceeded the internal imnii. 
gration by 1*7 per cent, 

29. Reviewed by districts, we find that the percentage propor¬ 
tion of emigrants to the population born, in the District is highest hi 
tlie Hyderabad City and the dtra/'-i-Bnlilo District with their 13*8 and 
18'4 iJer cent, respectively. These are followed by the Districts of War- 
aiigaJ, Medak and Birh with their 12*y, 9*9 and 9*4 per cent, respetively. 
The smallest percentage of *09 is noticeable in the Sippur-Tandiir 
District. And what is significant hi this connection is that, in the Dis¬ 
tricts of Nalgonda, Warangah Medak, Itidur, Bidar and Birh, the per¬ 
centage of emigrants exceeds that of immigrants. 

39. A comparative study of the figures rehiting to the district- 
born population censused in 1901 and 1S9I, as also a study of the 
statistics relating to immigration and emigration bring to prominence

the District of Parbhani, in spite of the fact that it con¬ 
tinues to maintain its old strength of its ilistric^boin 
iwpulation.

Districts of Atraf^Balda, Nalgonda, Waraiig-ai, Medak,

These facts, in thdr turn, draw our attention to tlie folio win *»- 
IKiints; — 


(1) Tliat the decrease of 5*39 per cent, in the population of 
the Elgandal District is stnaU; that that smallness is 
entirely due to the fact of the number of births being 
less than that of deaths; and tliat the great influx of 
persons into the District tended to reduce the other¬ 
wise abnormal decrease of 11*5 per cent. 


(2) Tlnit almost a moiety of the increase in the Hyderabad 

City and the Lingsugur District, and the whole of the 
increase in the Districts of *4trof-i-Dait/a and Medak, 

are due to -gain by birth,” the fall in the number of 
their immigrants notwitlistanding. 

(3) The increase in the Birpiir-Tandur District is solely due 

to the gr<iwth in internal immigration. 


31. The decrewe in iropnlatiou in the nine dtotrlots named in 
paragniph 8 amounted to 869,782 peranns, or 12-9 per cent, of the 

popuJation of 1891 It was due to faraiiieand scarcity, which, durins the 
laat decade, vMited these Dominions more than oaoo. Since the Census 
of 18!.l. we have hardly had more than twofavourabte ae,so,«, a circum- 
stance. which affected the popuiation of these district, more than it 
affected the ixipulatjou of any others. “ 


32, An insight into the state of the seasons c.ia 03 easily 
had bv an examination of the atatiatics relating to the rainfaU and the Land 
Revenue remission. In a normal year, the average rainfall for the 
Dominions is 34 inches; the average for the last six years of the 
perioi under reference being 31-24, 22-22, 38 8^, 31-02, 15'4Lt and 30-40 
mches resi>ectively. The average rainfall for 1800, the year prece<ll.ig 
the famine year of 1900, was only 15-49 inches; and though tins defi¬ 
ciency in the ramlall extended, more or le.ss, to every District in the 
State' yet it was strikingly large in all the districts, which form the Mara- 
thi portion <>( tho Territory, 

33 In a nannal year, the average amount of money granted by 
way of reuUssiona, ia 23 lakhs of Bupees; the only years during the 
deneimium under review, in which the amount did not exceed the 
aforesaid figure, being 1303 and 130.5 Fasti- In other y^r.s. the amounts 
far exceeded this, so much so that in IM6 I ash it nearly dcu 
( 4 it lakhs) and in 1309 Pasliit almost trebled UseH (OBJ lakhs). .Vnother 
striking feature, which demands attention, is that, in iio™al years and 
under ordinary cireumstances. no remissions are granted in the Mahratt- 
wara Districts where the aaseasment levied Ls normanenl; any remis¬ 
sion granted, under extraordinary cirenmatancea and in exceptional 

cases being grantwl with theexpress sanction of Governraont. This r e 

notwithstanding, the coUection of land revenne of over M Utts of 
Kunoes, about one-fourth of the gross revenue, was, during the last 
famine, suspended in the Mahvattwara Division, which formed our 
famine zone. These facts prove to a demonstration that, famine of a 
severe type raged in the Mahvattwara Districts and that the 
impulalion under these eircumatences. was both natural and mevita .

38. From the above it will Ije seen that, during the interval 
between tlte Censuses of and 1001, there was a ilecrejise in the 
jxipulatioii returned under all ages; and that over 60 {icr cent of the popu¬ 
lation, which fell under the age iwriods, “ 0-10. " “ 50-60 " and “ 60 and 
over*' ill 1891, fell under the age periods, “10-20** and **60 and 
over." It will also be seen that nearly one-third of the |)opulatioa of 
1891, that returned its age as between “0-10 '* and “ 50 and over*% dis¬ 
appeared ;;though there was a similar disappearances under otJier ages 
too. To put more clearly, what we learn from the above table is that 
mortality W’as the greatest among children under 10 years and old men 
aliove 50 years of age, and the least among people, w^hosc ages were re¬ 
turned as being lietwcen 10 and 30 years. Another striking feature, 
which tlie statistics of 1001 reveal, is the fact that, in spite of deaths 
under all ages, there were also births in all districts including those 
affected by famine. 

The extent of births is indicated by the number of people 
returned under the age j>eriod **0-10,” and it comes in all to 2,808,521.

It will be seen from the above that per cent of the strength belonged 
to the non-affiectod areas coinpriserl by the Hyderabad City, and the Dis¬ 
tricts of Atrof-i-JJaldn. Elgandal, Kalgonda, Warangal, Medak, Indur, 
Mahbubnagar, Slrpur-Tandur, Gnlhargali, Raichur and Lingaugnr; the 
remaining Sl-5 per cent belongitig to the famine-stricken area comprised 
by the Districts of Bidar, Aurangabad, Birb, Namier, Parbhani and Oos- 
maiiabad. 
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39. Subsidiary Table V, refers to migratiQii from aud into the 
British Territory. And in the absence of full particulars relating to emi¬ 
gration by Districts, it is really iunpossiblo to enter into anything like a full 
discussion of the subject, All that is. therefore, now pctssible to say, is 
that 136,212 males and 100,049 females or 230,291 persons in all emigraW 
from the State as against 312,314 persons, who immigrated into it. 
The net result then is a gain to the State of 16,023 persona. 

40. Sul^sidiary Table VI, which deals with the population as it 
stood, and a-s it shoidd haiw atocjd in 1901, is of special interest to us. Tim 
difference in the ijopulation between the actuals of 1891 and 1901, leaving 
lieen explained away, notlung more remains to bo done iu that respect 
now, Hut it is as necessary as it is important that wo should know the 
difference botween the strength of the papulation as it stood in 1901, 
and that as it should have then stood, if it had increased at the usual rat j 
without any let or hindrance. And calcidating at the normal rate of 
mci-ease obtaining in these Dominions, the population of the State 
should, in the natural course of thiugs, have atootl at 13,519,056 in 1901 j 
but instead of this, what we find is that it stood at 11,141,142, presenting 
a fall of 2,377,914 persons (Vide Statements published at ^gPs 
126-128, Volume 1. Hyderabad Oeiisus Report 1891J. 

41. The figures by Districts of the "estimated” population 
according to the normal rate of increase, together with the difference 
l)etwecn the estimated and the actual .wpulation are exhibited in the 
forthcoming statement. An examinaUoii of thm will show that all the 
)„ >h j)erceQtages of decrease are only found in the fiistriets coiiipriaing 
the famine zone; whereas all tlw small percentages are seen in aU the 
othor districts except Elgandal. The percentage of decrease in the 
estimated population Ls 5S-5. in the ctwe of fclie Districts of Bidar. 
\urangabad, Birh, Nander, Parbhaui and Oosmanabad; whereas it is 
(mly 43-2 in the case of the remaining Districts, Avhich were affected 
neither by famine nor by scarcity.

Imperial Table VI b1iow« the lUstiibution by Iteligiou fif 
the population of the State. 1 Ivivo elassifiecl anil arrang&il tliG 
religions in acconlance with the Imperial Commissioner's instruc¬ 
tions, emboflied in his Notes, dated Uio ISth and the 3(itti of 
August 19Ut. In virtue of its nunierioal strength in the Dominions, the 
“ rnilo-Aryan Family,*' which embi-aees within its fold the religions of the 
** Hindu."* the ** Bikh "■ and the “Jain" p j pula tiou, is given tl»c place 
of honour. The next posit ion is assigned tn the “Semitic" Family, 
which comprises “ Isbtiniam'* ami “ Christiainty." “ Zm-o|fitnanism " 
of the ** Iranian" Family comes next in order, followed by ttie “ Animis¬ 
tic " religion professed by the “Primitive" races. All other “Minor* 
religious and reUgbas “not returned*' are clubbed togetlier and placed 
under the bead " MisceUaiieouH."

3, It will be seen from the above that there are only two 
reUgions among us, which have any appreciable following, namely, 
Hinduism and Islamism. They represent 88*60 per cent, and 10-37 
cent., respectively, of the entire ixipuktion. The “ Animistic’* 
Religion is followed by the Bhiis, the Ghonds. t!ie Koyas and the 
Oheucluis who niuuber 54,996. 9,551. 136, and 632, respectively, and 





































jointly represent *59 per cent, of the total population. The Chrlstian.s 
and the Jalas represent *21 jx'i' eeut. and *lt3 per cent, of the popula¬ 
tion, respeetiTely ^ white the Sikhs anti the fSoroaBtrians denote only 
a very small fraction, t'is., *04 iKsr cent, and 01 per cent., rosiwctiveiy.

the Tcligiona, except the “ Ajiiniistic,*' the males preponderate. In the 
case of the Hindus and the Musalmans, this preponderance culls for no 
remarks; because it is in consonance with the disparitj’' that exists bet¬ 
ween the strength of the male and the female iwpiilatioii, the former 
being in excess of the latter by 1"8 per cent. The Sikh males are in 
excess of the Sikh females by 20-42 per cent., and this is probably due 
to the fact that most of the Sikhs are in the Military service. Among 
the Zoroastrians and the Christians, the number of males exceeds that 
of females by about 11 per cent., the explanation for this lying in the 
fact that the male Zoroastrians are adventurers from the Bombay Presi¬ 
dency, and tliat most of the Christians belong to the European Regiments 
stationed in the Cantonments of Secunderabad, Bolarum and Trimul- 
gherry. .\mong the “Jains,*’ the males out-nutnbet the females by 
nearly 6 per cent. 


6. Unlike those among the other religions, the females under 
the'* Animistic ** religion exceed the males in number, A careful scru¬ 
tiny of the several sects comprising the “ Animistic*’ religion will show 
that the excess of females is found among the “ Ghonds," who number 
26,930 males and 28,060 females. This explains the disparity under this 
head.

8. It will l>e seen from the above that all but 7*33 i)or cent, of 
the Uiudua. iiiliabit the rural areas, the ui'l>aii tracts daimitig only 7*3o 
per cent. Unlike the Hindus, one-third or S2*43 per cent, of the Musal- 
Inans and three-fourths or 73'8ti jier cent, of the OhristiauB live in the 
urban tracts ; while oiilj' (17'5S per cent, of the Musahnans and 2(1 13 per 
ccjit. of the Christians reside in the rural areas. Likewise, a majority of 
the Sikhs and the iJoroastriaus, 7G'65 per cent. andSS'ufl per cent, respec¬ 
tively, populate the urban areas whereas only a small fractions of them, 
23'34 per cent, and 1(5*40 pet cent., respectively, ha%'e their iioiae in the 
rural tracts. Most of the Jains, about 77'12 per cent., are in the rural 
ureas, and only 22-87 x>er cent, dwell in the urban tracts. The followers 
of the “ Aiiiraistic ” religion inhabit only the nu'ul traets, a small frae- 
tioii of them, *71 per cent., Ijeing found in towirs and cities. Tive latter 
inhabit Edlabad, the head-quarter town of Sirpur-Taudup. and the towns 
of Aurangabad, Jalna, Kaderabad, PaitJian and Vijapiir in the Aurang¬ 
abad District. Besides these, a few live in Nbmal in the Indui* District, 
in Siugoli in the Parbhani District and in the City of Gulbargah. All 
the not stated " were enumerated in the rural areas, and all the Jews, 
12, in the Hyderabad City. 

9. I’or a proiMjr and clear elucidation of the statistics under 
** Religion,” the Census Commissione-T for India has, in his Sixth Note, 
BuggesttHl tlie compilation of four SubsifUary lables. 

The first of these tables shows the general distribution of the 
population by Religion. The second deals with the diKtribiition of Reli¬ 
gions—Hinduism, Islamlsm, " Animistic” and ‘‘Others” only—both by 
Natural Divisions and by Districts. The third exlilbits the distribu¬ 
tion of Ohrbstians by Districts; while the fourth shows the distribu¬ 
tion of Christians by Race and Denomination.

12. Prom the fact that, during the last doeado, the [xypulatinn 
decreased br SOa.StlS persons, ono won Id have esix^etcd a corresponding 
decrease in the strength of all Religiotis. But t^OTitrary to this expecta- 
Hon, w hat we actually find Ls a great ainl abnormal fall of 444,41 ii^, or 
4*31 per cent, of Hindus, whieli is more than the total fall in the whole 
population (:U5,S98) by 77,042 iK*rsons. This may, how’erer, beexplaimxl 
away by the circumstance tliat, at tl>e Census of X8&1, the majority of the 
Bhlls, Ghonds, etc,, now clussitied under the head “ Animistic,’* were in¬ 
cluded imder Hindua.” Taking for the purpose of this comi>3wison, the 
" Hindus ” and the Auiiuistic ” jointly, we find that the total poptdation 
comes to ft,03G,li)4 persons In 1901 as agivinsb 10,015,249 tn 1891, The 
decrease among the Hindus tJierefore reduces itself to 370,095 ijersons, 
10,803 less than the tirf decrease for tlm w^hole State, 

13. It may also be observed, in passing, that the Hindu jiopu- 
lation has been steadily decreasing for the last tw^enty years. In 1881. 
they formed 00*3*2 per cent, of the tjopnlation; whereas in 1901 they 
represented only.88*00 per cent,, thus showing a decrease of 1*72 or near¬ 
ly 2 per cent. 

Unlike the Hindus, the Musalmans steadily Lncreiised in num¬ 
bers. During the last deciule, there was an increase of 17,084 persons or 
1*51 per cent,, and compareil with the statistics of 1881, we find that 
the Musalmaiis, who then formed only 9*40 per cent, of the popidation, 
increased by almost 2 per cent. 
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Like tlie Musnliimna, the Oliristians too increased in mimbers* 
Dtirtng the lust decaclc they increased by 2,567 persons or 3 per cent, 
whereas during the decade but one, tliey increased by 6,815 or "4 iier 
cent. 


From the fall in the number of the Hindus and tiie rise in the 
strength of the ^Jusa]m^lUB and the Christians, the inference m^y lx; 
hazarded tiiat the votaries of the latter faith are giadually fattening upon 
those of the former. 

14, The only other point tliat deserves any notice is the 
ik'crease of 7,500 persons or *6 per cent, among the Jains. Between the 
Census of 1881 and 1891, tlie Jain population increased from 8,521 to 
19,3M, OP, what is the same thing, from 08 per cent, to '21 per cent. 
Tl>is rise no twit 1) standing, there was a fall in their numbers, as 
noticed above, 

A glance at the district figures wUl show that the loss of the 
.Tain population in the following districts was appreciably great

15, During the last decade, the Sikhs also decreased by 362 
persons; though, during the decade preceding it, their population 
increased by 973. As for the Zoroastrians, they are steadily on the 
increase: in 1891 tlvese increased from 638 to 1,058, and in 1901 they 
further increased to 1,463.

The inference deilticibJe from the aljove figurcSr is in consonance 
with that already drawn, The Hindus arc gradually ileclinmg in num¬ 
ber; while the strength of the MusahnaTis and the Christians is steadily 
on the increase. The Hill tribes too, such as, Ghoutls, Bhils, etc., are 
augmenting in numljer, their strength having risen from 'ia in 1891 to 59 
in 1901 in every 1U,U00 people omiTiierated. The number of the Jains 
is also on the wane; though their number waxed to a pretty respectable 
figure between 1881 and 1891. 

17, Wo shall next consider and discuss Subsidiary Table I f. It 
show's the proportionate distribution of a population of 10,000 pei sons 
by Religion among the Natural Divisions and the Districts. It also 
shows W'hat their relative proportions were at the enumerations of 
1801 and 1881. The statistics furnished hy this table are l^otli interest¬ 
ing and instructivet not only from the point of view of Religion, but also 
from that of the movement of the population, inasmuch as it gives us an 
idea of the extent of the hav'oc, which famine wrought among the 
followers of certain Rclipons. 

18. The second column of the above table shows tliat out of 
every 10,000 persons inhabiting the State,

Niilgoiida and the Waratigsd Districts^ respectively. Even at the Ceu- 
suses of 1881 and 1891, these identical districts maintained the very 
pusitiouK which they now occupy. Next to these come the Diatricts ©f 
Mahbiibnagar with its 9188 4, ludur with its 9151*8, Birli with its 9038’8t 
Pai'bliani with its 9088 9, Aledak with its 8988 7, Xander with its 
89811, Liugsugtir with its 8988 8, Oositianabad with its 8979*8 and Rai- 
chiir witli its 897(i'9, each and every one of which bears a ppoiXirtion 
exceeding the Provincial average. The districts whose proportions fall 
below the Provincial average arc :

Thus the smallest proportionate niimljer of the Hindus is found 
ia the Hyderabad City, (liompared with the figures of 1891, it will be 
seen that there is no variation in the figures for the Districts of Ling- 
stigur anrlRatchur, and that the change i.s inappreciable in tbe figures for 
tlie Nalgonda, the VV'arangal and the Mahbubnagar Districts, the differ¬ 
ence in each case being not more than 10 in every 19,000. The Dis- 
Irietfi of Elgiindal, Indur, Bidar, Sirpnr-Taudiir, Aurangabad, Birfi, 
Xander, Parbhani, Gulbargah and Oosmauubad show a fall in the Hindu 
))Oj)Lilutioii of 11, 44, 99, 715, 265, 84, 98, ()5, H9 and ,54 pcr.sons, respec¬ 
tively, ill every 10,000, the decrease in the Elgandal, the Indur and 
the Gulbargah Districts being less than .'lOeach in 10,000, that is, ^ [ler 
(rent. But in the famine affected Districts of Btd.tr, Anrangaltad, Birli, 
Nander, Parbhani and Oosmanabad, the fall oouJes to over 50 per 10,000, 
reaefiing 255 in the Aurangabad anri 99 in the Bidar Districts. The 
decrease among the Hindus in Birpiir-Tandiir is very great, having 
come to 715 in 10,000. This fall has been continuing for some time 
now; for even between the figures of 1881 and 1891 the difference is 
1262. Against thm decrease, there is an increase of 3H and 1,025 Hindus, 
in every 10,000 persons inhabiting the Districts of 5tedak and Alraf-i- 
Baldn, respectively. In the Hyderairad City itself, tlie Hindu popula¬ 
tion decreased, iluring the last decade, at the rate of 40 in every 10,000 
persona. As for the State as a whole, that too lost, and lost at the rate 
of 80 in every 10,000. In fine, the only district in which the Hindu 
population appreciably increased during the last decade, is the 
Jlaldn, and the increase was at the rate of 1,025 in 10,000 persons. 
It decreased in all the other <liatricts, the largest decrease of 715 being 
in Slrpur-Tandur, situated in the non-famine zone. In tfie fainine zone 
the decrease reached 255 in the Aurang,ibad District. 


20. A/(ii!«hnart«.—Theavcragoproiior tion of theMusaltnansof 
the State in every 10,000 of the ijopiilation, is 1,037-I In 1001 as against 
(180*9 and 940-4 in 1891 and 1881, resiiectively. These figures show con¬ 
clusively that there was a steady rise in the Musalman population, 
during the last two decades. The largest proportion of the Musaitiuins. 
4,217-5 in every 10,000 persons, was fnund in the Hyderabad Oity ■ 
though It was only 4,164 in 1801. 

Taking the Districts, we find that Gulbargalr with its l,508'l 
in every 10,000 persoos has the largest proportion of Musahnana; it 
is followed immediateiy by Bidar with its li374‘5. Next eonie Aurang¬ 
abad and AlroM-Bnldn’with their l,26fi'6 and 1,244-3, rospeetively. 
The Districts whose proportions fall below the Provincial average 
are 

Raichur (1,013’fi), Mcdak (1,000 4), Lingsugiir (992:8), Nander 
(979‘fl,) Oosmanabad (952-4j, Parbhani (903 5), Birh Mahbubnagar 

(83l*l).Indur (*84-3), Sirpnr-Tandur (3S37), Warangal (4944), Xalgonda 
(471-9) and Elga-idal (409-5), 

21. Thus it will be seen that the scnjiUest pi-oiwrtion of the 
Musalraans, 409-5, is found in the Elgandal District, and that the Dis¬ 
tricts of Warangal and Nalgonda support the nest smallest proportion of 
494-4 and 471*9, respectively. What is noteworthy in this connection is 
that it is in these very Districts tliat the highest proportions of the Hin¬ 
dus are found. The figures for the Lingaugur, the Rnicliur and the In- 
dur Districts do not vary from those of 1891 ; though those for the ilah- 
bubnagar, the Warangal and the Elgaiidal Districts vary a little. In the 
Districts of Medak and Nalgonda, there is a decrease of 43 and 23, souls res¬ 
pectively, in every 10,000 ijersons; whereas in the Ah-af i-Baidn District 
the fall is simply abnormal, being 1,43C in 10,000 persons enumei-atev!. 

On the contrary, there is an increase in the Bidar, the Blrpur- 
Tandur, tlie Aurangabad, the Birh, the Nander, the Pai-bhani, tiie Gul- 
bargab and the Ckismatiabad Districts of 102, 92, 130, i .5, 94, 75, 43 and 
,i9, respectively, in every 10,000. And wliat strikes us as exceedingly 
strange in this connection. Is that iu tliese very districts there is a 
fjji the number of 14in rlu s and tliat decrease too is just to the 
extent to whicii the Musalman population increased. In the City of Hy¬ 
derabad also the liusalmans increased at the rate of 53 in every 10,000. 

22. The average proportion of the "Animists" in 
the State is 58-6 in every 10,000, They are found in all the,districts, 
except Atraf-i-Baldo. Mahbubnagar, Bidar, Medak, Nalgonda, Oogman- 
abad and Raichur. Among the ilistricta in which they are found, the 
Strpur-Tandur maintains the largest proportion, 1,859-7 in every 10,000. 
The Aurangaljad District with its 12-3*4 ranks next, followed by the 
liiduT and the Warangal Districts, bearing proportions of 57*2 and 13*9 
respectively.

t". SfJtlis.—The Sikhs are Found in all the flistricta of the 
State, except Nalgomla, Medak, Malibubmgar and Lingsngur. The 
largest number is found in Niuider (nRll), the next largest in the Hyder¬ 
abad City (863) and T2o in Aurangabad. Birh and rharbhani show to 
their credit the numbers 460 and 415, respectively. These places, which 
are Military Cantonments, are the strong-liolda of the Sikhs, who take 
to arras as a profession. Tlic last decade beheld a fall of numbers 
in tlie Hkii [iiopiilation, and that in spite of the increase of flOlt iiersons 
in the Districts of Warangal (46), B dar (85), Sirpur-Taiidur (l9), Aurang¬ 
abad (450), Birh (215), Parbhani (53), Gulbargah (7), Oosmanabad (9) and 
Kiuchur (25). The foUowiivg are the details by the district for the 
decrease of 1,403 Sikhs:

24. d«ias. - The Jains number 20,345 persons, of whom 10,772 
are males and 9,.573 females. About a quarter of tliis number, 5,139, 
are found in tJie Aurangabad District; the districts of Oosmanabad, 
Parbhani and Birh claiming 3,555, 3,455 and 3,9 U souls, respectively. 
The Bidar, the Nander and the Lingsugur Districts aup}»orfc 977,942 and 
914 ]jersons, resi^ectively. The Districts of \NaTaiigaI and Nalgoralaoon 
tain the smallest numbers 4 aud 9. The Atrnf-f-Baldn District shows 
50; while the Medak and the Mahbubnagar Districts shelter 54 
and 30, re.spectively. The Elgandal District harbours not even a solitary 
Jain. Generally speaking, there are hardly any Jains in the Telingana 
Division, the majority of tliom having a great attraction for the Mahrat- 
wara Division. Since 1991, tiie Jain popiibtion went down by 7,500, ar¬ 
sons as detailed in paragraph 14 sttpra. This decrease notwithstanding, 
the Jains increased by 115 in the Hyderabad City, uiid 4, t aud 26, re.s- 
iwctively, in the Districts of Nalgonda, Warangal and Malibubnagar. 

25. Zoroatdidnfis.—The Hyderabad City gravitates to itself 
more tiian half, 929, of tlie Zoroastrian population of the Trovunce, (1,463); 
the next largest niimlwre 169 and 109, being found in the Aurangabad 
and the Gulbargah Districts. 87 Zoroastrians were enumerated by the 
Railway authorities; because, it may be, of tbeir employment in the 
Railway offices. Mahbubnagar aud Sirpur-Tandur are the only districts 
in which there was not a single Zoroastrian to swear by.

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26, Suljsidinry Tablss III and IV deal with the Christian popu- 
latioti.' TJie first table shows not only the distribution of the Christiaii 
population by the district, but also tlie extent of the variation tiio popu¬ 
lation underwent in nninlwr since 1891. Thesccjoml table exliibits the 
distribution of tlie Christian fiopiilatioii by Race and Denotninutioiu 
The total population enumerated in 1001 was 22^096 as against 20,420 in 
il891, resulting in an increase of 2,507 Christians, The largest increase 
s found in the Nalgonda District, where tho followers of Clirist increased 
'by 1,078 persons. The next largest increase is found in the Aurangabail 
DLstrict, where the number of tiie votaries of Jesus of Xazaretii rose by 
741 souls. Next come the districts of Meduk, Mahbubiiagar and Ungsii- 
gur, where the strength of the professors of the religion of Christendom 
swelled by 267, 238 and 1 S 8 , respectively. The Railway popuiation 
also increased by 377, Tlie increase in the other places is small, that in 
the Hyderabad City being only 94, Against this increase in nnmber.s, 
there is also a decrease in strength. The largest deeresae was in the 
Oosmaualiad District, wliere the strength fell by ICl j the districts of 
.4trflf-t-Bolda, Birh and Raichur come next with a fall of 79 , .^6 and 50, 
resijectively. The decrease in the other districts is too smalt to need anv 
mention iiere. 

27. The undermentioned denominations are responsible for tlie 
gross increase of 3,406 in the numerical wealth of the Christian popula¬ 
tion.

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Anil the result is a net increase of 2,567 persons in the Ohrlstiao 
population. This stale of things leads us to the inference that, during 
tile last decade, TThile ttie Aiiglican Oomniuidon decreased in number^ 
the “fioinaa Catholic,” the ” l>aptist,” the “ Congregational Is t/* the 
** Methoilist ” and ttic “ Minor denoiiunationH," secured an increased 
following. 

2^, tteTiewed by Uaces anil llcuoininations, we find 4,347 
{>ersotis under the iioad of European.s us against 5,2til in 1891, dis- 
ciosiug a fall of 914. Under the itead of Eurasia us, the population 
numbered 3.292 hi 1901 as against 2,507 in 1891, working out an increase 
of 785 souls. Similarly, ttiere was a vise of 2,696 under the head of 
“Native Christians," their strength being 15,357 in 1901 as against 
12,661 in 1891.

It will thus be seen that there was a rise of 3,481 persons under 
the liead.s of " Etira.sians " and “Niktive Ohristiaos.” Deduct from this 
914, the fall under the head of Europeans, ami you get a net increase of 
2,567 Christiaiiw, 

29. Vieweil by the sex, we find that tiverc is not muoh difference 
between the strengtlis of the two sexes of the Eurasian and the Native 
Oliristian communities, as the dilference in rmmijer is only 92 and 121, 
respectively. Among the Europeans, the difference is striking; for the 
number of males exceeds that oE females by 2,455. This difference, 
which in 189 L was 2,775, was found to exist lu the Hyderabad City and 
the Suburbs alone, both containing Military Stations. The inference 
from this is that this disparity in the strength of the sexes, la due to the 
fact that most of the Euroiieans enumei-atod here h ere unmarried soldiers.

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CHAPTER IV. 

Age, Sex asd Orra, Conditiov, 

Section A. — Prapurtion of Ses, 

Unlike the ContineDt of Europe, where, ns n. rule, there are more 
females than, males. India, if we only except the Madras Presidertcy and 
the Central Provinces, has more males than females. And if, according 
to the Census of 1901. there arc in India 1)63 reinales for every 1,D0D males, 
in the Hyderabad State there are 964 females for every 1,000 males. 
And this means that we have even here a great preponderance of males 
over females. 

2, A consideration of this subject, Ijased upon the figures for the 
last three Censuses, demonstrates the fact that the whole of this diller* 
once in the proportion of the sexes, Is only apparent, inasmuch as the 
very existence of many a girl of marriageable age is some times concealed 
from the knowledge of the enumerator at the time of the Census. In the 
majority of cases, this concealment is not only not dell berate,'* but also 
purely ” unintentional" : it is probably due to the fact of the low estima¬ 
tion in which w'omeu, and particularly maid-servanta. are held by the 
society. This cotitention Is fully supjKirted by our statistics, which 
ftlsclose the fact that, at the Census of l9Ql, nearly 53.090 fresh females, 
concealed from the knowledge of enumerators at the Census of 1891, 
were enumerated in the Mahrattwara Districts. In the Telingana Dis¬ 
tricts also, and particularly in those of Elgandal. Warangal and Nalgonda, 
the same practice still continues, and continues in a most glaring form. 
In the case of the Mahrattwara Districts, the abnormal increase in the 
number of females is perhaps due to a more accurate enumeration tlian 
hitherto, though the decrease in the Districts of Elgandal, Warangal 
and Nalgonda ts possibly due to defects in the censusing arrangements, 
whicli require a more careful looking-after in the future. 

8. A review’ of tiic All India statistics afionls grotuid for the 
deduction that there Is a tendency among us, in a greater or less degree, 
to omit from the enumeration girls and young women of ages ranging 
1>etween 6 and 20, And in this f^tate also, as in Uie other parts of India, 
girls exceed boys in number up to the age of 5. But after that age there 
is a fall in the number of females up to the age of 20, when again the 
females prejKinderate in number. After the age of 30, there is again a 
sudden fall in tlie strength of females up to the age of CO and over, when 
the proportion of females again exceeds that of males. Apart from the 
omissions above referr^ to, there is also such a thing as a fall probably 
due to deaths consequent on cliild-birth and early marriage. 1 may also 
point out another tendency among the Indians, w’hich is to under-show 
the age of unmarried girts, after they have atUined the marriageable 
age. This, to a certain extent, accounts for the large number of girls 
returned up to the age of 5. The first child-birth generally occurs 
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between the 10th and the 30tlx year» when cases of death due to unskilful 
midwifery swell to big proportions. It may not be out of place to mention 
here that some deaths are also duo to the premature consummation of 
marriage among certain classes. After the age of -0, there is a sudden 
numerical increase, which supports the contention that in India, as in 
other countries, women who have weathered the period of chitd-bii‘th 
outlive men. The fall after the age of !10 may be accounted for by the 
circumstance that women generally wear out at a comparatively earlier 
age tlxan men, owing in some cases to prolificacy in the prime of life. It 
cannot be denied as well that lives of old women are aoinewliat better 
than those of men of advanced age, and this explains the increase m tlie 
proportions beyond the age of 60. 

•1. In his ifote numbei-ed Eight, the Census Oommissiouer for 
India has ordered the preparation of the following Tables:— 

—^showuxg the general proportion of the sexes by Natural 
Divisions and Districts; 

II—showing the number of females to l,0OD males at each Age 
by Districts and Reli^pons; 

lil—showing the actual excess or defect of females by Natural 
Divisions and Districts; and 

IV—showing the number of females to 1,000 males under five 
years old by Natural Divisions ami Distilcts. 

5. But before dealing with these Subsidiary Tables, I shall 
discuss, in a general way, the figures relating to sex, us shown in Imperial 
Tables I and VI, printed in Volume II, 

6. Out of a total population of 11,141,142 persons, we tiave 
5,073,039 males and .%467.513 females. From this it wdilbe seen that thi; 

number of males exceeds that of females by 206,110, or 1’84 per cent., 

tl»e proportion of males to females being as o0*92 to 40*08 in 1001 as 
against r)0’80 to 49*1 in ISOl and &0-81 to 4919 in 1881. And what thrs 
means Is that there were in 1901 only 963-67 females for ©very 1,600 males. 
And this proportion may be regarded as normal, seeing that the 
figures for the Censuses of 1891 and 1881, were only 974*38 and 968*27, 
Tesi>ectively. 

7. A glance at the Subsidiary Table I shows that the average 
number of females for the Province for every 1,000 males is 963*67 ; that 
the only districts in which the number of females exceeds that of males 
are Nander, Indur and Aurangabad, with their 1006 06, 1004*84 and 
1001'91 females, respectively, for every 1,000 males; and that the dis¬ 
tricts of Parbbani, Lingsugur, Bidar, Baichur, Birh, Sirpur-Tandur, 
Oosmanabal. Gulbirgali, Medak, and Atruf-i-iiaUla boar, respectively, 
the proportions of 998*49, 996*99, 989-59, 986’tijf, 984*78, 983*07, 974*82, 
970-79, 963 74 and 96624 females to every 1,000 malcs^figures which lire 
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abotie the average for the Province. The districts of Mahbubnagar, 
Warangal, Elgaiidal atid Nalgenda have the proportious of 070*27^ 
920*49, 915'44 and SB9’18 feiDates, respectively, to l.flOO males. The Oity 
of Hyderabad aujiporta a ratio of 012*02 females to 1,000 tnalcs. 

Taken by Divisions, tlie North-Western Diviaion with 996*50 
females to every 1,000 males stands hrat, followed immediately by the 
Northern Division *with 994*14 females to every 1,000 males. The 
Southern Division supports 983*09 females to every 1,000 males, the 
Eastern Diviaion coming last with only 913*78 females to 1,000 males. 

In the Light of the results of 1891 and 1331, we llud that 
even in 1901 the District of Indur continued to m:iintain its old 
position. In 1881, Indur, standing just below Sirpur-Tandur with 
999*90 females to every 1,000 males, claimed 999*80 females; while 
in 1891, it bore a proportion of 1003*52 females to 1,000 maJea. yet¬ 
ting Indur aside, it might generally be stated that in the Muhratt- 
wara Districts of Aurangaljarl, Birh, Nander, Parbhani, Gulbargali, 
Oosmanabad, Raichur and Lingsugur, the proportion of females steadily 
increased at each succeeding enumeration, the average rate of increjise 
being 40 for 1,000 males or 4 for every lOi). The reverse was the ease 
in the Telingana Districts of Elgandal, Nalgonda, Warangal, Medak, 
Mahbubnagar and Atrnf-i-finIdfl, 'where the average decrease may also 
be taken as 49 for 1,000 or 4 for every 100; though in the case of 
Nalgonda, the decrease in the female proportion reached the ligure 
97 for every 1,000 males. In the Dstrict of Sirpur-Tandur, lliere was a 
fall Id the preportion of females during the first decade; while daring 
the second, which ended with the enumeration of 1901, there was a 
slight increase. The ease was quite the contrary in tlie Bidar District, 
w-here in J891 there was a rise in the proportion over that of 1831 ; 
though in 1901 the female proportion again sufferfid a fall. 

8. Briefly stated, the two Districts of Indur and Nander, in 
which the female element prejMmderates, form a compact block in the 
centre of the Dominiozis; vvhile the Districts of Aurangabad, Hirli, 
Parbliani, Gulbargah, Oosmanabad, Raichur and Lingsugur, or, in other 
■words, the Mahrattwara Division, where the female proportion is 
gradually increasing, form the North-Western and the Soutli- 
Western portions of the State. The TeUngana Division comprising 
the Districts of Elgiuidal, Warangal, Nalgonda, JMahbubuagar, Aleduk 
and in which the proportion of females is gradually 

decreasing, practically forms the Eastern half of the Dominions. It is 
Uius obvious that there is a paucity of females in the Telingana Divi¬ 
sion—a circumstance that does not obtain in the Mabrattwara Divi¬ 
aion. And tliis is doubtless due to some cause or causes that must 
sought in the conditions in w*hich the people of the Mahi'atta country 
live, move and have their being. As hard conditions of life are least 
favourable to the production of female children, and as, it goes without 
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saying, the conditions of life in Teliagana are the hardest, the reason 
for the paucity of female births is not far to seek. In Tndiir and Nander, 
where the environments in which the people live are the reverse of 
what tliey are in the Telingana Division, the conditions are favourable to 
the production of female chililreii, 

9. But judged from Subsidiary Tables II and IV, we find that 

BO far as tlie population under 5 years of age goes, the female sex pre- 
jKmderates in all the districts except Waraugal, the proi>ortion being 
1057* BO females to every 1,000 males. This is per Imps due to the un¬ 
der-statement of age made in the ease of unmarried girls of over 5 
years and below 10 years of age, loelonging to castes in which |ieople are 
slaves to the custom of early marriage. The highest proportion was 
found iu the Nalgouda District, where there are 1,142*03 females for 
every 1.000 males, and the smallest in the Warangal District, where 
there are 979*62 females for 1,000 males. The only diatricb, in which the 
number of females under 5 years of age is less than that of males of tlie 
same age, is Warangal, Next to the Nalgonda District coinss the Slrpur- 
Taudur District with 1,131*46 females, followed by the other Malirattwara 
Districts of Aurangabad, Birh, Parbliani, Ooamatiabad, Nander, Bidar, 
Gulbargali, Baichur and Luigsugur with 1,108*09, 1,101*99, 1,091*76, 
1,08S'44, i,062-{)8, 1,054*69. 1,044'02, 1,040-13 and 1,033'13 females, res- 

I>ectis*ely. Of tlie Teihigarta Districts, llahbubnagar with 1,093*58 comes 
after Nalgonda, followed immediately by Atrrtf-f-Bfiidfl with 10S5-0S, 
Medak with l,0o2'95, Elgandai with 1,015 09 and Warangal with 979 G2. 
The City of Hyderabad hafL 1,031*52 female children under the age of 
5 for every 1,000 male chddreu of that age. 

10. Looking at the otiier age periods, we find that tiie males 
preponderate at all age periods, except those of 20-25, 25-30 an<l 60 and 
over, in wivich the proiiortions stuud at 1,203*1 i, i,00H*lG and 
1,100*81, respectively, for every 1,000 males, thus sliowingan exce.ss of 
females over males. The first period, wtdeh is critical in the life of a 
female, is the one in which women generally weather after tJie fii*st 
child-birth. And tliis period over, they generally outlive men. Of the 
other age-periods, 45-50, which is the most critical period iji a fcinale's 
Life, show's the smallest number, tbs proportion of females to 1,00!} males 
being only 778*01. The highest is 089*95, found between the ages of 
30 an 1 3>, It is thus mauifest that a preponderance in the number of 
females is foitud under the head of fjfrla up to the age of 5, ami icouncil 
Ijetweeii Die ages of 21) ami 30, and over Sh The inforeiice from this is 
that little girls, married wmaieti and old widows w*ore correctly enu¬ 
merated, while girls of above 5 and below 20 years of age and females of 
over 30 and under 60 years were but indilTerently counted. 

11. Viewed from the stand-paint of religion, we find tliat the 
same atate of allairs obtains both among the Hindus and the Masat- 
mans, with this difference that among the Musalinans there is a prepon- 
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deraiice of girls over Ijoys of 5 anil 10 years, tvhilo among the liindus 
the case is the quite the reverse. This is probably due to the custom 
of early marriage that obtains among tho Hindus. It may be fitateil 
here, eii paMant, that there are more females among the Hindus (Ot>4*8y) 
thaq among the Musalmaus (053*13) for every 1,000 iiwles. Tlie female 
births are also greater among the Hindus than among the Musalmans* 
the proiJortions being 1,058*27 and 1,014*83, respectively. Severtbeless, 
we find that there are more females among the Musalmans tlian among 
the Hindus, between the ages of 5 and 15, and over 60. 

13. Beviewed by districts, we tiotlce that under the two main 
religions of Islam and Hinduism the proportions of females of all 


ages to every 1,000 males stand thus

Medak, Mahbubnagar and Oosmanabad, whei-e there are more ftlusal- 
luan than Hindu women. It is, also, obvious that the highest Pro¬ 
vincial proportion of females to 1,000 males, which is 1007"09, belongs 
to the Hindus of the Indur District. The next largest proportions ara 
found in the Aurangabad District, where the Hindus claim the propor¬ 
tion of 1006*60 and the Musalmans 071*45. The Musalmans of Mahbnb- 
nagar lay claim to tho proiwrtion of 1007-11. Another striking feature 
in the foregoing statement is the proportion of females to 1,000 males in 



tlie Aurangabad anti the Pavbhani Districts, where it stood at 1001*94 
and 998'49, resiiectiTely, the proportions of the Hindu women alone 
standing at 1000*00 and 1000*52 as against dtose of 971*45 and 979*43 of 
the Musalman. The greatest difference between the tmtnerical propor¬ 
tions of females to males among the Hindus and the Musalmans, exists 
in the Warangsil District, which contains 65 more Hindu females than 
Musalman for every 1,000 males. The smallest difference is found in the 
Oosraanabad District, where there are only 2 more Musalmans than 
Hindus. In the Hyderabad City itself, there is a greater proportion 
of females among the Mnsalmans than among the Hindus, the former 
numbering 950*50 and the latter 931*40. Moreover, the Musalman girls 
up to the age of 10 are in excess of the Musalman boys of the same 
age. Similar remarks also apply to adults whose ages range between 20 
and 25. 

14. Subsidiary Table III shows “ the actual excess or deficit of 

females by Natural Divisions and Districts." As already pointed out in 
ivaragraph 1 sapra, the female population is less than tfie male by 
206,116 in 1901 as against 209,218 in 1831 and 153,6SOm 1881, fndndrn'f 
the 303,363 in 1901 as against 207,836 in 1891 

and 158,550 in 1831, exeiKdinj Wie Bfuiwaif poptdathn. As there was a 
large increase in the ixjpulation of 1801 over that of 1831, the increase 
in the deficit of the female population was a natural sequence, judging 
from the proportion of sexes as found in 1881, In 1901, the strength 
of the population of the State fell by 395,893 iwvaons; therefore, hav¬ 
ing regard to the proportions of sexes and the tUfference in those pro¬ 
portions, the deficit in the female population too, should fmve reduced 
itself to 200,052 and not to 203,368* The inference from this circumstance 
is consequently irresistible that the enumeration at the Census of 1901 
was conducted more accurately than ever, and that over 3,300 females 
came, for the first time, under the notice of the enumerator. 

An examination of the statistics of the Individual districts 
shows that, in 1901, the deficit in the female population as compared 
with that of 1891, showed an increase in the Districts of Afraf-i- 
iirtidtt. Elguidal, Nalgonda, Warangal, Medak, Sirpur-Taadur and Gul- 
bargah i while it showed a decrease in the Districts of Mahbubnagar. 
Bidar, Aiirangabad, Birli, Nander, Parbltani, Oosmanabad, Baichur and 
Lingsvtgur. 

15, As for the increase in the deficit found in the strength of 
the female population of some districts, it is justifiable in the case of 
the districts of .Itrnf-i-Bnldfl, Sirpur-Tandur and Gulbargah, wiicre the 
pnp nla Lifui increased. And calculated at the rate of 1*84 per cent., which 
is the difference between the proportions of the male and the female po¬ 
pulation, the increase in the population just covers the deficit in the Atrnf- 
i-Baido District and exceetls the same in the Sirpur-Tandur and the 
Gulbargah Districts by almut 1,500. In the districts of Nalgonda and 
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Warnngsl^ the deficit is much more than '^vhat can ho jnslified by the 
extent of tbe incrense hi the population. In 1^01, tlio acliinl deficit in 
the Nalgotiila District was 15,020 and in the Warangat District 24, HI, 
Even after adding to these ligures the difference !>etweon the projior- 
tions caleulatod at l‘S4 per cent, on the iiioroasa in the popututbn in 
these two districts, the enhanced deficits will stiil amount, to and 

25,972 as against over 49,275 and 39,43f». There is thus an augmented 
deficit of over 33,000 in tho Nalgonda and 14,000 in the Waran gal Dis¬ 
tricts, which cannot really be accoimtod for* Similar remarks apply to 
the Medak District as well, in which the population Increased by 1,9H7 
and the excess in the rliflerence comes to nearly 2,700. But the case is 
entirely different with tJio Elgatulal District, whore the poputatioii hav¬ 
ing decreased by 59,019, the deficit should also liave deereasefl by l,0K6. 
Instoail of this, what we find is that tho deficit stands at 4 .>t 716, showing 
an increase of over 13,000, Thus the deficit, wiiich cannot be properly 
accounted for in the Districts of Kalgonda, Wai’aogal and Elgandal, 
umouuts to over 00,000. 

16. Among the districts, whose deficits have decreased, Mah- 
hubuagar and Lingsugur merit special attention, in that, with tlie in¬ 
crease in their population. Uiey do not shew a corresponding hicrpase in 
their deficit. And as a result of tliis we find that nearly 2,800 plus 700 
or 3,500 fi'cah, lecnales came, for the first time, within the cognisance of 
the enumerator. The population of Bidar, Aurangabad, Birh, Parbhani, 
Oosmanabad and Eaichur having decreased during the last decade, the de¬ 
crease noticed in the deficit of tho female population was as was only to be 
expected. But it is the extent of the decrease that deseiwes our notice. 
Calculated at the rate of 1*8 i per cent., whic-h la the difference between 
the proportions of tlie sexes, the deficits in the aforesaid districts should 
liavc reduced themselves to figures considerably exceeding the actuals. 
And as this was not the ease, the natural inference is that the cliiference 
represents the aumlier of females enumerated for the first time, as tlie 
result of a very accurate enumeration. The two sets of figures stand 
thus—

1q the City of Hyderabad itself the deficit fell by about 2,000, 
the iucreaso in tlie population notwithstanding. On the whole, it may 
be assumed tlmt nearly <^3,0UD females came for the first time within the 
know'ledge of the enumerator. 

17. A statement showing the actual deficit of IS91, the estima* 
ted deficit calculated from the actual iiopulatiou of 1991, and the present 
actuals, are printed at the end of this Chapter.

18. Wit-li a view to aecure a full and adequate consideration 
for the subject of the distributioo of population by Civil Condition, the 
Oensns Comraissioner for India has, in his Ninth Note, sucrgested the 
preparation of eight Subsidiary Tables, 

The First Table shows the distribution of lO.CKK) persons of each 
sex by Age and. Civil Condition; 

the Second, the distribution by Civil Condition and main Age- 
I>enods of 10,000 persons of each sex; 

the Third, the distribution by Civil Condition and main Age- 
periods of 10,000 persons of each sex for the last three Censuses; 

the Fourth, the distribution by main Age-j>eriods of 10,000 
Iter sons of each Civil Condition; 

the Fifth, the (listribution by Civil Condition of 10,000 persons 
of each sex under each main Age-period; 

the Sixth, the proportion of the sexes by Ciiil Condition for 
Religions and Districts; 

the Seventh, the distribution by Civil Condition of 10,000 
persons of each sex for Natural Divisions and Districts; and 

the Eigth, the proportion of wives to husbands for Religions, 
Natural Divisions and Districts. 

All these Tables are printed at the end of this Section. 

1!#, Both the first and the second Tables show how a population 
of 10,000 persons of each sex finds itself distributed by Civil Condition over 
each Age-period—this diflerence that the second Table gives in 
addition the proiiortion of females to 1,000 male-s. It will be seen from 
these Tables that, out of 10,000 males, 4,590*42 are unmarried, 4,837'16 
married and 822*43 widowed; and out of the same luimljer of females, 
3,123*23 are utimarried, 4,992*34, married and 1,885*43,- widowed. That is 
to say, that out of every 100 males and 100 females, 46 and 31 are un¬ 
married, 49 and 50, married, and 5 and 19, widowed, respectively. The 
proportions of the married among both the sexes are almost counter¬ 
balanced ; wlule the proportion of the unmarried males exceeding that 
of the unmarried females by *15 per cent, is a set off against the 
excess of widowed females over widowed males. This means that if we 
leave the *’ unmarried'' out of account and Cake into account only the 
combined strengths of the " married and the ** widowed,*’ the result 
will yield a proportion of 69 females to 54 males. 

We have 5 married females for every 4 married males; and this 
fact leads us to tlie conclusion that polygamy obtains in these terri¬ 
tories, and obtains, too, to a great extent.

20. The propoTtiona under the Jiead '* widnwed.are sigiiificant. 
There are nearly four tirnc.'^ juany widows as there are widowers — 
a fact, which urguos the esistsnce of a strong prejudice against the re¬ 
marriage of widows* On the other hand, re-m irriage seems to be the 
rule with men, as is evidenced by the fact of the existence among us of 
only a small percentage of widowers. 

21, Oonsidered by Age-periods, wo find that over 75 per cent, 
of the “ UntTcirriecl " of both the Wexes are under the age of 15 ; the 
majority of the remaining *25 per cent, being between the ages 15 
and 40. It is, how'ever, noteworthy that up to the age of 5, the num- 
Ijcr of bachelors and maids is ni jjiost equal; the uiiinarried females Ijeing 
in excess of the unmarried males by only 1 per cent. After that age, the 
number of females decreases at every succeeding period. For instance, 
\\ bile tliere are 1,147 males and I,*24(i females under the age of 5, there 
are 1.278 males ami 1,033 females between the ages 5 and 10, and only 
1,117 males and 450 fotuales Ijetween the ages 10 and 15, 

This state of things proves tlie existence here of tlio custom 
of infant marriage, so far as the foinale population goes. 


22. Manned Medea.—The proportion of uiurnVd utales of the 
age of 10 is almost next to nothing; while that of those who are under 
14 years of age a pproaehes only 2^ per cent, ilore than half the number of 
married males, or nearly 23 per cent., is found betweeji the ages 15 
and 40 ; the maximum number, 8 per cent., being found between 30 and 
35, followed imniediately by the age period 2u-30 percent.). The pro¬ 
portion of married males, whose age is over 40 years, is appreciable, 
being about 18 per cent. Nearly 0} per cent, of the married males 
are found between tho ages 40 and 45, 


23. Mnrnt’d rcmidcs.—The case is difierent with iinirrfcd 
fcriinfes. Below the age of 5, Itic number of married females is double 
that of married males; while the number under 10 years approximatc.s 
to ovei' 2J per cent. Between the ages of 10 ruid 1.5 years, the proportion 
of married reiiiales is 6^ per cent; that is to say, that the number of nmr- 
lied females m nearly treble that of married males, fn fine, the 
proportion of married females lujder the iigo of 15, is nearly four times 
tliat of imvrricd males of that age. 

(Juite dilTcrent is l-im case wiLh regcird to tiio Agc-i>ei‘io<l * -10 
and over.” wiieroin the numlier of married women is just one half 
that of married men. Nearly two-thirds of the uiarrieil women are 
found between the ages 15 and 4<\ the iimximmu number l>eing found 
in the iieriod “20^2-V' fofiowed immediately by the iwriod “2.1-30," 
And what strikes ns here as exceeding strange is the fact that the pro¬ 
portions of married males in the Age- pcriods “25-30'* and “30-3.V’ 
are identical with tlxise of married, females in the periods ' 20-25 
and “ 25-30." 
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24. The above data are enough to warrant the drawing of the 
eonchtsion that infant marriages, at all events, earh’ marriages are 
mmiiioii among girls, if not among boys j and that, if [tiarrlagcs of children 
nmler 5 years of age are rare, those of ctiildreii under 10 years are not 
i|ujte uncommon. There are as many more girls married lietween 10 and 
15 years of age, as there are adult males married between the ag^periods 
“ aO-25 " and25^0." 

25. Tl^ido«t»rd ntnics and /'emnir*,—It has already l>een pointed out 
at paragraph 20 fujirti, that there are here four times as many 'widows 
as there are widowers—which means that for every man we have, who 
has burietl Ms wife, we can show’ four women, who have buried their 
husbands. 

Looking at the Age-periods, w e find that the majority of our 
widowers and widows have passed the age of 60, while a very small 
number of them is found in the periods, "50-55*' ami “40-45/* The 
fact that strikes us as unique in this connection is that the Age-periods, 
in wliich a large mimljer of widowers anti widows is found crowded, are 
exactly the same both in the case of males unci in that of females. 

26. It has already been suggested thiit the large number of 
widow’ers on record arguej; the absence of prejiidice against the I'e- 
marriage of widowed males; while the comparatively small number of 
widows under the age of 40 suggests the same inference in respect of 
widowed females younger in age. And this accounts for the smallness 
of the number of w'idows under 40 years of age. 

27. Ttiis Table also shows the number in tivc diSerent main Age- 
jjeriods, of females by Uivil Condition for every 1,000 males. It has 
already been pointed out, at paragraph 1 of Section A, that the numljer 
of females for every l,0o0 males is S64; and these females distributeil 
by Civil Condition, stand time

Wc learn from this that, rougldy siieaking, half the number of 
females is married j while, of the remaining half, five-eighths are un¬ 
married and three eighths, widowed. 

28. Distributed by Age-periods, wo find that nearly 263, or over 
five-sixths of the unmarried, are under 15 years of age, the majoritv 
being between 0 and 5 years. The rest tire scattered over ail the remain- 
ing Age-periods. Of the married women, all but nearly one hundred are 
Ijetween the ages 10 and 40; one-eighth of the number is between 
iO and IS ; and five-eighths, lietween 1,5 and 40. The maiiraum number 
in found between 2b ami 30 years of age.

Of th« widowed, two-thirds of the number (126) are over 40 
years of age, leaving only aVx)ut a third, 56, below the age of 40; agehi. 
of ttiese 56, only 10 are under the age ol 2o years, and 40 above that age. 

29. Table III enables us to compare witli one anotlier the 
results of the last three Censuses by Civil Condition, Sex and main 
Age-periods. The comparison is intoreating as will be seen from what 
comes below.

If Census of 1881 came after the great famine of 1877. 
tbe Census of 1901 also came after another famine of no loss severity, 
f ami ne and distress seem to tell adversely on the proportion of married 
jiersoDS; and tliiBcirciimstaiiee. ah is only natural, swells the proportions «f 
the unmarricsd and the \s*idoweLl, Comparing the results of the Census 
of 1901 with those of 1891, we lind that the figures for the married of 
lioth tiie sexes attain a fall, much to the numerical acU'antage of the 
unmarried and the widowed. 

:jO. Distributed over the main Age periods, we find that more 
than a moiety of unmarried males is uiuter the age of 10, the rest 
being divided between the next-two Age-periotis, “ 10-15” and **15-40”. 
As for females, more than three-fourths of their numljer are under the 
age of 10. This is the case at all the three Censuses of IHBl, 1891 and 
1901. 

More than one half of the niimlter of‘‘.Alnrrmd" males gravitate.s - 
towards the period ‘*15^0”; wliile a greater part of the i'omatiKler is 
attracted bj' the period **40 and over”. The case is the same with mar¬ 
ried females also, for their rumilier hK> is found (L-onceutratetl almost entirely 
in the jjeriod “1.5-40”. Almost all the widowers and widows are seen in 
the period “ 40 and over” ; though a few of the latter are also found in 
tJie period “ 15-40 
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31, Sdbsidiary Tables IV aod V aBord sufficient data for doter- 
mining tbe A-ge-i>eriod3, in which men and women marry generatly. In 
Table IV, 10,000 persons are distributed by main Age^periocis over each 
Civil Condition I while in Table V, tliey are distributed by Ci vil 
Condition over e:ieh main Age-periofl, Table IV shows that out of 10,000 
unmarried males, more than one-half, or 53 per cent,, are those who are un¬ 
der the age of 10; and out of the same number of unmiiri‘iedfctnnlo-s, nearly 
three-fourths, or 73 per cent., are those who at-e under the same age. 
There are more immarried males than unmarried females in the periods 

10-15and 15-10 As regards " Married *’ persons, 58 per cent of 
males are iu the period «15-40," and 37 per cent, at the age of 40 and 
over while the ijercentages of the females in the B.'iiiio age periods 
are 6t; and 17, respectively. The number of married girls under the 
age of 10 and between the ages !U ami 15, is four times that of boys of 
the same age. As for the widowed", GO per cent, of males and 60 
Ijer cent, of females are those who are above the age of 40; altliough 
there are liere more terdoirer* than ividinoa between the ages 1.5 and 40, 

32, Taking 10,000 xietsons from each main Age*period and 
distributing them by Civil Condition, we find that out of 10,000 boys 
under the age of 10. 97 i>er cent, are unmarried ; while out of the same 
nuinljer of girls of the identical age, the i>ercentage of the unmarried is 89. 
In the next age-period ‘MO-15", 86 per cent, of the boys are unraar- 
ried, whereas the girls unmarried are only 40 per cent. Again in the 
nest age jiei-lad ** 15-tO ", ”2 per cent, of the males and 78 per cent, of 
the femules arc married. The masimuin number of married males is 81 
jiareoiit. of their total fifcrengtli. and tliLs uumber Is found at the age 
of 40 and ever; while the percentage of the married females at 
tlie same age i.s only 3:*. It may be said that, as a general rule, males 
are married after they have completed their 15 years of age; though 
a few cases may be cited of marriage celebratod ixjfure that age. 
On the other hand, females are married after they have passed their 
Idtli year. Infant mari‘iag.es are not u ncommon, as is evidenced by tlie fact . 
that lO per cent-of girls enter the married condition of life even before 
tliey hav'c f.v>rnpletcd their lUtli year. The mijority of the widowed of 
both the sexes is over 40 years of age, although there are fn*re three 
times as many widows as there uio widowers, whoso ages range bet¬ 
ween 15 and 40 years, 

33, SubsiJiary Table VllI is as interesting as it is instruc¬ 
tive, showing, as it does, the number by Districts an;! by Religions of 
married women for every 1,000 married men. 

Taking all Religions collectively, or each Religion indi- 
xidually, (OhristianRy excepted), we finU that the numT>cr of 
maiTiod women is less than that of married men. The only inference 
dcdticeablc from this is that several wives do not cohabit with tlieir 


husbands in the land in which the latter have come to sojourn. But 
there is nothing strange in this^ seeing that many a mart, who comes here 
in search of livolihooti, iuids it convenient to leave his wife behind. 
Xevertheteas, tlte fact stares us in tiic face that in the Districts o[ 
Mcdak, Indur, Mahbubnagar, Bidar, Slrpur-Tandur, Aurangabadt Birh, 
Raichur and Lingsugur, there are more married women than married 
men, both among the Hindus and the l^tuaaimana, especially among the 
former. The maximum number of married women is found among the 
MuBalmans of the Districts of Mahbubnagar and Raichur (Ll60and 1156, 
respectively); while the liighest numbers among the Hindus are seen in 
the Sirpur-Tandur and the Raichur Districts (1065 and 1163, respec¬ 
tively). 

Among the Christians, the number of married women exceeds 
that of married men; this must, perhapa, be accouated for by the 
circumstance of the absence on duty, of one kind or another, of 
married men in stations situated beyond the limits of these Dominions. 

The m avimiiTn excess of Christian females over Ohrisitiau males 
is found in the Hyderabad City, which includes the Suburbs of the 
Cantonments of Bolarum, Trimulgherry and Secunderabad, from where 
several men were ordered out, on Military duty, to South Africa and 
Chinut just about the time of the Census enumeration.

34. Tlie statistics of Age are generally utilized for the puriKwo 
of discussing the normal rate of births anti deaths, the mean expectation 
of huimni life at dilferent ages, the relative mortality among persons at 
different ages, etc, etc. But these scientific calculations can be undertakei i 
by ex|icrts alono, and that too after the statistics have been aualystni anil 
ailjusted iu accordance with the demands of local conditions and 
circumstances. And, seeing that Mr. Hardy tlio expert, who carried 
out a similar work in 1881 and 1891, wilt again be ctitrustefl with tiiis 
work, all that is now needed is to endeavour to place within his easy 
react) the in format Loti he wants. 

3.5, The particuUirs relating to the ages of iieople are exliibit- 
ed iu ImiJerial Table VII. Fov obvious reasons these iigures are. with¬ 
out doubt, not altogether reliable, and to a degree inaccurate. And to 
eliminate the inaccuracies from them, they are passed through, what 
are called, processes of “ smoothingof which there are more th.'in 
one. 


As a rule, females "are le-ss accurate in giving out their ages 
than ’uales; though both the sexes are equally guilty of a tendency to 
give out their ages in multiples of five.

36, With a view to enable us to have some idea of tlie subject, 
the Census Commissioner for India has, in his Fifth Note, prescribed 
the preparation of three Subsidiary Tables. In these Tables, the results 
are shown in the form of proportions: the First Table shows the 
linadjustcd age particulars of 100,000 persona of each sex ; tlic Second 
shows the a^ distribution of 10,000 persons of each sex ; and tlia 
TIurd shows the age distribution of 10,000 iwrsous of each sex by 

religion. 


37. All these Tables will be found printed at the cud of this 

Section. 

Subsidiary Table I shows the ages of 200,000 persons selected at 
random, half the number of whom, is composed of males and the other 
one half, of females. A reference to this table will show that the hu gest 
number of persons of both the sexes is found at the age of 30, and the next 
largest at 40, The age of 25 claims the next highest number among both 
the sexes; while the ages of 10 and 20 claim the next highest numbers of 
males and females, respectively. Taken as a whole, males and females, 
whose age is under 50 years, represent 93 per cent, of the entire popula¬ 
tion ; while those above tlmfc age cover only about 7 per cent. Wliere nor¬ 
mal conditions prevail and where there is a tendency in tlie population to 
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increase, thenumberof infants under the age of one should naturally be 
larger than that of persona of any other ajje. And viewed from this 
stand point, the statistics presented in this Table appear to be uiaceu- 
rate and, therefore, unreliable. 

38. Subsidiary Table II is more reliable and accurate than 
Subsidiary Table I. It shows the distribution of 10,000 iiersoua of each 
sex over the several Age^periods, and gives statistics under the same 
heads for the years 1891 and 1881, The Table bears, on the face of it, 
the impress of the famine of 1900, in that, both in 1891 and 1881, infants 
tinder the ago of 5 exceeded In number the population under all other 
Age-periods. During the Census of 1901, however, their number was 
leas than that of children between the Age-periods '* o-lO" and ■' 10-15.'* 

Keviewed by Age-|>eriods, we find that numerically speaking, 
females exceed males in all Age-periods, except “5-10", “10-15”, “35-40” 
“45-50” and “55-60”, whemn the m^es preponderate Roughly speak-* 
ing, the percentages for 1901, in the TOveral Age-periods, stand as under; 
and, with a view to enable the institution of comparison, the percentiiges 
for 1891 are also shown alongside of them.

39* Subsidiary Table III shows the distribution over the 
several Age-periods of 10,000 fiersons of each Religion* I'he largest 
number of Hindus and Musalmans is round in the first three Age-periods, 
t)-5* a>IQ »ndl0-15; though the number in the first Age-period is less 
than that iu the reinnlulng two: the highest number ia found in the 
age period 5-10; the next highest is seen in the ijeriod 10-15; the 
period 0-5 claiming tlie number next to it. Among the other Age-periods. 
“35-30” and “SO-35” claim the two highest figures. The numerical 
proportions of tlie Jains, the ^loroastTians, the Animistic and “Others” 
foliow the lead of tlie Hindus and tlie .\iusaUnans, But the case ia 
Jificreiit with the Sikhs and the Christians. The largest number of

Educatfos. 


At the !ci>st CeiisiJs, the poptilatioD waw chissilied, for por[)ose^ 
of Eiluoatioiiiil tinder three hend^, rw, Lcftrnitij', Literate 

and Illiterate; tht» time it waB thought unnecessary to take into m*- 
taouut tliose at ill under inatruction. The enumerators were, therefore, 
directed to notCt wth rcgaj'd to the persons eDiimeratcMl, only whetlier 
they (!ould ** butJi read and write ** and in their eyes one at school, must 
have seemed quite as mucii entitled to return hiiuself as litfvnU' as one, 
who being uo iuugor at school, knew liow to read and write. That tins 
was so, is made very clear by the fact that wJiile at tlie last t'ensus, th*- 
number of literates in a tiionsand males betwecFF the ages d and 14, 
was only 0, tins time it is found to be so high as 29. The dillerenco 
argues an educatioiiHl jjrogress perfectly incoriipatible with the fact, 
that the total literates of all ages in a tliousiiciU iu:iles have actually 
declined from (shown as lifernte as dlstingviislied from /nirniiiif) 
at the last Census to S/i at the pioscnt oue. 

’2, Assuming, however, that things turned out as expected, the 
figures reveal a deplorable state of things etlucatioiialJy. Out of a rxjpu-, 
hition of only ;5il9,109 are edueatetL In other words, only one 

is educateii in G4. or, roughly speaking, 3 in a htmrlred—a very low pro- 
jmrtioD for even an extremely under-cducuted country tike Irulia, re- 
inemlK-rhig that tin* jieicentage of literatos for tlie wholr! of finlia was 
4'02 at the last Census. 'I'lie causes for tl.ie state of things lie on the 
surface. Among the great mass of the jietjple, what Mr. Baines calls the 
'* Occin>ational prejudice ” is as strong as ever. It is still a very deej)- 
rooted idea with the functional castes like the Knpu, Kttutnifirn, DhofuV, 
etc., that education is not aaly not necesHai-y for their material advance¬ 
ment, but that, even in homeopathic doses, it interferes with one's well- 
being. As a g^Jieral rule a rrum .sticks to the oL-cuiution, and perseveres 
ill the illiteracy, of his fore-fatliers with a tenacity of purpose calculated 
to carry coudort to the hearts of the aurjcrior cistes, who, in certaiji 
parts of British India, are never tired of regretting the so-called level¬ 
ling itiflnencos of education. And the r ch, wJio Imve uot to toil for 
their bread, rarely look ujxiri education with any favonr. Even in the 
not considerable iiuuiber of cases where they have munaged to outlive 
tlieir contempt for the literacy of the helpless qij did river, the home 
influences arc seldom conducive to any suhstaiitial educational progress. 
iJistributbig the ligures between the sexes, we find t hat among male? 1 
i.s edttcatecl in 18, and among females 1 in 200.

Xhm AgM of PopulAtlor both Actwl &nd corractod, by quinquennial p6rro<to^ 
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SiibHuliary Table I gives statistics of education by Ago and. 
Hex Tor the general population. F’rom tins it appears tJiat illiteracy is 
inghest in the Urst age-period O-IO. This is of course easily imdcrstand- 
able. ('hiUlren under 5, who are never litenite any where, have been 
included. We uiay also .suppose that, to some extent, those under in- 
Htruction !iuve been excluded. What is not so clear is that illiteracy is 
lowest in the period People in these parts seldom liegin learning 

to read aud write after 15, Knowniig this, cue ex[>?ctorl Llie second age- 
rjeriod in the Table to yield the largest jnojxjrtion of literates. Over* 
slating of age on the part of ignorant people, in tlic districts in parti¬ 
cular, is not imconimont and tliat, probaldy, accounts for a bigger 
proportion being shown under the last two age-pcriixls than under the 
necond. But this remark could not api>ly to the female figures. They 
show no great divergency in literacy’ between the second ajid the third 
age-periods. It is also worth Tioting, in th.is connection, that next to the 
first age-period the last displays the tea.st literacy, Perhup-f grow'n-up 
women are more chary of owning to a ktiowl .'dgo of the Vernaculars than 
their younger sisters. 

To make things cloaivr, we may view the figures in another 
light also^ In a thousaml of the population, 2f)'5.5 nvs literate. This 
figure is made up of 1*31 in the first age-period, 3*25 ta the second, 3*22 
in the third, and 21*74 in the last. Further, there are 491 females to 
every ,>00 males; in other words to a thousand males thei'e are 001 
females. But in ixtint of literacy, the pioportion is fiO females to a 
thousand males. If the sexes w*erc equally strong, female literates 
w'oiild lie only one-seveuteenth of tl>e uialu, 

4, Among languages of Uterac.v, Telugu holds the first jjlace, 
claiming the largest numljor of literates in each age-period. Maratiii 
fcimes next, foUoxveil at a great distance liehiiid by Crdu and Oanareso 
respectively. The figures under other languages comprise the totals for 
Hindi, tlujratlii, Tamil, Panjabi, Bengali, Konkani, Goanese, Oriya, 
Marwarl. Persian, Arabic, Pastitu, Portuguese, Htiantah, Frencti, ner- 
imin, Italian and Turkish. 

Among the literate iu EugfisU, the hirgt*st numborn are found 
ill the last two uge-perLodii, This is probably due to the fact that, among 
the pure Indians, the study of tlie language Ijcgins rather late in life. 
Apart from tills, it is very disappointing that the Eugiisb-educated 
liear so low* a proportion to the total iiopulation. And it illustrates how 
far behind, in resiiect of English education, we are. in these Bominious, 
that we can show* no more than one |jcrson literate in English In a 
thousand of the population. The insignificance of tlie female figures as 
compared witli male figures in this respect need not cause any surprise ; 
since female literacy, as a whole, is b> male literacy, as already pointe*! 
out, as 6 to ICffi. 
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As re^tards the proiiortioii of the female literate iu EugliNii to 
Hie male literate iu EiigHwh, it is liighest in liio first ago-iwritnl and goen 
on deeresshig in the lugher nge-periotis. How this comes to Ite will no 
*loubt become evident iu the discussion of the etiucational figures for the 
VHi’ioiis religions. 

In the uieanwfiUe, it is necessary to war a the reader against 
relying too nuich on the appurontly big proi»ortions cKhibitcxl by the 
“Literate in EaglLsli*' 3ul>head of tijo "Females to 1,000 Males” 
ci>iumn. To reduce tliese to fclieir due jjerspective, we have only to 
state the actual mnulKirN, male and fuinule, of literate in EngJisfn In the 
wiiolo of these Dominions, only 14,71 £) are Literate in English t lailW of 
these are males, 2.586 females* 

3. Rnlw'diary Table II exhibits Education by Age, Sex and KelL 
pion. From this it is dear that Christiana are tiie most educated uith 
1 in literates in a thouauJid of the popiilaiion. Miisalmanacome next with 
id: and Ditulns and A niinistic races folioiv with 25 and 1, reapectively. 
Taking the males separately, tJie largest tuimher of literates among 
Ciiristians belongs to tlie age-perioil 20 ami over ; while among Hindus 
anil ilusalmans. It is to be found in tlie period 15*20. This shows 
that, unlike Hindus and .Musalmans, Ohristiuns bogln, many of them, 
fij educate Uiomselves after 2u. Tins, how ever, is not tl^e case with 
females, among whom the largest number of literates is found, in all these 
three religions,! let ween 15 and 20; which fact wouid seem to indicate 
tliat, though Christian females are more educafcetl, as a rule, than females 
of other religions, those who luive not been eilncated liefore 20, seldom 
attempt to nctioire the accomplishment later. As for the Aniniistic 
races, tlie literate among them are so few that the proportion is not 
even one in a tliousand in the first ifyee age-periods. Under the circuin- 
stauce, it Is useless to comtwre them with members of other reli¬ 
gions. Considered hv thomsclvcs, the last age-period returns the larg¬ 
est proportion, T27 in a thousaiifl among males and *28 in a tlmusaiHl 
among females, Fuj'ther, all females are illiterate l>etween the ages 0 
and lU. 


Hindus and C.'hristiaus are largely literate in Telugu and AJarathi; 
.Musalmnns are literate in Urdu: while, among Animistic races, it is 
rather cutious that those of ttie males wdio hapjjen to 1^ educated are all 
literate ill Marathi or one cf the "Other languages" and the educated 
females are mostly, if not wholly, literate iu Telugu. This is, consider¬ 
ing the figures sliowti by Siibsaliary Tabic II absoluty. But wfieu 
one rcmemticrs that out of the total Aiiimistio tiopulrition, In those 
Dominions, of G3,315, composed of 32,n£) males and 33,106 females, oulv 
63 aro literate, 5X males amt 12 females, one ceases to wonder at. or 
KXJeculate almut, the languagca of male and female literacy being

rliSerent. Wliere literacy is sj iii&iitteHiinalt it is needLcss; to account 
tor tlio difference. 

6. Etiglish literacy is higiiest» as Tvas to be expect::*(]. among 
tUiristians. Oiie^fourtii of the male iwnnlation is literate in Euglisli.and 
a1x)ut oue-tenth of the female. In other religions it is inappreeiable, 
Miisalmans can show only one literate in a thousand males; and, small 
as this proportioii is, it is atx)ve tliat reached among Hiiulii and Animistic 
liuites. Female English literacy is tJie same aiuoiig ^lusalmaus and 
Hindus, '0^ in a thousand, ^liile it does not exist at all among Aiiimtsts. 
Those facts are la^tter explained in the following way : Out <if a t<ital 
iliiutu po]HiIation of 9,870,830, composed of 5,024,202 mdes atui 4,848,037 
females, 4.006 are literate in Englisli. 4,380 males and 226 females. Out 
of a total of 1,155,730 .Vfusalmans of whom 500,230 are iniLles and the 
rest females, 1,529 are literate in English, 1,503 males uutl 26 females. 
And 05,31.5 Animists, male and female, can show only 8 male English 
literates. Oonsklering male a.id female literacy rehitivoly, there are 412 
ULerate females for every thousan I Uter,afe males aujotig Christhins, 101 
among Musahnans, 30 among Hindus, and 215 tnnoTrjf Aniiiitstlc raQH 
The Animistic proportion should not, however, m .sleud us. Its ctnujiHra- 
tive largeneas can lie no iutHcation that- tliere are more English hterates 
among Animisis than among Hindus or Musahuaus ; since, in tlie 
whole of these Dominions, tlicre su‘e only .’ll Animistic miles literat? and 
12 Aniiuistic females. It miy. also, h? notel ia this connection that 
(du’istian female Itlerucy is higher than Oliristiaii ni'.ile literacy between 
the ages 0 and 10. With respect to Englisir Utcracy. there are 375 
literate females for every thousand litenitc males among t.Uirist 'aus, 
Tliat is, in the total population. But looking into the llgures for the 
iliiTerent age-perioils, we find that between the ages u and 10, there arc 
as many literate females as males. And it may ln‘ mentiimed, in passing, 
that it is this which is responsible for the first age-period sliowing the 
I argest proptir lion nf Literate in English under tlie lie id ** H’emides to 
1,0*0 Males" in Subsulbry Table!. The corresponding Hindu and 
Miisahnan proportions are very iiisignific uil, being tU and 87 literate 
feiualoa res|iectively. to a tUoiisand literate males. In the next age-perioil. 
the proportion falls to552 in a thousand ; and mounting up to 702 between 
15 and 20, it goes down to 27S in a thousand in the last. The proportion 
of female literates to male is higher am 'tig Hindus ihan among .Miisal- 
ju in.s f liut th'it is because male English literacy is lower alaLingtlie former 
than amnng the laltsr. There uve no EnglUh literates at. nil among 
AnimisTc females, nor is tins mexpluTitble, Wlieti EiigH.sh education law 
not made much head-wny amongst peoples here who are largely English- 
educated in other parts of India, there is little to wonder at in the facl 
that those who arc mostly illiterate elscwher ' are totally so here. 

7. ftub-siduiry Talde HI shows (vincat'on by Age. .Sex aaJ 
Natural Divisions. Taking the Table for Christians to begin with, I 
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find lhat the culcukitimi of the iilet ate for every lUOO jieisians is Jikely 
t<» give one a very .wifitig ijniireaHloii about tlie relative strength of tlie 
literate iu tlie several iUstrkts, tiie ChriKtluti |>o|niJutiou of most of tJiose 
IHstrkts Ijoiug very small. KxchnUng the HyderalKitl City, which lias 
the largest nuiitber of Christtana in these Doniinious^ (viz. 13,0^ iiiak* 
and female), there are only 4 Djsiriets with a ixi|>ulatitm of ovt-r a tlwu- 
sand. In seven of ihe remaining nistrietsr—Imlnr, Bidar. Sirimr-Tamlur. 
Birh, Namier, rarlilmni ami Oosnianabad—it is below even a hundred; and 
a of these seven again, Bklar, Sirpur-Tandiir, a»<l Namier, have 15,10 
ami 0 OhristianR, restieetively. These seven, therefore. cjUl for no notice, 
it fgoes without saying, that the Hyderabatl Citj' must lie consi¬ 
dered by itself; and a coinjiarison is posslbie only between llti-ee Districts, 
i.e. Aiirangalnid, li\ arimgalaiid Nalgonda, In a thoosand of the (Mirtstian 
impulation, IlyJerahud has ;J8r» eilncateil males—18 of the first age 
perioil, of the second, ^7 of the third and. OOli of the last—and loh 
wiiicated females of whnui ?ii lielong to the first ,^ge-]J©^i^xl, lU to the 
second, 23 to the third, and 88 to the last. And among the other Djs- 
trk-ts with a population of over a thousand, Aurangabad stands first 
with 131 literate males ami 83 literate females ; Waraiigal has 114 literate 
males and 37 literate females; NaJgoinhi 4a males and 5^ females; 
which shows that, prcpoitionatcly, there are more tHlin-jited ChriKtiaii 
fc I miles than nudes inNalgondu. t Uimpai-ing the District pro|M>rtiojj with 
the Provincial proportion, tlie Hyderalaid Oitv' .iloue exceeds the latter. 
The City shows 385 males and 151 females against 307 males and 
130 fenijiles For the whtile Province. 


8. According to the .Miisnlman Table. Rdlways (^tnrn the lai g- 
esl tiiimlier of educated ilnsrlmans, male and female, 175 m a thousand. 
The Ilvileiabad City comes close Itehind witJi 15:1- jx*rsons. Attnf-i- 
iinltiti has a projiortioii oni.i, Warangjd fin, Mahimbnagar 50. Aiiiajigabad 
47, Nidgoiida 40, and llie l emaiidng Distm-ts sliow proportions ranging 
ti'oni 3:.i to nearly 10, Indiir Ijeing at t he head ,iud Btdar bringing up the 
rejr. Of these latter, 1 iidur ami Onsmanabail are aboiK efinaUy cdncateil; 
so also are Namier and Parlihani, Ifirh, Haichnr and Medak, and tiid- 
bargiib and langHiigiir. The only iitentte idusalman femideH to be foimil 
in .Sirpnr-Tandur belong to the »ge-i«!iii)U 20 mid over; and they are 12 
in iiumlK^r. Fiirttier, the Proviochd proportion is 54 fiersons in*a thou" 
sand, and lids is exceeded in the case of 4 of the Districts .shown iu tJie 
Tahie; Hail ways, the Hyderabad City, ,lfr«/-i-Bnf(f« ami Warangal. 

Among the followers of the great Religious, the Hindus are the 
imist backward education ally, in tliese Dominions. And Siibsiiliury 
Table ril for Hindus gives us a definite idc,-! of this back wardness, not 
only for the Province but for the Districts severaHy. Hail ways and the 
11^\ deni bad City claim, as usual, the largest ji report ions, 147 and li'», 
respeetivclv, in a tlunisand. .M-ilibiibnagar crimes third with 31; .Ifi-n/f-f- 
B«fd« and Ccisiiiaimbad have c,ach 28 literatesin a IhoiLsaml; Birli has 28, 
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Auriingsilwitl 27, Warungijl Liiii^iigiir 20, Metliik and Parbliiam 23 
eaclii, N'ander, liiik'lmr und Indtir 20 each, Gulhargah 19, Bidar 19, Nal- 
gcarda and Islgandal 17 e^lell;and lant coinea Sirptu -TatuLur ’ndth only 9 
liUtrates tn its ci'^dit. The pj-oviadal profKiftiun itseif is very low^ only 
25 in n tiiow!«aijd, which is less tlinn Jmlf of that for ^lusaliuans. Ami 
this is exceeded slightly, excluding the Railways and the Hyderabad 
tUty, by 6 J>iatiifts. In jiomt of numbeiTS, however, it uniat be men¬ 
tioned that tliei-e cat! be no comparison between Hjudus and other HeU- 
gionisls. In tlvese Dotniitiuns there me 9 tiuies as many Hindus as there 
are Musaliuaiis; and these again uLimber live times as lancii as 
Chr'stiaiis. 


9, H It baiciiary Table IV sliows English Eitucation by Age, Sex 
am! Xatnral Divisitjiiis. And it scarcely tiennlts of any discussion ; the eflii- 
C!tltonsil pfogresH it reveals is so inappreciably sinsdh Excluding tlie 
Rail ways and tlie Hydemhfid City, not one District is able to shoiv even 
iitte [lerson literate in Rnglish in a tbousamt of the popnlation. In 
actual niliiiljers, the bytlerabad City has I0,857*of Iwth sexes literate in 
English, IJailways 1,235, Aurangabad 1131, Wnrangal 434, Atm/‘'i-iiab/(X 
34f5, Mahbubnagar 267, Raifhnr 240, Pju'bbani 162, Birh, ll8, Xalgomla 
NO, (bilbargah 70, Iiidur Naiider 40, Medak 39, langsngiir 37, 
Elgjnidal 33, Bidar 21, Oosinaimbad 13, and Hirpur-Tandur none* 

10 SuhsMliary Table V, prescril^ed by the C'cnaus (.'otmuissioner 
for India, could not l>e iirejiared for the simple reason that we did not 
tabulate tbe education slips for any seloctcil castes, and so none of the 
Ijarticiilai's necessary foi' the Talile lut^ jivaihible, 

1 L 111 Subskliary Table VI, the colinun for IBSl is Idiink, as no 
ligiU'Gs for that year are available. So, coaiining oiir attention to 
hgiires for iSlll and 1901, we find that in the Jast decade tliere has Ijeeii 
little or no progress in eilncatinn. Indeed in the matter of male educa¬ 
tion, we are worse oH today than we were ten years ago. While we 
could shiwv 08 literates in a. thousand males in 1891, we coidd show only 
55 Kterates in a thousand males in 1901, This is taking the popuhitioii 
as a whole. But onnsideriiig the Districts severally, there has Iwen, 
without doubt, educational progress in some Districts, viz., Hyderabad 
llity, Aurangabad, Hirb, Nmider, Parbhsini and Oosmivnabad; bid. except 
in the fust, it has been very 1 neon side rabJe. Of the other Districts, Kir- 
liar-Tandiir is the least literate. But this Ls in part accounted for by tlio 
fact that It has tlie largest Animistic population in the DominiotiH; and 
this, which is nearly one-lifth of the total Diatrict iiopulatioii, is totally 
illiterate. There is no excuse whatsoever for the swelling of the numbers 
of illiterate persons in the otiier Districts, unless it be that tlie people 
there are pooi-er than ever, or tlieir conservative indillerenre to the 
requiromentB of the times has gathcretl strength sinc<' the last (Icnsus. 
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Ah regards the District, it may, however, Tje exjjluineil 

thattJm tlGcrease is dvio to its pruxhiiit'y to the City, to whieli stn- 
deuts resort for education. In ]S91 there wore 3+3,t4i literate in 
ii,871,195 males and 1J ,(l(>3 literate in 5,467,513 femaJes. Now accord- 
ing to Imperial Table VIU, there are 310,2'^'; literate in .">,073,629 
males and 18,8S3 in 5,467,513 females. It means that, with a sum Her 
fermile population, we have a larger Jiumber of female literates; while the 
proportion of male literates to the malo population la less than it was 111 
years ago. This would jwmt to the conchision tiiat, during t lie past 
d^ado, not only estraordinaT-y—extraordinary, I ineaii. for those Doiiil* 
moos—efforts were made to further the progress of female education, but 
also that male education w^as ueglectcd to a considerable extent. But 
t-iie contrary is the truth. There ai-e many more imile scliooJs and educa¬ 
tional agencies now thauin 1891, and the average staudard of inals intelli¬ 
gence has certainly improved. The reason for the very slight progress 
tiiat has taken place in female literacy is, of course, easily stated. If 
female education has made little pi-ogress in British India, wiiere tlie de- 
Hirability of, as well as the necessity for, eclucatiou. is idmost imlversaUv 
recognized, is it not mat ter for wonder, nay for congr.it illation, that it has 
l>een liuiping along even in the fasldon it has been doing iiere, consider¬ 
ing that the necessity, even for niale edneatiou, has not come home to the 
minds of most 7 In the poorer classes, the woman Ls as much a breatt- 
wiliner as the man. And she generally earns her bread in the very 
occupations in wtdeh her male relative liuda !iis livelihood. Among the 
well-to-do, educational accomplishments in Tivomen, lieing generally 
gardod w ith suspicion, are seldom sought for. As yet the social reformer 
has not made his appearance in the home eireJe. Until be does, woman 
will coutuine to glory in her ignorant supremacy over tlio household—ami 
there is no druiit whatsoever that she wields enormous iiiiluence in her 
sjjhere, regardless, of course, of consequence—and pity, and despise, the 
lot of tlio.se who tiave to learn to read ami write. 


12. Passing on to yubsidbiiy Table VH. figures for l*i8I not be 
iiig avai^blc. progress of Englisli education cun be determined only sinci 
I SlU. Further, the numlier of literates not being returned for Railway: 
at the last C'ensus, we arc obliged to exclude, for purposes of coTiiparlsfm 
tlie luunW shown agaiiisi Railways at the pre.sent Census. Doing tliis 
we llml some cause for satisfaction. In a thmisand there were i-37 Jite 
rate in 1391, whereas now we have 19*4.

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and 1*40 literate, resijectively, against *67 and *32 in 1891. Literacj in 
English seems to have died out altogether in Sirpur-Tantiur. Female 
literacy in English has also advanced somewhat, the Hyderabad City, 
once agam, showing the bigliest progress among the Districts. Taking 
the Subsidiary Tables VI aod VII togettier, the conclusion ia irresisti¬ 
ble that English education has progiessed somewhat at the eapense ot 
education in the Vernaculars. 
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CHAPTER Vr, 

Language. 

With a view to get an insight into the race of foreigners inhabit¬ 
ing a pvou place, tlic returns of '* Mother tongue** and “ Birth place " 
prescribed. The advisablity of so doing was ftrst recognised in 
1881. And though in 1891, a se|iarate column was provided for the 
record of “ Race;” yeb the column for ** Parent-tongue” also was allow¬ 
ed to remain. Tliis was done not so much for purposes of comparison as 
for provicling help to further the cause of future philological researches- 
It was also done, because it was thought that it would secure 
for us "a photograph, as it were, of the existing distribution of 
lauguages hi India from the jxipnlar standpoint, which might, to some 
extent, guide the more leisurely and comprehensive researches of 
competent siicdalists,” The enumerators, therefore, were instruct¬ 
ed to record in their schedules ‘‘the language ordinarily spoken in 
the IioiLSohold of the parents, whether it be that of the place of ennme- 
ratieu or not.’* The column for Mother tongus " was retained for the 
Census of 1901 also, and the following instruction was issued to the 
enumerators for fillLug the columu 13Language. “Enter tlie language 
which each person returns as that which he ordinarily uses." 

2. Following the abo%'e iiistruofcion, the enumerators recorded 
in their schetlules all available inforinatiou regarding “Mother tongue 
and it was from these schedules that the information now collected was 
first abstracted andjthcn compiled. Imperial table X, whicti deals with 
“ Mother-tongue " and furnishes materials tor the writing of this chapter, 
is for tiie sake, of convenience divided into four parts : The first part 
shows us how the population is distributed with reference to— 

(A) the Vernaculars of the Hyderabad State, 

(B) the Vernaculars of India beyond the Hyderabad State, 
(O) the Languages of Asiatic Countries beyond India, and 
(D) the Languages of European Gountries; 

the second exiiibits bow the languages returned at the Census of 1901 
are fouiul distributed with reference to their Pumllies; the thlril 
reveals the territorial distribution of each language; and the fourth 
lays bare the distribution of districts by languages. 

3. A i*eferenc 2 to the first part of tlie Imperial Table 
will show that no less tlian 11,120,696 persons or 99*82 pel* cent, of 
the total population, spaak either Marathi, Telugii, Cauai-eso, Urdu 
or some other Iiidiau language. The first four, coming under our 
rt^roup A, form the chief Vernaculars of the State and help 10,764,42*^ 
souls or 96-62 per cent, of tiio population to give expression to tlieir 
thoughts ; w’hile the rest spoken beyond the geograpical limits of these 
territories, form our group B and enable 356,266 persons or 3*20 per cejit.

11,898 pergona or I'O 
per cent, of the population speak languagea belonging to Countries 
of Asia situated beyond the borders of India ; while 808ft souls or 0*7 jier 
cent, of the ixjpnLition si)eak the languages of Europe. The fonner come 
under our group 0 and the latter under n. The mother tongue of 4tJ'i 
Ijersons or *01 per cent of the iK)i>u)ation is unspecified. 


4. The following figures lead ns to a knowledge of the number of 
persona returned as sfieaking any one of the languages fallhig under 
the above mentioned groups. The number of persons speaking the local 
Vernaculars is more than the number speaking any one of the langua¬ 
ges coming under the remaining groups or even all the oMier groups 
put together. This means that for every 100 persons who sjKjak the 
language of the country, tliere are whn do not sjMiak it; or in other 
words, for every forfilgner who hiliabits tlie State there are 29 who are 
the children of the soil.

There are here more males who speak one or more langu¬ 
ages falling under one or more groups than there are females. Out of 
a total of 11.110,6X0 persons sjjeaking Ianguage.'i coming under all the 
groups. :'i,G73,401 or 50'0 imr cent, are males and 6.467,189 or 49-1 |)er cent, 
females. .This shows that the former are in excess of the latter bv 
I'S per cent. Thin percentage also represents more or less the excess 


of the male over the female population, speaking the local Vernaculars ; 
but the excess becomes considerably large, 75’9, 43*7o and 33*.'»2 
per cent., in the case of other Indian Vernaculars and the Lai>guiige:-j 
of Asia and of Europe, respectively. The excess of males over femaTpH 
uudor group A is explained away by the fact that the male ijopulatiou 
in these Dominions is in excess of Hie female by i*g per cent., and 
the excess under group B is accounteil for by the circirmstnnces that 
there are hero more bachelors than maids, Isjcauuc of the exigencH*s 
of the Military Service, which iinjiascs rest rictions mjou its memljcrs 
in the rnattei- of their marriage. 
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6. Part IT cjctiibits the classification by Families of tho 
laiipiiajctes rcturaerl in the schoihiles. Kvery omlonvour was madebrint; 
tbi» classificatioti circulated into accord with that made by I>r. Griei'scjii 
atwl printed in the '‘Indexes of Languages" for the guidance of the 
Snperintenilefita of the Census operations. Though tltis classification is 
given in the Table under review, yet it will not be ont of place to notice 
here liow certain dialects came to be classed with their main languages, 
notwithstanding the fact that tliey were returned m the schedules

7. The population siieaking the languages which fall under the 
head of the main Bub'Families, Branches and Grou]^ of the IndoK European 
Family, numbers 4,310,175 persons or 38'69 per cent of the aggregafo 
strength of the population of the State, as against 6,820,469 persons or 
61'22per cent., who " ordinarily use '* the dialects and languages belonging 
to the Dra vidian Family. The Tibeto-Burman, the Mongolian and the 
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Semitic Families play a very insignificant part here, in as much as the 
numbel' of iieraons speaking ttielr dialects is only 1,234 and 9,a37» re- 

spectiveJy, « hich represents ‘flOOl, -0003 and -089 per cent, of the total 
population. 

s. Tlie Indo-Europiin and the Draridian Families of Langu¬ 
ages claim the largest numljer of votaries. This mast bo due to the 
fact that not only the four local Vernaculars coimt among their speakers 
no less than 9 (j' 62 per cent, of tJie entire population; but also the 
other Indian, Asiatic and European languages come under either the 
fiido-Eiuopean or tfie Dravidian Family and count among their speakers 
all the remaining persons, save 9,937.

11. Part in shows the territorial distribution of the several 
languages, ami is divided into 5 sections. In paragraph 4 sitpra, it 
was stated that the population speaking the four local Vernaculars 
covered by group A, numbers 10,764,42J persons, of whom 3,468,059 
are males and 5,296,369 females. The first section of this part gives 
the number of persons speaking the four local Vernaculars and shows 
how that number is distributed over the several districts. From this it 
will be seen that Telugu, which is the language of 5,148,056 iiersons, 
occupies the place of honour, followed by Marathi, Oanarese, and Urdu, 
which are spoken by 2,895,864,1,562,018 and 1,159,490 persons, respec¬ 
tively. In other words, Telugu claims 47*13 per cent, of the local Ver¬ 
nacular speaking population, Marathi 10'76 per cent., Canarese 14-51, 
and Urdu 10*76.

It w^Ul be seen from the above that, among persons speaking 
Telugu, Marathi and Urdu, the males preiK)nderate over the fcitmles 
by 2*6, *33 and 2-6 per cent,, respectively; while among those that 
speak Canarese, it is the females that preponderate by *2 per cent. 
The reason for this preponderance of males is not far to seek; it is 
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fouud m the fact that tJie foreigners, who eoine here frnrii Mjulrtts, 
Bombay and the T'nitefl Provinces in search of livelihood, are eithei' 
iiumanied, or are tuoie who have left their wives behind them. The 
prepoiuleranee of the Canarese u onieii is i>erha|> j tine to their settle¬ 
ment here from tlie adjoining British Territory on aocoimt of the esta¬ 
blishment of re la tl nish ip, especially luarit.iU Itnuyalsobe due partly 
to the eintgrutioii of ni.iles into the British Terri buries, arui partly to 
death conse|uent on the ravages wrought by the late famine. 

13. Our districts stand in the order in which they are shbwji 
in Statement Xo. I, so far as the strangth of the population speaking 
tho oiir Vernacular langnagea of the State goes. 

14. What we learn from this Table is— 

(a) tJiat the Telugu language preponderates in the dLstricts 
which constitute the linguistic division of ** Teliiigaiia”, and the Marati 
language preponderates in the tract of the country kui>w:i as the 
** Mahafatwadi Division.” 

(hi that the Telingana Districts of Elgttndal, Wbiraugal, Nal- 
gpitda, Mahbubnagar, Indnr, ,lfr«f-i-h<ildti and Moljdak contain 18 15, 
16*05, 12*47, 11'84, 9*63, 7*01 and G 30 per cent., respectively, of the 
Telugu population ; that these are foUawed by the Ciirnntic Districts of 
liaichur and GuibirguU, .5*01 and 3*36 per cent., rospeetively, of whoso 
IKjpiilntion Telugu speaking; and that the City of Hytlerabad wifcli 3*30 
|>er cent, of its population speaking Telugu divides arc the aTx>vo namecT 
districts from the .Mahirattwadi Distrietaof Bidar, .Birpur-Tandnr, Nan- 
der, Lingsugur, Aurangabad, Parbhani, Birh and Oosinanabad with 2*38, 
2‘32, t*36, *33, *13, ‘11, *07, and *05 per cent,, respectively, of their popu¬ 
lation sjjcaklng the Telugu laugiutge, 

(c) 1, that, as regards the Harali language, the Aurangabad 
District stands first with a large strengbh of the Marathi speakifig 
population (19*89 par cent.), follo wed by Parblmrii with 10*52 per cent., 
Oosinanabad with 15*56 per cent., Birh with 14*76 par cent, Namier with 
12*18 iiercent., Bidar with 8'&*2 psr cent., Sirpur-Tandur with 2*64 per 
cent, and Giilbrirgali with 1*63 per cent. 

2. that the Hyderabad City with *64 per cent, of its Marati 
speaking population forms the dividing line here as well; though Indur 
and KIgandal claim higher percentages of 2*04 and -65, resi>ectively • and 
that the remaining Telingana Districts come in tho following order 
Warangal (*47), Mahbubnagar (*26). ( *20), Liugsugur and 

Haichur (*19 each), Medf;k (*17) and Nalgouda (*09), 

(d) that as regards Canarese, Lingsugur Iieads the list, follow¬ 
ed by Gulbargah and Raichur; that linguistically considered, the incor¬ 
poration of the Dis^ict of Raichur with tho Maharatwadi Districts is an 
anamoly, in that it contains more Telugu speaking than Maharati or 


Gaiiarese 8])eakhig persons; and that the remaining districts stand in 
the following order:—

13. A brief « 30 inparlsou of the T'eardfu nf the Census of 1901 
with those of tlie Census 1891, will not alfcogetiier be devoid of interest, 
Statement No. IT furnishes all the materials necessary for siicii a com¬ 
parison. It will be seen from this statement that if, during the last 
decade, the Telugu and the Canarese speaking population increased by 
116,987 and 110,972 persons, respectively, the Marathi and the Urdu 
speaking population went down by 097,994 and 36,726 sonla, respec-. 
tively. Ill this Statement “Urdu” includes “Hindustani”; the case 
was just tlic same In the statement for 1891. 

16. Group B includes all the languages that a re geaeraliy spoken 
outside the limits of the Hyderaba<l Dominions: but the.se arc returned 
under tiie general head of “ Vernaculars of India,” A list of these 
languages, together with the number of males and females sj>oakiag each 
language, will be found in Subsidiary Table I. And seeing that tlie 
number of persous returned as speaking each of these laiigiiages is very 
small, any lengthy remarks nutde in connection with them wih be suiier- 
erogatory, in flo far, at all events, as tMs State is couccj'iuhI. 

17. The only languages, then, that mopil any notice at our 

hands, aro (n) GujaratUi 1 13.064), Panjabi (3.368), Mar wadi (->7.777), 
Hindi (28,767), Rangari (1,813), Hindustani (3,106) and Uriya (3.53)— 
meinl>ers of the Indian Braueli of the I«do-Earoijcna of langu¬ 

ages; ami (h) Tamil (27,473), Komva (2,147), Yeraknlu (4,774), Koya 
(15,893) and Ghoudi (.79,669), members of— the Drai'itUaii KrtHtil;/ of 
languages. 

18. Among the linguago.s of the Indo-Euroix'au Pamilyt .Mar- 
wadi, w’liich claims the largest riuiiiboi-.issjioken in all the districts of the 
State. The largest numljer of the Murwudi-s[K?aking jicoplc is found in 
the Aurangabad District (12,383). the Hydei abaci City (9.482 b ami tluj 
Districts of Parbhani (9,369), Bii'li (7,667), Oosmaiiubad (4.573), Bidar 
(3,683), Gulbaigah (2,,>24) and Nander (2,409), siiii|>ortiug, in tin* order in 
which they are given here, the next largest nuiubers. The ToUngaua' 


as well as the Districts of [nUtir. liak'hiii: anti Litig!4ugur arc 
very apsirsely populated by these Indian Jews. The majority of Ujoso 
gravitate, as a rule, tii viirds Cities and Oantonraenta in profereiico to 
llu* i ural areas; and this must be so, because of the large scope that 
exists in these centres of life and civilization for cniuraerce and 
s)n?culation on an extensive scale. 

In point of numbers Hindi ranks next; for the Hindi st>eaking 
)K>pu)a1:ioJi s[)reads over the City of Hyderabad and the MaharatwaiU 
Districts. Aurangabad claims most of these (1*1,107), Parbhani l3,207l 
cotnitig next, followed by the Hyderabad City (2,360) with Xander, 
Oosmanabadj Bidar and Uulbnrgah in the rear. The cotnjwirative absence 
of this Lmgnagc in the Telingaiia Districts is noteworthy. .Alter Hindi 
comes Giijrattii in ixiint of numerical strength. Gulbargah claims the 
tar^st nnmlx^r, Aurangsibad, the Hyderabad City and Itaichnr claiming, 
in the order In which they are recorded here, the nest highest nninbers. 
Like the Marwari or the Hindi s^ieaking jxipillation the Gujarathi speuk^ 
ing [lopuktiou too is scarcely to be encountered in the Telingatia Districts 
itrd die Diatrict of Hirpur-Tandur. This circumstance ailoriLs further 
proof that people with trading proiiensities .settle down only in Canten- 
tiients and Cities, where there is a larger scofie for profesaioual training 
than in the I'ural areas. The population which returned Himliistani or 
rirdii as , its mother-tongtie is found only in the Hyderabad City (1,381), 
Anrangabstd (1,04!J), Iiirh(+(j) and Parbhatii (21(1); the tirst two claiming 
tljc two liighest numliers. Tlie population speaking the Panjabi biti- 
gnage numbers 2,36^ porsons; and tJiese are found distributed ail over 
tlie Mahiirativ.uLi Districts and the City of Hyderaljud. In this cast?, 
Aurangahad Claims the largest number, followed by Birli and Xander, 
tlie Hy derailed City enmiiig next wit it Parbliani in the rear. The 
Telingana nistriets are eonspicuous by the absence in them*'of the 
Panjabi-speaking population, except Wn rati gal, Medak and indnr, which 
contain 2, 1 and 49 persons, respectively. Kangri, though returned and 
separately classiiied, is a diadect allied to Gujaratlii. It is the mother- 
tougiit* of the Dyers—a class of people, retnrneil as inhabiting only two 
places, AurangaVtnd and Nander, the former eoiitiurdng 1.832 and thelatter 
11 jicrsons. TJrlya clasaetl uith Jagannathi and allied to Ghoiidi, is a 
meiMey of languages partly Aryan and partly DI'avidian; its etymology ia 
Aryan in origin, while its syntax is derived from the Dravidian sources. 
It miy, in a way, l>e regapdetl as a link connecting the Aryan with the 
Dravidhm groups of languages. The Hyderabad State must be in¬ 
debted for our Aryan*Miieaking impulation to the C-entraJ Provinces on 
the one hand and Gan jam and Vizagapatam on tJie other. They are 
chieily found in the Telingana and the Ivariiatic districts. They muster 
strong in the District of Mahhubiiagar; Haiclmr siipiiorts tJie next, 
largest number followed by .Medak, Warangal, Oosmanaliad, Lingsugur 
and Atref-Ida. Tliore is a total absence of them in the Maharatwadl 
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Division* if wa except Blrh and Nander, which claim 35 and 3 persons* 
respectively, to their credit. 

ID, Among the Dravidian languages, Ghondi, the language 
of the Ghonds, from whom the language takes its name, claims the 
large.st numlTer (59,669), Of 59,669 per.sons speaking this language. 
^9,462 are males and 30,207 females. This shows tliat females are in 
excess of males by 742. If Sirpur-Tandur is inhabited by so many as 
50,727 Ghonds, Elgatidal harbours 5,469, and Indur 3,344, The Districts 
of Afraf-i-5ai(Zrt, Nander and Raichiir support 2,620 aud 18 respectively: 
while the City of Hyderabad 5, and Aurangabad and Mahbubnagar 
only 1 each. Though glorying in the poisession of a return all devoted 
to Itslef, Koya is after all a dialect, ofGhondi; and 7,9i2 males and 
7,933 females or 15,805 |>t»rsons in all speak it. And tlicse are founti 
scattered as fallow :—

taumber of centres in the Teiingana than in the ilaiiaratwaili Territory. 

Out of the languages that still remain to be noticed, Tamil de¬ 
mands our attention first. We have in all 27,475 Tamil speaking persons 
scattei'cd over many h distadet of the State. The City of Hyderabad 
coaatains 17,718 persons and Blgandal 2,52^ ; while Warangal, Medak 
aud are aaot without their share of tlicm. Tiae one no- 

ticeabJe feature in this cjnnectaoaa is that tlie Telliagaua Territory alone 
sceans to have a partiality for the; Tamil speaking for wliUe Ttvaajg in 
very large ambers an the Teiangaiia Ctauntry, they are coiaspicuous by 
absence through-out the whole range of the Country of the Maratha 
Koravaand Brukall are the dialects spoken by the Indiata Gypsies; tlaese 
are admixtures of kingiiagcs partly Tamil and tiartly Telugu. We have 
2,147 Koravas and 4,774 Yerukahis iiilaablting the Ooamtry. The Koravas 
inhabit Idngsugur (1,363), Haichur (541) arad Mahbubnagar (241); ivhile 
the Yerukalas i>eople Warangal (1,815), Nalgomla Mahbubnagar 

(746>, Elgaiidsil (453), Afruf-t-h/ddn (467) mid iiaichur (2.53), This diM- 
tribution shows that the Telugu form of the name ht used only in tho 
Teiingana Districts, while the Tataii fortai, fvarfiviir«, is used in tiae other 

Districts,

This is perhaps due to the fact that all the men who return Andnc 
and Pushto as their mother-tongue, are the descendatvts of a nice of 
soldiers, wlio, emigrating from their mother country—Arabia or Afgha¬ 
nistan—came down to settle in Hyderabad- 

22. A pernsiil of the Statement detailing the terrifeorial distri¬ 

bution of the population, speaking tlio languages of Asiatic countrie.*i 
Ij'ing beyotnl India, slmwa that persons ordinarily speaking Arabic arc 
roil 11 rli I j alt the districts of the State: The Hyderabid Oity takes the 
lead witli 2,6Ihpersons; the Gulbargah District with 1.538 persons coincA 
next, follnwetl liy the Aurangabad, the Atrrtf-i-Bafdn and Parbhani Diin- 
triers with ttSft. 010 and 844 persons, resi>ectively. The Warang.il IUh- 
trict fimies* last with 81 and the Medak District with 78. As re¬ 
gards moil whrsse mot her-tongue is Paslito, a majority of them are in 
the liyilciiibud City alone; Aurangabad shows the next liesfc figure, 
258, followed by ParhUaiii and Dldar with 170 ami 1R5 persons, resjjee- 
tively. The .4trn/-f*D(ddn brings up the rear with 129]jer»ons, It may 
liere he pointed out that our Irregular Troops have among their ranks 
many a man of either Arab or .Vlghan extracMou, stationed on dutj’ at 
dilf^ reiit centres in the interior of the Domintons; and this accounts for 
the recurrence of .\rabic and Pashto si>eakiiig men in the Mofussil. 
Of 308 Persian B|HHiking persons. 260 are foitml in tlie Hyderabad 
City, The .Ufvif-J-JJtitdii has 48 |>ei'Ht>iis, of wlioin 41 are females ami

23. A comparison of the aforesaid results} with the statistics 
for 1891 is ititeresting, fllsclosing, as it does, the diSerence between the 
two «eta of figures. 

A referenee to Statement No. II will show that, during the last 
decade, there was a faU of n,93u persons in the popuiatioa speaking the 
Gujaraihi langjiago. 

The figures for Tlinili. Marwadi and Kangri go under the head 
• of “liindi, ” wlioso voterics were more in 1901 than they were in 1691. 
by 10,329 ijei’aons. The Mar wadis are for India, what the Jews are for 
the Knroi>eaii Countries, and their number in the Hyderabad Territory 
comes to 57,777. Uriya and Jagaanathi returned only 18J persons at 
the Census of 1901, as against 2,5G5 returned in 1891. 

During the last decade, the Ghontli and the Koya speaking 
ixipubtion also increased by 39,497 persons; but against this increase 
there is a decrease of 23,2^7 persons under the Gipsy and the Biul lan¬ 
guages. thus showing a net increase of only 11,120 persons. 

The Tajml speaking population increased, during the last decade, 
by 2,9S3 persons. 

The fitll under tlio Persian speaking population is inappreciable, 
Ijeing only 419 ; but the decrease under the Arabic and the Pushto speak¬ 
ing population amounts to 2,932 and 1.354 persons, respectively. 

24. EngUsh, Poitiignese, Spanish, French, Gernuin, Italian and 
'rurkish are the Euroi>eani Languages forming gi-oup I>, and the sub¬ 
joined Table shows the number of males and females speaking thrae 


laitmiages; — - 
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2«>. The lo^c of numbers warrsuts the assignineDt of the p!ace 
of lionoLir to English, which is spoken by as many as 7,907 persons. The 
other languages being but poorly represented, we may dismiss a consi¬ 
deration of them as unprofitabto labour, witJi the one remark that there 
are more females than mates among the French and the Italian speaking 
population. 

Tlie City of Hytlerabad reserves to itself all the Spanish, 
the French and the Gannan speaking population ; Gulbargah furnishes 
suQicient attraction to the Turk, and Baichur and Lingsugtir to the 
Italian. The Portuguese number 54 iu Hyderabad, but the number does • 
not exceed 5 in Aurangabad, Warangal and Giilbarguli, 

^7, The English speaking population inhabita all the districts 
of the State c.xcept Sirpur-Taudur, the largest number («,562>, say, six 
sevenths or S2-99 per cent, is found in the City of Hyderabad * Warangal 
comes next (100), followed by Auraiigaljad (105) and .4trftf-i-Bnidn (101). 

The reumiiiiiig districts returned less than one hundred 
each; Gulbargah taking the lead with 07 poi-soua and Ratchur and Par- 
blmni with their Cimtonment.s, returning 64 and 53, respectively. The 
Railway statistics sliow a return of 390 persons, whose mother-tongue is 
KnglLsh. 

28. For purposes of comparison, these results are printed in 
the Statement aide by side with those for 1&91. From this it u ill be 
seen that, durUig the last decade, there was a decrease of 978 English 
speaking persons.In 1891 our Territorie.s gloried in the po-Hsession"of a 
solitary Siianiard. 

29. 1 he Gipsy atid the BhiL dialects call for special notice. A 
reference to Part il of Imperial Table X, will show that the 
IKjpulatiou speaking these dialects numi>ors 127,906 persons, of whom 
125,070 •* ordinarily use '* the Gipsy and *2,836 the Bhil dialects. Both 
of these dialects are the vehicles of tliought of tribes of the vagrants 
inhabiting Forests and Hills. At the present stage of the operations 
<»f the Linguistic Survey, we have at our disposal more information 
regarding the Gipsy dialects tlian the Bhil detect. And thougli some 
are of opinion tliat tlie Biiii dialect is a corrupt form of Gujarathi: 
yet experts are still uncertain as to wiiethor it belongs to the Aryan or 
the Dravidian Family of I.,ang«agea. Tiie Gipsy language, or, it ail 
events, a majority of its dialects, is of Uravidian origin,and appears to 
be a corrupt form of some one Wrnneuiar or an other of either Northern 
or Southern India. 

At the Census of 1901. the-ie languages wore returned as ** Hindi- 

Gipsy.*’ 

39. Talking of dialects, one dialeel alone was returned as tielong- 
ingto the “Bhil laiigtmge; this.diulect in spoken inostty in Aurangabad 
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aiitl to some extonl in Sirpur-TaiKlur, Birb, N^uidcr sud Parbhaui. 
Kleveti diElcci^t were returned as apportitiuing to the Gipsy langnage; 
anil their tiuines and the number of persona, whose spoken lartgua^^s 
tJjey are, are given hereunder: —

Of all the above dialects, only Lamani or Banjari, Kaikadi and 
ftanilMtdt deserve special attention. The word Lamani of Hyderabad 
assumes the form of Lnnmni or BanjaW in Bombay and Lambadi in 
South India. In Warangal, 31,543 peersons speak the Lamani or Banjari- 
diulect. Tndiir and Gulbargah contain 10,9G7 and 10,673 f^imani speak¬ 
ing persons,' Lin^ugur and Aurargabad, 6,323 and 6079 ; Blgandal and 
Raichnr, 5,334, and 4371; Parbhani and Sirpur-Tandiir, 4,316 and 4,140, 
respecMveiy. The Districts of Nandcr, Bldar, Birh and Oosnianabad 
are not without their share of 2,911, 2,900, 1,249 and 788 of these per¬ 
sons, respectively ; though the Oky of Hyderabad can only show 21 of 
them. Of :^8,185 Lambadis, l9,'i4D are found in Nalgonda, 3,670 in 
Mahbubnagar, 2,ii*07 in Aledak and 1,46U in Atrof-i-linldo, These dis¬ 
tricts returned not a single ** Lanmni or Banjnn” This distribntion of 
the Lambadis or Lainanis, by whatsoever form of name ttiej' may Vmj 
eulkfd, Iciids force to the remarks made above; for the Districts of 
Nalgonda, ilalibubnagar, Medak and .-Itrof-i-bnhfa returned Lnmbadf" 
as tlie name of the languages spoken tliere, and these districts ase situ- 
.■\ted nearer to Southern India than to Bombay. People living in 
districts nearer to Bomlxiy than to Bouthern India returned their 
mother tongue as ** LoiiioHt.” 

Kaikadi is a dialect spoken by one of the llUt Tribes found in 
Southern India. The peo]>le, who speak this tongue, are vagrants found 
only in our Mahratwadi Districts. Bidar witli 500 Kmkatlis has the 
largest number; and nulliargah, Oo 3 aiana 1 >ad and Slrpur-Tandur come 
ii«xt with 392, 3S3, and 370 ])ersons, respectively. The popniatioii in 
€lio other districts varies from 50 in Nander to 242 in Birh. 

31. Subsidary Table IV, which shows the nuuiber of books 
published in each iaiiguage during the decade 1891-1900, is iutended to 
tluow light upon the movement of the Kovival of tlie Vernacular 
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Literature. Accortiin^ to this Table, tti9 books were published diirini;: 
the decade in question, of which 164 were Urtlu, 3 Teliigu, one (Jaiiareso 
and one Maratliir Taking by subjects, we tind that 63 books were 
devoted to law, 59 of which were written in Urdu and *1 hi tlie other

local Vernaculars. Next to books on Law, came lKH>ks ou Education, 
44 of which were written in Urdu. 

It is impossible to mdulge {lore in the institution of any com¬ 
parison, for the simple reason that materials are not a%*ailable under tJiis 
head for the Censuses of 1881 and 1891; and under these circumstances. ' 
all that is now possible to say is that more books were published in the. 
Urdu language than in any otiier Vernacular that is generally spoken 
either in the Country or by the iieople.

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OnAPTER VI I. 

IVFUtMITlXS. 

General JRentarks. 

The infirmities, about which iaforinatiou was obtained at tiie 
Census of IfiOt, were:— 

(a) Insanity. 

(5) Deaf-mutism. 

(c) Biiudness. 

(d) Leprosy. 

2. At the outset, we shall reproduce the instructions issued to 
the Census Officers for the enumeration of the aforesaid infirmities. 

** Column 16. lofirniities:—If any person be blind of both eyes, 
or deaf and dumb from birth, or insane, or suffering from coi^rosive leprosy, 
enter the name of the infirmity in this column: Do not enter those who 
are blind of only one eye, or who liave become deaf and dumb after birth ^ 
or who are suffering from white leprosy only/' 

The heading of the column >in the schedule also runs thus : 
** If any be blind, insane, deaf-mute, or leper, enter the infirmity below,” 

The enumeration of the infirmities was conducted on the lines 
of the instructions quoted above, and the result is exhibited in Imperial 
T.'fblc XII, piinted iu Volume II. 

3. In 1871 no census was taken in this State, and this circum¬ 
stance precludes the possibility of our laying under contribution 
the figures of that year for purposes of comparison. 

As regards the figures of 1881 and 1891, no great reliance could 
be placed on them, for the reason tliat the agency, then available, was 
too ignorant to understand the instructions issued for their guidance, 
the clearness and the completness of the iustructions notivithstanding. 

As for instance, tiiough only those blind of both the eyes m ere 
desired to be enumerated for inclusion in the eohunn for ** blindness” : 
yet numerous cases were brought to light, where jjersona blind of one 
eve also were entered in the column. 
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The case was just the same with regard to congenital deaf- 
mutism as well; for persons who were deaf on accoimt of old age, were 
also returned under this mfirmity. 

4. These errors were referred to in detail in ray Report on 
the Census of 1891. One satisfactory feature of the 1901 Census was that 
the experience gained at the Censuses of 1331 and 1891 was fully availed 
of; the nature of the inhrraities regarding which information was 
wanted, was fully explained; and the mistakes to be avoided were duly 
pointed out, And as a result of tliis only such persons were 
returned in the schedules as were either actually insane, or were deaf 
and dumb from birth, or were bUnd of both the eyes, or were leprous, 
stricken with the black species as distinguished from the white one. The 
difficulties, wiiich attend the collection of information regarding inhrmi- 
tiea, are so w'ell known that it is needless to reiterate them here. The 
chief difficulty lies in the reluctance on the part of the people, and espe¬ 
cially of parents, to acknowledge that their child or other member or 
members of tiielr family are afflicted with any ono of the inflrmities 
above detailed. And this difficulty assumes formidable proportions 
in such ti’acts of country as this State, where tho Zenana sj"stem pre¬ 
vails and the enumerators have to solely depeml for their infortnation 
regarding females and children on the male members of the family. 
To this reluctance must, therefore, be ascribed the scanty record of 
people of unsound mind and deaf-mutes in the earlier stages of life, 

o. In tabulating the figures of 1891, each infirmity was 
allotted a distinct Table: People of unsound mind were shown in 
Table XII ; tho Deaf-mutes in Table Xlllf; the Blind in Table XIV ; 
and the Lepers in Table XV ; while the distribution of these by Castes 
and Ages was shown in Tables XII — A, XIII— A, XIV — A, and XV— A. 
Whereas the figures for these identical infirmities, collected in 1901, arc 
exhibited in Imperial Table XII ; for, the *' Optional Table, XIIt—A, 
was not compiled for this State. But in his Note on “ liifirmitiea,” the 
Census Commissioner for India suggested the preparation of seven 
Subsidiary Tables "with a view to bring out any correlations that 
may exist between particular kind of infirmities and particular tracts of 
country, religious, sects, castes, occupations, and ages.'* Of these, all 
Bubsidiary Tables except those that relate to Castes and Occupations, 
were compiled. They are printed at the end of this Chapter ; and to 
these, references will be made when dealing with each infirmity, 

6. The total number of the insane, the deaf-mutes, the blind, 
and the lepers, found in the State, was 2,6^ iiersons. 

This means that one in every 4,228 persona was afflicted with 
some one of the four infirmities. The 1901 details of each infirmity by 
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Sex, also those of 1881 and 1891. are exhibited in the subjoined 
Table t —

The aboffe figures prove to a demonstration that, during 
the last two decades, there was a marked dedine in the number of per¬ 
sons sfflicted with the above infirmities ; and this tendency to decline was 
more striking in the second than in the first decade. This feature was 
characteristic not only of this State but also of other parts of India. 
It was, probably, due to the conscientious and intelligent discharge of 
duties on the part of the enumerators employed in 1901, and the conse¬ 
quent elimination from the account of persons blind of one eye, people 
either deaf or dumb, and folks afilicted with white leprosy. 

7. Of the entire population afflicted, a moiety, or 51 per cent,. 
™ contributed by tlie bUnd; the insane and the leprous compriseil 
one-eighth each, 12*7 and 12-5 per cent., respectively; while the deaf' 
mutes formed a fourth of the number, or 23’8 per cent. It may not ^ 
out of place to observe here, that these proportions of l9no were in 
keeping with those attained by the several infirmities in 1889 ami 
Igpi Nor will it be uninteresting to observe also that, when com¬ 
pared with the figures of 1891. the fall in number, under each infirmity, 
was not inconsiderable.

8. A refereuee to liujiei'kl Table XII, priiitol in Volume JI» will 

»how that the mimlTer of |iersoQs of unsouud who iMh:ibite<i the 

State hi 1901, was *534. Tiiis number represents 1^*7 [jer cent, of tlie 
uOlictecI ijopulation, showing tliat out of every 33,356 [>ersQns, that lived 
in the territories, one was iusatie. This figure works out to an uvemge 
of 0*3 i>er 10,000, as shown lu Subsidiary Table I, and jn'lnted along wich 
others at the eud of this CiiaiJter. The averages of 1691 and 1881 were 
I'i and 2*3, reaiiectively, showing a fail of 2'0 and 1*1. 

9, Tills fall was not confined to one sex alone, being common to 
l>oth the sexes. Of 334 Insane persons, 23!J or 71*6 percent, were males, 
the reniaioitig 05 or 28*4 per cent, being females. In other words, the 
number of insane females was only .about two-fiftlis of the iiiunber of 
insane males, as against one-half in 1881 and 1891. The proportion of 
insane females to 1.000 males is given in Biibsidiary Table VIL 

The above state of things goes to prove that, in these Domi¬ 
nions, In.sanity prevaUs to a greater extent aiiiong tnales than among 
females, the only exceptions Iwiiig the tracts of country covered by the 
Districts of Xarider and Gulhargah. 

If). How the in-sane find thcmBelves distributed over the 
several distiicts of the f^tato, is given in Statement No. II, printed at 
the end of this Chapter. This Statement also contains the figures of 
1891. A glance thrown over these brings to light the fact, that there 
was in all a fall of 1,*259 persons, 797 males and 453 females, each Diatiict 
going in fur a share of it. 

The largest decrease of 1G5 jiersons was seen in the Klgandnl 
District, followetl, In the order in which tliey are transcribed here, by 
the Districts of Warangal, Nalgoiidu and Bidar with 143, US and 111 
souls, respeeti^'e)y. '1‘ho decrease in the remaining Districts was below 
lOh each, the smallest deerea.se uf 25 Ijeiiig in Lingsugur. Ttiere 
was,however, an iucrease af 32 In the Hyderabad Oity, to iviio.se credit 
innst 1)0 i>liice<l Jnilf the total uumljer returned. Of the other Districts, 
only Warangal (34) and ludur (21) rotuvned above 20, the rest return¬ 
ing a Sinallei* number. It is significant, however, that the DisDicts 
of Nalgonda and Raichur retiu-ned not a single soul; though in 189! 
they returned 118 and 39 i>ersons. resijectivcly. 

11. tmiieriid Table XIl shows the extent to which insanity pre¬ 
vails at each agej it also exUil>ita the ago distribution of tho insane. A 
reference to tiiis Table will imko it clear, that this mental ilisease show.s 
itself loss iu the earlier than in tlie later stages of life. The malady 
seldom, if ever, seems to claim as its victims ciiitdren under 5 years of 
age. This is, perliapa, due to the diflieulty experienced in practic,!! 
life in drawing a distinct line of doiuarcatton betweeniusanitv ami idiotcy. 
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Blit whether this conjucture is correct or not» the fact remains that the 
disease is more prevalent nftei' the age of 5 than, before it, Tlie 
reason for this must, perhaps, be sought in the reluctance shown by 
parents to acknowledge the painful fact of their clnhlren being insane, 
80 long, at all events, as there is any hope left for cure. But this con¬ 
sideration need not deter us from bascardlng the inference, that lunacy i« 
common to a degree only among persons, who iiave passed the age of 30, 
T1 le number of the insane up to tlie age of 20 is only one-flfth of the number 
returned; and in Hyderabad the number attains its maximum only 
betw’cen the ages 30 and 45,—which is not less than one-half the aggi'e- 
gate number returned. Like the numerical strength. Subsidiary Tiible 
vr also affords proof in sitpiiort of the statement so advanced, that in a 
ixipnlation of 10,000 persons distributed by Age, the highest average is 
reached between 30 and 45 years of age in the case of males, and between 
30 and 35 in the case of females.

] 2, In 1901, there were her© <>27 persons who could not both hoar 
and speak, miis shows that- for every 17|i09 {)er50T}s ennuieratetl, one 
was a deaf-mute. And if deaf-mutes formed £3*8f>ef cent, of the afflicted 
jx>pulatiou; tliey also furnished an average of *6 for every lO^OfJO 
souls counted liere. The averages of 18S1 and 1891 having been 3'U 
and 3*8, respectively, we were confronterl, in 1901, with a decrease of 3-3. 

13. This decrease was found in tlio strength of both the males 
and the females. Because, for every 10,0(i0 persons of each sex, consus- 
sed, *71 were males aiul *40 females in 1901 as against 4*6 males and 3-00 
females in 1891, and 4 30 males and 2 00 feimiles in 1881. Of 627 deaf- 
mutes, 406 or 64-8 per cent, wore males, and 221 or 35*2 per cent, 
females. In other words, the number of afflicted females wei'© above 
one-half ttie number of afflicted males. But in 1881 they were a little 
below two-thirds in niimljer, Subsidiary Table V^n also bears testi¬ 
mony to the fuet| that for every 1,000 males afflicted with congenital 
deaf-mutism, there were only 554 females of all ages, smitten with a 
similar affliction. In 1891, however, the number was 619. These figures 
irresestibly force the conclusion upon trs, that this infirmity establishes 
its sw’ay more among the stronger than among the weaker sex. 

14. Statement No. Ill, printed at the end of this Olmpter, shows 
the distribution of deaf-mutes over the several districts of the State. 
It also discloses the fact that, in 1901, the nuinher of persons afflicteil 
showed a decrease of 3,792 pci'sons, 2,3£3 males and 1,409 females. 
This decrease Avas visible in each anrl every one of our districts ; the 
highest being, 458 persons, 385 males and 173 females, in Elgandal, and 
the lowest 57 persons, £8 males and 29 females, in Sirpur-Tandur, 

15. The District of Gulbargah contributed the largest number 
of deaf-mutes (68). The Raichur District came next (58), followed by the 
Districts of Aurangabad and Warangal, with 55 per-sons each. The Dis¬ 
tricts of Mahbiibnagar, Nauder, Oosmanabad, the Hyderabad City and 
Birli returned 48, 47, 47, 46 and 43 Piersons, respectively, the remaining 
District, except Lingsugur, wliich returned no deaf-mutes, suppovting 
less than 40. 

16. lmi>enal Table XII shows the extent to w-Mchdeaf-muti&in 

prevails 1 at each age, as Avell as the distribution of the deaf-mutes 
over the age-periods. The feature that is characteristic of this 

Table is, that it brings into relief the fact thac deaf-mutIsm, unlike 

insanity, affects persons more in the earlier than in the later stages 
of life. Not a single soul of the age ranging from 0 to 2, was 

returned as .suSering from this malady^ and this ciroumstance 

iCBtifiea, if any testimony is necessary, to tho accuracy of the enumer¬ 
ation ; for it neeils no Jo^c to bring conviction home even to one 
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ficcptically disposed, tliat it is impossible to say within that age— 
period, whether a child, is really afBicted with congenital deaf*niutisiii. 
Later on and up to o years of age, 18 children, 10 boys and 8 girls, were 
returned as deaf*i!nutes. The ■ maximum number wus attained, under 
the period ** lO'-^lu 3} i though more than a trwo^thirds of the number 
afflicted were returned under the period *‘0—35”, This fact is sup- 
|K>rted by the statistics of 1801, which also show that the maximum num¬ 
ber was attained in the period 10—16, and that more than a two-thirds 
of the total returned were found between tlie ages 0 and 35. After 
35, the decline in tiie number begins, the fall keeping pace with 
advancing age. Subsidiary Tables V and VI also unfold the same tale.

1“. '1q 1991, the totiiJ immber of the blind was 1,944. This 
means that out of every 8,299 persona, that llveil in the Donii- 
luons, one was a blind luan. Taken by theuuieives, the blinfl constUn- 
test 51-0 ]ier cent, of the sum of the totals of the afflictwl wmler all the 
four heads of infirmities. The average number of the blind for 10,000 
iwrsons of each sex, as shown in Subsicliary Table T, was 1*2 in 1901; 
"while the averages of 1891 and 1881 were 9'2 anil 11*9. vcsiiectivelv. 
There was thus, during the last two decades, a fall of 10*7- 


18. This fall occured both among the males and the females. 
In every 10,900 persons of each sex, the fall in 1001 was l*a for males ami 
*89 for females as against 10*0 for males and 8*4 for females in. 1891, 
and 12*8 for males and 11*0 for females in 1881, Of 1,344 blind persons, 
859 or 69-9 per cent, w ore males, and 485 or 36*1 per cent, females. In 
other woitls, the numher of blind females was only about one-balf tliat 
of bUn.l males; thoiioh in 1881 and 1891 the former averagetl more than 
fi've-siKths of the hitter. Subsidiary Table VII further shows that the 
proportion of blind females to 1,0. 0 blind males, at all ages, w as iJOa as 
agamst 104 iu 1891. Titis affoifLs some jiistincation for the inference that, 
unlike the other infirmities of inaaiiity, deaf’iuutkni and leprosy, blind- 

iieK8 IB 1110^0 cotiimoti rtinong females tlian among ixialcB. 


19- Statement No. IV, printed at the end of this Ohapter 
shows the distribution of the blind iu 1901 over the sei^ral tlistricta as 
irompariHl with that in 1891. From this it will be seen, that there was 
a decrease of 9,288 jjersons; of whom 5.033 w-ero males ami 4,255 females- 
lii short, the number of people returned as blind in 1901 formed about 
one-eighth of what it was in 1891, This deci-easc w*as found to lie com¬ 
mon to alt the Dustriets of the State, the largest (109.3) being in Ritlar and 
Uie smallest iu Sirpur-Tandur (IIS). It may not. hovvecer, be out of 

t hisilecrease was not iiecidiar to the Census 
on JOl alone, nor only to this State either ; for, this temlency to dim- 
iiimh m niimberB was observed even at the Census of !89l, not only here 
but also in other parts of India. The cause for this must, perhaps l)e 
^ught m the improved methods of sanitation that are now being eii- 
urced everywhere, and in the expert medical aid that Is now being 
placed almost within the esisy reach of all who care to have it. 


^u. Takmghy Districts, we find that Aurangabad, ha^dnr. 
shown the largest number (209). took the leml. followed bv Didar“ 
I arblmiu and (mUmreab with 1.51,128 and 123 , respectively. The Afruf’ 
t-m Hn (without tlie Hyderabad City) and Sirpui-Tandiir brought 
up the rear, hindng returned only 20 and 22 jiersons. respectively, 
llie .Malmitwan Districts, as a whole, made a better ahow in iWl 
even as tney did in 18fH, when Bhlar instead of Aurangabad occupied 
the p1a..*e of hot.nnr. From this it wiU be seen, that blindness prevails

moif* in dry areas than in districts with a copious rain-fall; but 
whether this circumstance alone will justify our advancing any theory 
on the subject, is a matter on which opinions must to be divided, 

21, Iinixtrial Table XII exiiibits the number of the blind found 
at each age-period, as also tlie distribution of that number by age. The 
Ilighest number was found in the i>eriod o-lO; this was just the case 
even in 1S91, as will appear from Subsidiary Tables V and VI. Be¬ 
tween the ages 0 and 24 alone, oiie-half the numbei’ was recordetl; and 
this was also the case in 1891. The number of the blind was less in the 
later five age-perloda than in the earlier ones. And tliis Tvas also the 
case after 45; though, according to Subsidiary Tables V and VI, the 
proportion after 40 years of age was greater for females than for males. 
At 60 and over, the number (.'597) returned in 1901 was only a tenth part 
of w^hat it was in 1891, And tills goes a long way in supporting the 
statement made in my last Report, that in 1891 a mess was made 
by the enumerators in ilifferenclating between congenital blindness and 
weakness of sight consequent on old age, with the result that the num* 
her of x>eople returned as blind exceeded that actually afllicted with 
that sight-impairing infirmity.

22. In IfiDl, the total cumber of leiiers in the Dominions was 
330. This indicates the fact, that lepers constituted 12‘5 per cent, of the 
sum totviJ of the population afflicted with all tho four iiihrniities, and that 
one in every 83,761 persons was a leper. Tlie average number of lepers 
per lO,000 persons of each sex, as exhibited in Subsidiary Table 1, was 
0-3 ill 1901 as against 3*0 and 2-G in 1881 and 1S9I, respectively. Tliere 
was thus a fall, during the last two decades, of 2*7. 

-3, This fall occured in the number of both males and females, 
th^averages for whom, as showu in Subsidiary Table 1, were 0'4ii and 
0*17, respectively, in 1901, as against 3*9 and 1*2, respectively, in 1891. 
and 4*2 and M, respectively, in 1881. Of 330 Leiw.n, 286 or 71*5 per 
cent, were males, and 94 or 2S*5 per cent, females. In otJier words, the 
number of females was two-fiftha of the number of males, fciiough in 1891 
it was below one^thml. Subsidiary Table VII also shows that for every 
l.OOi) leprous males, there w*ere here 398 leprous females; thus shoeing 
that the malady has a greater tendency to attack males than females, 

24, Statement No. V, printed at the end of this Chapter, not 
only shows liow we fiiul the lepers distrlbutedover tlie several districts, 
but also teEs us how tJiey stood geograpliiciiEy disposed of in 1891. A 
reference to tihis Statement wiE disclose the fact that, during the Just 
decade, there w*as a decrease of 2,517 lepers, 2,025 males and 622 
fetuales. This decrease was not conOned to any one particular part of 
the countiy; it was found in each and every district, the largest (309) 
jeing m Oosmanabad, and the smaEest in Sirpur-Taudur (45/ What 
t Ins decrease was due to, is not easy to say; it may be tliat it was 
due to the havoc, whJcIi the Late famine wrought with the Eves of the 
weak. Gulbargah, having retm*ed 46 lepers, headed the list, followed 
by Indur and Mahbubnagar with 29 each, ,4tra/-t-hnida, Nalgonda and 
Sirpur-Taiidur showed the smaEest numbers, the numbers being 1, 2 and 
J, respectively. 'J hat which merits here more than ordinary attention 
is the fact, that the Districts of Atrafd-Balda, Elgandal,* Naigonda, 
Medak nnd Pai-bhani, returned no female lepei-a. In the Indur and the 
Raichur Districts, female lepers predominatetl; but, in the remaining 
Districts, the case was quite the reverse. 


So far as tlie Natural Divisions went, the Maharatwadi Districts 
harteiired more lepera; aud this circumstance warrants the drawing of 
the jufereiice, that dry areas are more congenial to the growth of this 
disease than tracts of country, where the rain-faU is plentiful.

Itnperjal Table XII shows the distribution of the leper- 
jmpulutioti over the several age-periods. In 190J, the maximum number 
Dl persons was found under tlie age-period 40—45, even as it was found 
tliero m 1891. But that period passer!, a decrease in the number was 
ihscerned ; though incretuse in the number became the rule from 5th to 


19T 


40th year. This means that people are more prone to he attacked by 
the malady between 5 and 45 years of age, and specially between 40 and 
45. 

As in 1891 so also in 1901» one ball of the unfortunates, afflicted 
with this loath-some malady, wae made of those who were under 40. 

There is one point more that presses itself on our attention: It 
is that the proportion between the males and the females gets consider¬ 
ably thinned after 20. This point also derives support from the figures 
shown in Subsidiary Tables V and V!.

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CHAPTER VIII. 
CUsTE AND Tribe. 


The difticiilties in the way of a satisfactory obsslfication of 
cartes are many and in'mperable. No scientific sehein'' of aocial preoc- 
flcnce exists, such as can be relied upon, In grading them from the 
Jiighest to the lowest. Even within the limits, witiiin which it may l>e 
supposed to exist, it is not absolute, or, in other words, the .same /or all 
parts or provinces of this vast Peninsula. One and the same caste is put 
on a ditfcrcnt footing, in diCFeront places. The members of the so-cailcil 
writer'caste in the North are socially placed above the hereditary trader; 
whereas in Madras, the lirariiani is treated as a Vysia merely on suifer' 
ance. In Northern and Western India, tiie lower castes appear to be 
much nearer tltc Iiiglicst than they are in the South. In Bombay, the 
Brahman has not the least olijection to take his meals in tlie same room 
with a man, belonging to an inferior caste. In Bengal, he takes v;ater 
from uiauy castes considered to be Sudra. But down South, to the 
Brahman eating his foot!, the iion-Brahtnan gaze is paMution. In tho 
second place, the orllmdox fourfold division of caste is not, and cannot 
be, of universal application. Tlie division was, presumably, of Aryan 
origin, and, if so, the lines of cleavage could be definitely recognised, only 
in parts, where the Aryans establislied themselves in any considerable 
strength. Aud U Is wcE known, that there was not much of Aryan 
settlemeut or immigration this side of the Vyndhia hills. A Sanscrit 
scholar, of considerable repute in Southern India, is of opinion, tiiat the 
wars of the Rumnyana and the M ahabharata represent the desperate, 
ceaseless struggles, between a higiily eivilizetl race and an inferior one, for 
political supremacy. If It was so—and tliere is a good deal to commend 
this view—it is a remarkable fact, tliat these wars were almost entirely 
confined to a llinitcd, wclUlefincdarea. And this W'ould help us to realise 
that caste in the South was, so to say, but an Imitation and not the origi¬ 
nal ; to put it in another way, it was of the making of those people, in¬ 
ferior doubtless, who were drawm into the eddy of Aryan influence. I am 
not, however, concerned about queibioaiug the Aryan origin or ancestry 
of the South Indian Brahman. He may or may not bo an Aryan; aud the 
more South you go the darker is hU coniplexion and the less like, in 
features, his North Imllan compeer. For ail that, his position is 
secure as a member of the highest caste, by reason of the lowly homage 
paid to liim by al! those around him; nothing has aflected it so far. And 
indee 1 so much greater is his bold over the other castes here, than In 
the North, that he very often manages to live in comfort without any 
means of Uvelihood, deemed honest or honourable in these days. At any 
rate, 1 am certain that the day is far olT, when be may feel forced, like 
Some Brahmans of the North, to take to any of the unclean occupations. 
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2. BcggiDg is a very lucrative profession iu the South, liii i no 
beggar is so tnuch sought for as a Bruluuan beggar iji a country, whui’u 
almsgivingi merely as alma giving, is considered an extremely pious act. 
So it is dear, that the Brahman represents the top-most rung in the socml 
ladder. But wlio comes next? Even rejecting the Bwi-aiurondc legojitL 
concerning the estirpation of the whole of tixe Kahatriya race, we have 
few on tlii.s side, who can be said to be descended fimm, or to represen t, 
the Rajputs cf the North, Tliere are, it is true, many who claim to he 
Kshatriyas. But a caste, daiining to loe of a higher social standing than 
its own, is no rare speetade here. If the Kammalas may be believed, 
they are the only lineal desr^ndants of the Brahmans, and the Brahman s 
of to-day .are all imposters. Wliy, in the streets of Hytiei-abad, you have 
only to remind one of the lowness of one’s Ciisteand he will show a 
thousand and one reasons why he should be treated as a I ugh caste Hiachi. 
A Besta he may be, but when the Komatis take water from liim, 
lioTV’ can those who are admittedly below tlve Eomatis, twit him with 
bo ng a low caste man ? It is aiao weU known, that a class of hunters boar 
the pretentious title of ArfiHntnnfebatnj meaning king’s sons. Besides, is 
there the least pliysical suggestion of a Eashtriya origin about the 
I3oiidili or the Raju, who is generally a field labourer in the villages and a 
lueoiai servant in the Cities V The Eoniati, as a caste tuan, is no doubt 
to be congratulated on his gi>od fortune. His place, in the social scale, 
cannot admit of much dispute. As the liereditary trader of the 
community, and the owner of wealth carefully concealed from the 
pubitc view, he has jjo fear that any one will dispute his claim to caste 
aupremacy. But if cleanly habits, decent ways of living, and refined 
features are, to any extent, enterions of social siuieriority, he lias no 
right to be put above many of those, whom he regards, and is allowed to 
regard, as his inferiors. Indeed, if a plebiscite wore taken among tlie 
C istes below, it would be found that those, who would like to be Eomatis. 
c juld he eouuleU on one's fiiigera’ eii'ls. 


3 As vou go furtlier down the scale, the flilTicultiGS in the way 
of grading acciuunlate. Water-taking as a test is not any wise helpful. A^ 
[araa cun be ascertained, considerations of 1 convenience mostly deter¬ 
mine the eligibility of people to act as water-carriers to the castes above 
them, in localities where a Komati, Balija, or EedJy cannot command 
the services of one of his own caste, he takes water from a Muniioor or 
Mutrasi, ordinarily deemed ineUgible for such service, and sometimes 
even from a Bhoyi or Bests, wliose caUing stamps him with an inferiority 
many graders further down t!ie sciile. As for the Braliman, unlike his 
Virotiicr of Northerti India, lie wiU never take water from any but u 
Braliman. Nor are the.^o all the difficulties. In respect of castes, Hy¬ 
derabad may be «aUl to be India in the miniature. Here yon find repre- 
sentntivesof most Hindu castes. And it is well nigli impossible l i 
group tliose, which ai-3 not of the land, under any locally recogiiistHl main- 
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heail. The fact that any of them follow the same occuirations as thejse, 
we know, is not coiisittered a reason Ijy the people coocerncfl for putting 
them on the same level. Every caste linds its level, so to say, in tlie 
area to which It proixjrly belongs. 

4. But out of iti it either claims too mneli or gives away too 
much. And it is a truism^ that moat i>eople ai'e reformers in one sense 
or other, beyond the reach of their home iuflueuces and ossociations. In 
circumstances such as these, the best that could be done in tlie way of 
grading has been done and the following table is the result:—

They do not I'n every case, or even in most casos» represent 
those castes oulj', v.’hich, by common consent, are entitled to the generic 
tmme thev are classified under. Oensus Operators hatl no autliorlty to 
refuse to return any one under any caste-head, he claimed to belong to, 
even hen they knew the claim to be absurd or untenable. Even if 
they had the autUoriiy. it should have, in no way. lessened our tUliicultjes 
in the way of claseification. Indeed it would have made confusion worse 
cunfoinuled ; for then we would have had to allow for, instead of, as now, 
not merelv the vanity of the enumerated person, which makes him claim 
to be of a'higher caste than he is actually, but also the narrow prejudices 
and mcoiisoquent logic of the whole body of enumarators who, con¬ 
sidering the scanty education of most, cannot be very reliable as 
easte-osiisore. The l.jasoi- of tbo two evlla was oerlaioly to 1st tbe 
soumoratsa i>erson Lave his way , and that U re.si>onsible for the 
lii esiisss, in most castvs, of the figuies rctnnicd in column 3 of the 
ahovo table. Uolait and Vidur are not, li.v reiiaoii of their origin, 
considered to ho Brahnians; and. as a matter ot fact, many Vidurs 
have returned themselves merely as Vidnrs-a fact very 
in a laud, wlieie imlividuals. leiireseiitiiig themselves to be low 
than thov are really in the social scale, are never to be met with. 
Shnilarlv," if we eared to go behind the entries in the Census eclie- 
dules, it wonltl be fonnd that few of those, who have returned theui- 
selves as Haipats, have any right to their title. Slraiige ns it may seem, 
the fact rem iins that, though some of the higher non Bral.n^ rasles 
take water from Bhovis, they still treat them as ol an inferior a*ul sta¬ 
tus to a Washerman or Barber. Consequently, they appear in the above 
table only above Oowndla. tbe teddy drawing castes.

. f.„r marriage is conlinod to the Brahman and the Vysia easles. 
And whin is prsetised by others, it is merely as a matter of ehome. 
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and whon. the parents lmp[>en to be in easy cit'cuinstancea. U b: gener¬ 
ally considered a pretty sight to see young chUdiea ntarricil. l*rob.ibly, 
also, a feeling that the adoption of the custouia of Brahniim^ confers 
caste superiority, has Bomotliing to do with it. As lor wid i\v-iimrriage, 
it does not obtain in any of the castes of the first four groups in the 
Table given above and some of tlie Kapu castes such as Niiictcwad, 
Mudalir, etc. The rest of the castes not only practise wid »w marriage, 
but also a Itind of divorce. 

5. The origin of caste it seems to me, partly riinctional and 
partly etIinicaL If it was the first solely, as some csontend, it is un¬ 
accountable that we should have a word which means colour, T*«rnn, to 
denote caste distinction, and, what is far more important, that, a rule, 
the higher castes should be fairer than the lower and also anthro^jouie- 
trically different from them in regions, which furnish unqiiestioiuiblo 
proofs of an Aryan conquest and settlement. If, on the other hand, 
caste was entirely only rjicial distinction at first, how did it come to 
take such strong roots among peoples of the same race, and that not 
Aryan, as those of South of India are in the main? In his /adma Cnslc 
the Rev, Dr. Wilson of Eombay states, at some length, the results of 
Professor Xjassen's researches on the subject of Aryan settletneut in 
India. From these it. appears that, considerable as was the progress in 
the propagation of Aryan Religion and dominion towards the^^South in 
the intervening period between the times of Ramayana and Jilahabharata, 
it did not extend lieyond the Imnks of the Narbada on the one side and 
the Godavari on the other. " No Aryan Empire is mentioned " says Pro¬ 
fessor Lassen, “on the West coast to the South of Sumatra. The 
herinitAgcs, however, of the Brahmiius and the seats of the Gods, extend 
as far as Gokarna; and tJius far pilgrimages Tvere undertaken. But tio 
Aryan nation is lUGntioaed, Gokarna is now (L c. at the time of the Mah- 
abharata) the Southern Emit of the domain of the Sanskrit tongue." After 
adducing more evidence of this kind, he concludes “that the South of 
India was gained over to the Aryan civilization not by forced conver¬ 
sions but by means of iieaceabl emissions of Brahmans **— a conclusion, hv 
the way, which receives additional weight from the fact, that Ptolemy 
mentions a race of Brahmans in Soiitiiornmoat India on the Argalic gulf, 
[f so, what could have been the orgin of caste formation in Southern 
ludia? 

6. Brahman “ rolssions " alone could have accomplished little in 
this way, if occupational differences Inul not already diviiled dhe people tj 
the advantage of some ami prejmliceof others, Flutaan mitiire has been 
much the same, I fancy, from the l>eginniagof time; and there is no cjise. 
on record, of a'mnn in the full enjoyment of his senses allowing himself to 
be {>ci'Siiade<l into accepting an inferior social position for hlEuseTf and 
his descendants through eternity. This con ceiled, it is easy to under¬ 
stand and appreciate the change that is coming over the spirit of tlie 
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dream. WitJi the featjiblisliment of the rule of a race of people, who, 
neither by hiatinct nor by prudential considerations, coulii be brought to 
think tenderly of caste distinctions, the system of social JEvision, wlilch, 
however, satisfactory to the highest castes, must have always been gall' 
inglo the many lumped together as inferiors, was Iwund to receive a 
.shock. And tlie disturbance, that was begun by the mere advent into 
our midst of t he BIrtlsh in a position of supremo political power, is being 
continued, and in a way perfected* by their Justice and education both 
alike easte-biind* M uch of the awe and veneration* hi winch tli© highest 
castes werefhold by the lower of old, was due partly to all learning being 
confined to the former and partly to the special political previleges, which 
hedged them round. The same offence met with different punishments 
in different orders of society. Now* the advantages of education are open 
alike to fclie Brahman anfl the Dhedh, and both are amenable to the 
same law. Even Sankaracharya, whoseiuliuence witlx vast sections of the 
Hindus is undoubted* is not free to issue Eds bulls of excoraiminicatioti 
ivithouti siifricient escuse. And the unclean Pariah, particularly in Cities 
and Towns, knows tliat be has as much riglit to walk tJie King's Highways 
as the IjoastfLil Brahman, who, in the older days, and stiff in far off villajOT 
nooks and corners, could not brook his treading the same ground within 
a measurable distance. More than all, ivealth is a very potent factor, 
both in the way of levelling down caste heights and filling up social deptJ is. 
A high caste man may have objections to publicly dina with a Pariali, 
however w^'eaIthy; but he realises the latter's importance as acitusen 
sufficiently clearly to accord him all possible resiiect. As a matter of 
fact, a wealthy member of the Dhedh caste is actually the 
of a Si%'a temple in Southern India. And the uon-descript classes, who 
hover round the l>oi’dcr3, so to say. of tiio various castes, when t!iey 
Jiappen to have actiuiretl some wealth, are constantly tempting unwary 
members tif the respectable to form marriage alliauoes ; and when they 
8.1 cooed their roapectability advances. Caste pride might protest with 
ixl. its might, and even uut-caste those, wlio have, in any way, sought to 
lower it or drag it through the mii-e. But all tiffs is only for a time. 
BltKxl is thicker than w^aber, and, sooner or later, out of such alliances a 
commingling of castes ensues. This Idnd of caste obliteration or eleva- 
tioti occurs in another way also. It is said that it takes three genera¬ 
tions to make a gentleman. U takes, sometimes, ranch less time for a 
mau of a dubious social status to beconie one of a recognised respecta- 
biJity. A Safcliani becomes elevated into a Balija often in the course of 
a few years; so also a Palli into a Mudellar. Only tiic man must have 
enough money to silence caste criticism, or smother caste ridicule. From 
all tliis, however* it is not to be supposed, that the destruction of tiic 
caste system is impending. On the other hand, it is the opinion of miny, 
who have paid any attention to the subject, that it is likely to have a 
lonf' lea.se of life yet. Its Ijonds may seem very w-eak often; it may not 
assert itself often times; it may not be very particular as to which new 
race or. tribe it takes under tlic slicltcr of its capacious wings. But in 




its secmin;? weakness, its elasticity, lies its strength- As has already 
been stated, the Aryatiity of the Soiitlieni lodian Bi-ahm uis is very 
doubtful. But they out-Aryan the Aryan priestliood in practice, TJiey 
will not permit the existence amongst them, or beaide tliein, of any 
castes like the JTfliwisafchrt of Northern India- They will not take w'ater 
from any one lower tiian themselves. This spirit of proud, rigorous 
exclusiveness—cliarjicteristic of t!ie renegade, and the mun, who is not 
sure of Ms own position in sDciety—permeates every caste unit. There 
IS none so loud in protestation against the elevation of inferiors, or so 
anxious to keep them dowm, as he, who. after years of struggle, has se- 
cureil a foot iiold in a stratum of society, to which he, in his heart of 
hearts, feels he does not belong. For instance, in the South of Tndii, 
those most concernal in tlenying the Hhanars the right of entranco 
into Hindu Temtdes are the Mura wo r*, w hose title i tsel f to l>e cal led Hin¬ 
dus it is not easy to rccogiiiBe, ami who, in their physique and practices, 
carry the most conclusive evidence it is possible to adduce of their 
aboriginal origin. More recently still, when the of Poonamalce, 

a village near Madras, put forward a claim to the right of spiritual 
tonsure, those, who opposed it most vehemently, were the \aislina\a 
classes, not very far removed from them. Ji’nrther, those, who sin apiinst 
caste rules every day of their lives, are often the very persons, who pre¬ 
tend the most rigid adherence to tliem, and persecute those, who, less 
prudent than tliey, offend more openly. 

7. It has n'>t been jinssible to prep ire Subsidiary Table tl, sug¬ 
gested by the Census Com nils.sioner for India,in his Second Note (Caste, 
Tribe and Race! on Census Heport. Many of the castes, returned this 
time, are entirely different from those, recorded in 1891- Where the 
same caste-names ocenr, the difference in numbers is so great that it is 
not possible to l>elleve that both the figures represent the strength of 
the saiue castes ten years ago and now. Probibly, the people returned 
themselves under fUfferent caste-names at the tivo Oensuses, In fact, 
fsome names cover sdinany caate.s that even a fairly iiitolligeiit man ma^ 
well tlrmk that one caste name is as good as another to indicate t he 
section he belongs to. For instance, a Telugu may be a Muthrasi, a 
Munnooru or even a Balija^ a Kapu, a Reddior a Naik; and a Mahrata 
Brnhinjin. a Krtshnn PrtfcsJu, Goimf, Thj*i-Goiud or ShenvL It Is true 
that Mahnta, Tehigu and Kapu are not really caste names. The first 
two are suggestive of linguistic differences and the third occupational. 
But many of those, who call tliemselvea Telugus or Kapus, know nootlier 
name under which they might return themselves. In this circumstance, 
what is one to do? Apart from this, there is the difficulty of ayuoiiyinous 
terms. A Dhobi is not necessarily a.Musalman or a Mahrata any more 
than a Ghakala is a TeUigu. Talking to a Musaltnan a CEiakiila might 
call himself a Dhobi. Nor is a MuSidmaii enumerator likely to fancy that 
there Is anything wrong in calUng a Chakala a Dhobi. Similarly, a 
Mahrata might very oaturaUv return a Komati as a Yani. Furthei, 
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some people bear or affect different caste names in ^erent ^ 

Bondili is a Kshatriya in some places and a Kapu m others* The bes 
proof of all this is in the caste iigitres available for purposes of miraencul 

comporiscD. Here are a few of them

Between 12-ln. a peri^ 
raZr h gb for a Biwhnmn girl to be married in. as current theories 
Hie Bralunan. along with the Komsti, Mahrata ^d kunbi, claims the 
hZfst norceutage. And between 15 and 20 the Brahman porcenta^ is 
t^ie tlurrhighesf Komsti snd Kunbi showing a higher. « theae fa^s 
Zke Clear one thing more than aeother it is this. Infant marriage has 

long ceased to be the monopoly of the Brahman, and the non-Branmat. 
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c3Rt6S arc fast Ijccomiog more Bralitnanicai tliau Drahmans themselves 
in this matter. To put it in another way. Brahmans shrewder tliari 
their caste inferiors, recognising ttie esugendew of changed times, have 
left it all to them to make a boast of their faitlifulucss to Shastric ens- 
toiii, w bile thej themselves practise a sort of a mild compromise between 
infant and adult marriage. And this conclusion is, in a great measure, 
eoiilirmed by the unmarried female figures. If it be true that tlte Brail- 
man goes in for infant marriage more than any other caste man, the 
number of immarried Brahman girls between tlie agas of 12 and If, must 
tw smaller than tliat of unmarried girls of any other caste. But actually, 
five of the selected castes, Komati, Olkshawant Wani, Dlmtigav. Kmibi and 
Ghond, claim a smaller percentage than tlio Braliraau. " Between the 
ages 15 and 20, also, though the Brahman tierceiitag© is so low as one, 
there is at least one caste, DJiangar, winch has a smaller percentage* 
There is not a single nmiiarried Bliaiigat- woman in this age-iJcHod. 

In the case of males, too, early marriage does not seem, by atty 
means, to be a mark of caste suimriority. DJiaiigara amt Ghoiids show a 
smaller iiercentage of Tinmarried tnales in the age-period 15—20 lliaij 
Brahmans. Bikstiawaiit V\^anis, Mahratas ami Sutibis share the hmior, 
ivith Brahmans, of show'ing an equally low percentage, \.4.nd maiTied 
male figures suggest that early marriage ig very much less prevalent 
among the higher castes than it is ordijiarily siiintosod, and adult 
marriage ia fast growing to be the fashion. 

In all probaljility, the extent of the practical prolnbilion of 
widow re-mjirmge Is a more reliable test of caste emmeiice than infant 
marriage. 30 per cent, of Mali rata as well as Warn Lingayoth womou 
flic widows. Brahmans have 21 widows to 21 of Dikshawant Wauis, 20 
of Eomutis, 18 of Dhaugars, 16 of Kunbis and 14 of Ghoiids. There seems 
no doubt that ividow re-marriage prevails largely amongst the aborgiual 
Cdionds and, to a greater or lessor extent, amongst Dhaiigars and Eimbis. 

ft. Subsidiary Table IV shows tlmt, in five out of eight Hindu 
castes, females are in excess ; and the three castes, in which they are 
fewer than males, arc by no means the highest, Dikshawant IVanis are 
inferior, m imint of social precedence, to Brahmans ; so are also Kunbis 
and Dhangars. Other remarkable circumstances revealed by tliis Table 
are; Among Mahratas, amidst whom the females are considerably in 
excess, in tlie age-period 5—12 there are t.vice as many females as males. 
Warn Lmgayeths also show a si.mlar thing to their ermlit in the age- 
peno<l 4D and over; the nmnlier of females of advanced ages are 
nearly 2^ times that of males. This ts the more remarkable, consideidng 
that, at all ages, they are only very slightly in excess of males. 

As for Musalmaas, iroth among Shaiks and Syeds in the Mah- 
bubnagar District the females are in excess, while the same sections 
exhibit feivor females than males in the City of Hyderabad, 
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10. Subsidiary Table VIH shows the distributioa of castes by 
Districts. 

Elgandal District returns the largest number of Bralimans, 
about one-fifth of its own population and nearly one-third of the whole 
number in these Dominions, Mahbubuagar and Warangal come next 
with a population, respectively, of 87,000 and 70,000, while Sirpur-Tandur. 
the least Brahmanica! of the Districts, harlx>ur3 within its lunite no more 
than 3.299 Bi-aUraans all told. Probably, the Brahman and aboriginal 
elements do not puU well together. On the whole, there are OS Brah- 
itiiiiiB in every thousand ol the population. 

The K.shatriya element here is a small one. We hare a little over 
S 000 tiersons professing to come from a Esliatrlya stock ; and that means 
tliafe we have not even 8 Kshatriys in a thousand. Warangal, Gulbargah 
and Aurangabad Districts contain the largest numbers, being, respec¬ 
tively aliout 7,700, 8,500 and 8.200. 

The Vysias are the hereditary fcradGi*s of the llindn community- 
They number 49 per mille of the population, or in actual luimbers, nearly 
54 ^khs Of these, Bular apprnpriafeea about a lakh and twenty 
thousand, Gulbargah and Namier half a lakh each, the rest toeing cUsto- 
buted, pretty evenly, having regard to their iiopuUtions, ^ong the 
remiuning Districts. GeneraUy speaking, what Komatis are to Tehngana, 
Vanis are to Mahralwara. 

Vekituas are partly fighting castes and partly those, who cor res- 
imiid to the writer-castos of the Northern lodia. The most numorouft of 
these 4 ire T^lawi and Bidnr atid tlgutidul are atrougio 

the Vclama population as Imlur and, in a measure, Sirpnr-Tandor are of 
tim Manue. According to the last Report, Imth the Velamas and the 
Mamies are the decemknts of royal families, that once ruled at Bidar 
(imclont Vidharblia) and Elgandal, resijoetively. Tins may account for 
Bidar having nearly liall of the Vdama population of these Dotmmous. 
But in ElgauduU there are only 703 Miuitiesp and these all *iia e, ou o 
a total, for the Dominions, of about 21,000. And the reasons far their 
disoersion in sneli large numbers into the adjoining Districts of ludnr 
and flifpnr-Tandur have not transpired. The Castes comprising tins 
group number aliout 130,ObO, forming a proportion of 10 pet mdle. 

Next in social rank are the Golla castes. Bmadly. they may be 
<livlded into the Tolugu, Marathi and Oanareae-speaking GoUae. And 
thev are to be found in large nundiera in almost every Distyict, even the 
Hvdorabad City, with a liinitcd agricultural population, showing more 
than 12 OuO,—a fact, which can surprise no one who knows ho\v essential 
they aU to the growth and prosperity of agricultural coramunitaes. 
There are two exceptions, however, to this, namely, Raichur and Lmg- 
sugur; nor is it easy to account for the smaU Golti populations these 
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Djiitrictfl return—the more so as they have* both of them, large Kapu or 
agricultural populations. One or two things about the ^fahrata Dhnii- 
Qar& may be of interest. “ Tiie presence of ’aiij elder of their own caste

The Satlmui group is composed ciiieily of mixed castes. Thev 
are mostly temple servants and priests to castes, to wlrch the services of 
the Brahman are not available, or are avaihema maranathu as in the case 


of .LirifKiyGthSf Gosains are attached to spiritual mostly confined 

to MahnitwarRif us theinemljers of the next most numerous caste of this 
group, Sut/tnui and Gondaligain, are to Teltngsna. Bogaw a right to he 
incLuded in this group is constituted, partly by their mixeil origin and 
partly by their association with the higher castes. On the whole, the 
Sathuui caste-men are, as may lx? expected from the nature of the ser^ ice 
rendered by them, found every where in the NiJiam’s territory, and are a 
little less than a lakh or about 9 per mille of the whole popvilatioii. 

The Goldsmith castes (^riaaln, iSoimr, etc-), the blacksmiths, the 
carpenters (r«dfn, Silpi, Sutar, etc.), aud workers in glas,s (Cmhai‘, 
Afnahir, etc ), form the next social group. The reason, however, for all 
these having been shown together under one main-liead, namely, Ausala, 
should not be misunderstood. 1 do not tliink intei'-dining is possible 
among many of them; and I am certain that inter-marriage does not pre- 
vaii between any two. For that matter, inter-dining may be allowed, 
within certain limit, among a few^ castes of each group; inter-marriage, 
liowever, never takes phioe lietwecnany two castes of any single group. 
The grouping of castes, such as has been attempted in these pages, 
simply means that, in the estimation of those above them, tliese, by reason 
of their customs or traditional occupations, occupy a similar or equal 
social status. Tlus, however, is by the way. Among the goldsmiths 
themselves, the re a re several sections, Sonar, Soaar Panchal, Soiutr Alnr- 
mntU, Ungayeth Sonar, Apaaahirri and AHsalfi. The diHerences, that 
divide one of these castes from anotlier, are nob merely territorial and 
linguistic. In spiritual matters, the Sonara pay hoimige to Bi’ahman 
(/urns; but Sonar Pauchats have flirmti of their own caste. Further, 
while Sonars oat meat and drhik liquors, the l^anehaJs abstain from them 
as a rule. Similarly, W'e have Lohars and Lohars and Sutars and Sutais. 
What Sutar and Ijohar are to the Marathi and Oanarese rjistricts, that 
Viidla and Kummara are to the Telngu. And Ausula and Agasala are 
merely Telugu and Canarese for Urdu Loliar. The Ausala castes are 
over 3 lakhs strong; in other words, there are 27 of them in e\ery thous¬ 
and of the population. 

Next come the oil-pressiug castes. They are known as Toffs in 
Mahratwara and Garidfas in Telingana. One extraordinary fact, reveal¬ 
ed by the figures in respect to these, is that there are none of them in tlm 
Districts of Mahbubnagaj and Acuovding to the last Cen¬ 
sus Report, there w^ere over oil-prossers In Mahbubnagar and 

2,^00 hi Alra/’-i-Rufihj in 1891. l;:lurely, alt these could not have .died out 
’within the last decade. Nor is there any reaH<m to siii>i»oae tliat they 
have, in a body, eoiigrated from these Districts. It is true that the Hy¬ 
derabad City returns 600 and odd Gandhis. But that number coul.l 
hardlv be held sufficient to meet the tleinand for oil of Atrnf-t-Bofdrt Dis¬ 
trict and the Hyderabad City, whose combined populations amount to 
80G,lliS. There is no doubt w-hatsoever tliat ^le ligurca for these caste,^ 
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have got mixecl up with some other caste figures, so far as these two 
Districts are concerned. Tlie Telis and Gandina are 5 in a thousand of 
the population. 

There are nearly lakhs of iTnmjnarna or potters in these 
Ooininjons, over three-fiftUa of tliein being appropriated bv Liiigsufrur 
and Raichur. 

'I'he SaJa group includes, besides tlie weaver-castes, Dnrzi^ 
hhnpi (tiiilor castes), 2iakka»Ii, ChiUirakav, (painters) Ntrali, Rangari 
(dyers), Pinjari (cottoTi-cleaners), etc., who occupy tuueli the satne social 
level. It claims 3S in every thoiisaiKl of the iwpulatiou, or in aetiuil 
numbers, nearly 4^ lakhs of people. More than half this number are the 
TelugU'Speakiiig l^alas found, lor the moat part, in ilahbubnagar,.4fmf-i- 
Batdft, Medak, Nalgonda, WarangaJ and Elgandal. ^oshfis are jjeciiliar 
to the Marathi Districts, but they are only about JO.OOP strong. Pnt- 
karv (silk-weavers) and Pvadhans weave coarse-clotlis for the use of the 
lower orders. 

Oppara is the main-head under which the castes, which work in 
earth, salt and stone, such as Ue/dur, L Odder and Lonapi, and 

those like Douimara, Gopnf, otc., (acrobats) are entered. Of the coinpo- 
uent castes, the most numerous are Oiidar and Dppara, which, lietw’een 
themselves, take away nearly seven-eighths of the total Oppara popula¬ 
tion. Dommara, Gop;d, Qondi are, by the very nature of tlieir occupa¬ 
tion, very limitetl in number, securing a percentage, all of them together, 

4 f nu more ( ban 4 on the total Cpj>araB. Lingsugur returiis the largest 
uuinber of tliL^j group, about 3l,0f)0, of which only 250 are of the acroba- 
tic castes. Haichur, Mahbiibnagar, Nalgonda and Warangal follow with 
between 16 to 18 tlioiLsand of TJpparas esch. 


The chief characteristic of the Cliakala and ,^tangala casto tlivi- 
sions is the linguistic dificrenco. Members of both are about ecjually 
dividetl Imtwceii tlio Wahratwara and Telmgana Districts. ahakala,s 
are lUaiid Mangalas 15 per luille of t!m impuliition, 

Bestas are the fishing castes. Some of thotn, notably Bliois, 
earn their livelihood also as ferrymen or raftsmen and palki-bearers. 
Bhois form more than two-thirds of the entire Besta community, and in 
cities and towms carry water for some of the higher noii-Bralunan castes. 
A Bhoi considers it a pollution to eat or drink at the house of a Loliar, 
a Sutar, a Bhat, a Dhobi or a Barber; he will not even carry the r palau- 
*iniii at a inarrh^ge. But a Blmi out of caste is received back bj' his 
fellow's, when he has drunk the w*ater touched by a Brahman’s toe and 
has feasted them with a bout of liuuor.” Biiadbuiijas and Halwais, also, 
w’ho .sell parched grain and sweet-meats, resimetively, have, by reason of 
their caUing, aciiuired a slightly superior status among the Besta csistes; 
but these are numerically very insignificant, being a little over a thoua- 
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and in tho whole of these Dorainiona. Raichnr, Nander and Indur are 
strongholds of the Bhois : while Elgandal alone contributes more than a 
fifth of tlie whole number of the Bestas^ and Nander and Itidnr combined 
more than one-fourth. Like Gandlas, Bestaa are also totally non-exUtent 
in Mahbubnagar and Alt'af-i-Bititln* Tot over 23,000 and 1,700, respec¬ 
tively, were recorded in these Districts at the Census of ISliL The 
Besta proportion is 11 per milie. 


Gowndlaa arc the toddy-drawing and selling castes. There are 
eight times as many of them in Telingana as in Mahratwara. But this 
is because there are miltions of toddy trees in Telingana, Avhile Mahrat- 
w».-a contains very few of them. Verther, the Telega l*opie drmk 
toddv not merely for its intoxicfating properties. It is very nourishing, 
and, as such, it is very welcome to a people, who live on nee and u kind 
of pickle made of tamarind and chillies. This, however, cannot excuse 
their want of sober habits. They are certainly more dnmkeu tJian the 
Muhratas, for even the Kalals, who sell liquor, are far more numerous 
ill their coimtry than in Mahratwara. There are alwnt 29a.iK)0 Gownd- 
Us in the Dominions : of those, so many as 250,000 are resident in the 

TcUngana Districts. 


Inferior Religious Mendicauta group comprises the Jlondicant 
castes, and a few musician and iKiUad-siugcr castes like Pulari, Thaui- 
madi, etc. It ia about 90,000 in strength. And of this miniber about 
one-foutli are Jan gams. Among the smaller castes, xUflirJihoic seems to 
be a remarkable one. An Interesting account of their origin is given iii 
the last Census Bei>ort, One Krishna Bhat, pi/rii of a Hindu Raja, who 
ruled overPaithan In thefauideenth century, having been detected in cri¬ 
minal intercourse with a Mang woman, was turned out of caste; and h^ in 
reven^'e, preached a new creed through Ms five sons by this woman. The 
followers of these became the JIanbhows. They ** repudiate a miiltlpOi- 
city of Goils, have uo ties of caste or religdon, eat with none but the 
initiated and lead a life of mendicancy and exclusion. ” And they are 
found cliicfiy in the Marathi Districts. 

Siknlpars, who are put along with Kofdts, are knife-grinders by 
profession, Tlie Katiks are butchers, and Telingana has double the 
number found, in Mahratwara. 


Koi'rt you include all the liili and forest castes, which have returneil 
themselves as Hindus. These are either grain carriers or hunters, and 
are over 5i lakhs in strength. Itaicliui* and Lingsugur contain the 
largest numbers, almost the whole of the Bidnr population being con¬ 
fined to them. The Banjaras are found everywhere. Koyas are mostly 
met with in Warangal. and Andha in Nander, Sirpur-Tandur and Parbhani. 
Only 3 Bhils have returned themselves as Hindus, and all the three are 

women. 
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The Erukahi group is composed of peddling and fortiine-^telling 
caste (Poosolfl, Brukota, eteOi nmt and basket makers ('Biirad. Afedor), 
beggars and disreputable livers (pKdfbtidftkit BuffsAMtoshi, etc.) They 
are to be found throughout the Dominions. 

Afolaa are the unclean castes. And next to the Kapus, they are 
the most numerous, and form over one^eigth of the whole population of 
the State. They are watchmen and agricultural lalxiitrers or sweepers 
or leather-workers. Mala and Madiga in the Telugu Country corres¬ 
pond to Alalmr and Alnncf in the Mahrata. M a las are found In very 
lar^ numbers everywhere, except Sirpur-Tandiir and Raipur. Sirpur- 
Tandur contains only 1 per cent, of the total Males, and Raichnr even 
less, *4. Dokkalaa arc Mang priests like Mala lyawar and Dasari among 
the Malas.

Thoiigli the lant Chapter of tbo Roport» this is by no means tlio 
least in iraiwrtance. Indeed, to the practical Statesman it is of greater 
value than most of tlie others. To him, it matters little what faith a man 
professes, or language he speaks. Not so inconsequential is the oocnpa. 
tiorial means, whereby lie earns liis bread, and sometimes not only lives in 
comfort but in luxury. It is a measure of the material progress he has 
attained, and a speaking testimony to the conditions, under which that 
progress has been possible. 

The procedure, adopted to collect information on this point, at 
the time of taking Census, lias not always Itcen the same. In 18S1, 
the ]Means of Livelihood was ascertained and recorded only, in the case 
of Actual workers. In ISDl, Dejieudents and Actual \vorkers w'ere 
lumped together as following an Occupation, so that every man, woman 
and child got the credit for being an Actual worker. Consequently, at 
cither Censuses, tlie information gathered by the Enumerators left a good 
deal to be desired. While in 1881, It was not possible to find out how 
many were dciicudent on an occupation for their maintenance without 
being actually engaged in it, in 1891 no one could say, ivith any degree 
of certitude, how many were Actual workers and how many. Dependents. 
Witli a view to remedy these ilefects, si>ecific instructions were issued 
to the Enumerators, this time, to note in the schedules, with regal'd to 
each individual, not only what occupation siipiKirted him but w iiether 
lie or she was an actual \vork&r for her liA'Clihoal, or dejieiidctit upon an 
act ual worker or workers for it. More than this, they were directed to 
record, in coluiiui 10, where a person hapiiened to be engaged in iiioro 
than one occuxiation, his Subsidiary Occupation or occupations, i. e., 
those which added to his income, derived fram his chief oecu|Kition. A 
mass of informiitiou on the head was collected. But, unfortunately, wc 
have not been able to make any pmctieul use of this, except in cases in 
which Agriculture formed the Subsidiary Occupation. 

Before proccetling to discuss the statistics for occupation, it 
seems desirable to point out the apparent inaccuracies, 1 have detected 
in them. Either our Enumerators misunderstood the instructiona given 
to them, or the people did not catch the drift of the (piestions put to 
them on this point, a very large number of cntric.s has been misplaced 
so to say. At the Census of 1891, about 45 lakhs of people were return¬ 
ed as Landholders and Tenants, 1 ho number has fullcn this time to S’: 
lakhs. In striking couti'ast to this. Agricultural labourers liave risen 
from about lakhs to 10 lakhs, and Growers of special Products from 
nearly 7,000 to 532,000. T am not aware of an3' s(>ecial cii*cuinstaiices, 
which could have made so many as a midion of Lundlioldcra and Tenants 
seek their livelihood as Agricultural lat ourers and Growers of K|joei:i! 
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Ih’oducta. The Ijulmn^ are an extremely sensitive people, anti few could 
lie found amon^ them, who would, except from sheer necessity, make up 
their luimta to labour on the fields, of which they were, at one time, the 
owners. So, I feel almost sure tfiat, through misapprehenaion, a large 
riuinlx'r of persons, who should have been enteretl as Landholdors and 
'f’enanfcs, were returned under the next two sub-orders. Jfor is it under¬ 
standable that tho.se, engaged in Agricultural Training and Siupervision 
and Forests, could have increased, within the last ten years, from 20 to 
thousand, and General Merchants from 47 thousand to S lakhs and 12 
thousand. There is every reason to suspect that a very large proportion 
of these figures reiilly belong to some other sub-orders. There are 
doubtless several more doubtful returns of this kind in Imperial Table 
XV. But the instances, I have quoted, are enough as a warning, that a 
great amount of caution is necessary for basing any conclusions on the 
Oociqiatlon figures. 

Siibskliury Table I shows the genera! distribution of the popu¬ 
lation by Occupation. Agriculture supports46percent-,General Labour 
G4, Personal, Household and Sanitary Services 6, Admlui.stratlott, Textile 
J Fabrics and Dress, and Food, Drink and Stimulants 4 csich, Provision amt 
Care of Animats, Leather, and Metals and Precious Stones, 2each; and 
the remaining6 per cent, are distributedequaUy betweeu Defence, Build¬ 
ings, Glass, Earthen and Stoneware, Wood, Cane and Leaves, '^[Vaiisport 
:tial «Storage, and Learned and Artistic Professions. 

Comparing the [X)sitionsof the various occujMitional orders in 
Ulf*t with those of iSftl, we light upon soToe instructive economic 
cliangCM, not very appreciable timugh it may be in many cases, which 
Lave taken place within the last 10 j'ear.s. 
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From the above it will be aceu, that several ortlers have the 
same percentages for td£H and 1901, and where they happen to reveal 
a variation, it is slight except in three erases, Food, Drink and Stinw- 
lanta, Commerce, and Indefinite and DiareputabSe Occupations, The 
s ariation in regard to Food, Drink and Sthnulaiits is ready greatei* than 
it apiiear» to be. Oil pressers and Boilers, who were shown under Li^ht, 
Finn;/nad Fom;/r in 1390. have tins time lieeo tabulated under Food, 
Drhit anil Stimulants, So, if we take away 30,000 Oil pressers and 
soUers, included ia the latter order, the percentage will be prO|x>r- 
ttomvtcly roducctl Kouglily s/jejiking, there are twice as many engag- 
ct) in commerce now as there were tea years ago. Tlxis meaus, in 
actiral figures, that there are about 4, *27,000 {leoplo supported by Oora- 
merco as agjiinst 1,70,000 in 1801, The increase is entirely accountetl 
for by the gre:it rli<e t‘ere Iins been in the numbers returned In * 
the sub-order ’‘General ilerchantB,” There are about 2a0,000 inon* 
of tlieni now than in 1800, If it is really so, and one can't be finite sure 
tlint there has bceu no confounding of occupations here, it means a verv 
rmiuirkably rapid growth of internal c:;mmerc*al activity in tJie country, 
Tlie fall, in the IndcHnitv [fercentage, would seem to show that this time 
the Eiimiierators have bemi more careful and discriminative in gleaning 
infornintion in regard to the occupationa of people. 

Out of the total population, in titeae DominionB, of 11,141,14:;, 

or 46 per cent., arc dependent on .Agriculture for their support.

Of th(‘se32 percent, are LandhoMers ami Tonants, ft Agricultuial lab nir* 
era, and 5 Orowerw of special Products. This is cxcludijig the |i;irLial 
agriculturists, of whom we hav*o over 2il0.00ft, If wc add timse also lu 
the tnnubor of thoae, whose chief occu|w,tioii is Agriculture, the agricul¬ 
tural percentage is still further increased to 48. 

Subsidiary Table II exhibits the distribution of the agriciiliural 
]K>pn1ation by Districts. According to this, Lingsugur and Nauder ui*c 
the most agricuiUiral dLstrict^. so to say, and Mahbuh Xagar the least, 
in tlie first two, OG and 6.1 per cent., respectively, of the district populii* 
tion, are supporte<l by Agriculture j and in the last 2ft per cent, rr loss 
than half of the Lingsugur and Nandor proportions. Yet, curiously 
enough, in 18ftl, the lowest proportion was 36 per cent, and -\Iahhub 
Nagar itself returned 41 per cect, of its population under Agriculture, 
while in Xander only 51 t»r ceut. professed to follow this occupatijii* 
For that matter, comparing the District proportions for the two Censi*se-4 
together, w’-e find tJiat except in tw’o cases, excluding, of course, the ITy- 
derabtid City, namely, Liugsugur and Parbhaui, where they have re¬ 
mained constant, the variations displayed are considerable, not one of 
jr them being less than 4 per cent. The extreme cases are noted below:— 
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Subsidiary Table III shows the distribution, of the Imlitstrial 
[>opu1at-ioD by Uiatricts. The IndEistrial {jopulatioo means tlic people, 
who have been returjied as following the class of occiij^ations dBsigimte:!, 
in Census phraseology, as the Preparation and Supply of Material Sub¬ 
stances, or those whose occiip.itions fall under orders VTl to XII, There 
are, in round numtnra, 1ft laths of them in the Xht im's DomiUJous ; and 
of tliesc more than half are found in Elgandal, Nalg^uda, AVarangal, 
Mahbub Xagar and tlic Hyderabad City. Hat, proportionately to their 
populations, Xalgonda has the largest jiorccntage 33, Elgandal has 30, the 
Hyderabad City 27, Warangal and Mahbub Nagar 21 each. Other District 
•percentages vary from 20 in Medak to S in Birh as well as Ojituanaba I 
(NaMriig). The particular orders which account for high ]>roiiort'oQs are, 
in the case of all the four districts mentioned above, VU-Food, Drink and 
Stimulants, XIDTe.Ktile Fabrics and Dress, and XV''11-Loathor. etc. In 
the Hyderabad City, the highest proportions are borne by the orders 
VH. XII. and Buildings, 

glance here, at the aluw the districts make numerically, in 
re«iK 5 ct of the various Industrial Orders, may not be out of place. Tlie 
total number of iieople, sup^Kirted by the order VH, is about 5’oG thousand. 
Of these about a lakli are claimed by Elgaudal, and over a lakh and u 
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(quarter by Warangal and Nalgomta toother. BUlar has alKiut 4,000 
dependent on this Order for their subsistence, Birb audOosmnnul>ad(Kitl- 
dj'u.fir) about 7,000 each. Light, Firing ami Forage helps to feed sot no J fj 
tliDusaud and odd people on the whole. One-fourth of this number live in 
Parbliani, another Ofth in the Hyderabad City ; Bidar and Sirpiir-Tandtir 
have none of this class, and Nander only 8. Over 89,000 live by Buildings. 
Of these 20,000 are in the llyfleralud City, and another 11,000 in Nalgonda. 
They seem to be the least i>aying in Sirpur-Tandnr—there are only 420 
snj>poi'te<l by this Order there. More tliau one-third of the number au fi- 
i»orted by \'‘ehicleB and Vessels belong to the Hyderabad City. The rest 
arc to be found mainly in the I{aichiir,Parlihani, Warangal and OiilburgaJi. 
Supplementary requirements hud bread for about 40 thousand ol tiie 
jiopulatiou, and the Hyderabad City returns the largest number of these, 
ahout thousand. Textile Fabrics and Dress maintain about olj lakhs; 
ami, judged by numerical strength, EJgandol, Warangal, Kalgouda, Mali, 
bub Kagar and Gulbargah appear to be centres cf the weaving Industry. 
Metals aud Precious Stones aupiK>rt about a lakh and 80 thousand, Glass, 
Fartheu aud Stoneware, 90 thousand. Wood, Caue aud Leaves, a lakh and 
a half and Drugs, Gums and Dyes, 25,000. In all these occupational orders, 
exceiding the last, Elgandal takes the lead in poiut of numbers and, 
Warangal comes an easy second. Leather, etc., furnishes the means of 
livelihood to over 2^ lakhs. Of these more than a lakli are found in 
Elgaudal and Katgoiida. And Warangal and Mahbub Nagar return the 
next largest numbers. 

The relative x>ositionH occupied by some of the districts, in this 
respect, at the last CJensas and the present one, are indicated below. 
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While in the City of Hyderabad the Industrial impiilation has 
iiici'eased eonsiderably within the last 10 years, in Sirpur-Taudur it lias 
fallen to half its strength in 1B91. ■ 

Subsidiary Table Y exhibits the distribution of the Commercial 
population by Districts. But the progress it indicates appears to me to 
be too great to be true. Whereas in 1891 the proportion of those, who 
returned Commerce as their occupation, was 1 per cent, in as many as 42 
out of 17 districts, and the highest district proportion was 2, this time 
only two districts, Aurangabad and Nander, show a proportion of 1 per 
tiotii, and the highest district proirartion is so high as 7 per cent. 1 
suspect, as I have already mentioned at the beginniag of the Chapter, 
there has been a large misplacement of entries.

L’lidcr the head of Keltgion, Birh 
returns the highest muuber, over LJ.OOa The next biggest nuinhers are 
found in Lingsugur, fligandal, Parbhani, Wnrangal, Oasmanabad (Nal- 
dnig),tbe Hyderabad City standing sevcutln and the least religious district 
in tins sense being Sirpur-TuiHlnr, which returns only 53 as supported by 
this occupation, But the large mmihers in the above seven itistricts arc 
not due to tlie same cause in eaeli ease. Xu Btrh, Purbliaiii and Liog- 
sugur, IMigious Mendicants flourish, ilk do Astrologers, lUvinors, Horoa- 
cope-inakei'H, etc. in Elgandal atid Waratigah In the HvdDrabad Uitv 
alone, the |)0[mlatiou is distributed pretty evenly among the various 
occupations, grouped under Religion. In Education, Law, Medicine and 
Engineering, the HyderatkLit City takes the lead, followed, at a distance, 
’ by Nalgomla ta all, exceiit the last, of tJiese iLrofesaions. In Literature, 
IJngsugttr stands lir.-it wdth a population anpijortcd by it of about 7,6CH), 
Aurangihad.
